very, had not the natural Worth of the better ſort, and the 
ood Simplicity of the meaner, in a very great meaſure. pre- 
erved them; for truly nothing but an extraordinary Tem-, 
per of Soul, and thar too aſſiſted by the Divine Influences of 
the Grace and Spirit of God could poſſibly reſtrain thoſe with< ©. 
in' any Terms, or Bounds, or Laws of common Humanity, 
wha at the ſame time receive the Dottrin of their Caſuilts 
as the Oracles of God, and own the Authority of the. 
Grand Impoſtor at Roz to be of Divine Right, as it is by 
him claimed and exerciſed. "This Man of Sin by. his pretend- | 
ed Indulgencies ſays, that he delivers-the Souls of thoſe thatare. 
of - his Communion, out of the pains of the other World : So 
that what Man is he that believes that DoGtrin,, that would. 
not pleaſe his vicious Appetite, that hath ſo good a Security ? + 
He, by his Diſpenſing Power annuls Contracts between Man. 
and. Man; diflolves Oaths between Princes, and of Princes 
with their Subjefts, and gives Allowance in. Caſes which oo” 
and. 
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agd*Nature prohibits. This Tmpoſtor and-deceiver ob the Sons 
of Men, as a Clark of the Eccleſiaſtical Market, hath: ſet a 
Rate upon all Crimes, the more Villainous they are, and the 
deeper their dye, and abominable, the better Commodities, 
and the Votaries advance in the Price as for greater Rarities : 
So that the worſe they are in their Morals, the better Cu-« 
ſtomers they are to a lewd Pricit; jult as if God had pub- 
liſh'd his holy Commandments on purpole to erect an Office 
for the Conſcicace-mongers of that curtzd Synagogue. And 
thus that Strumpet enlargeth her Borders, encrcafeth in her 
Numbers, juſt as the Pagan Interett did rhe City vir Rome, by 
opening a SanQuary to all Maletactors. And why ſhould it 
not be ſo, it the Papal Power be of fuch virtue and extent 
as is by that Jugler of Roxe lo violently challenged? Be calls 
himſelf the Ruler of Azge!s, Purgatory, auc Hell, and faith, 
that his Tribunal and God's are all ons; and bath proudly 
boaſted, that all that God can do, he can do, and what he 
doth is as Gcd, not as Man : That he 1s the univerſal Head 
of the Church ; the {ole Interpretcr ot Scripture; the Judge 
of Controverſies : That he is above General Councils; that 
his Power is Abſolute, and his Decrees are Infallible : That 
he can change the nature of tings, making what is Juſt to 
be Unjuſt, and what is Vice, to be Virtue: That all Laws 
are within the Cabinet of his Rreaſt; that he can diſpenſe 
with the New Teſtament ; that he is the Monarch of the World ; 
and that he can diſpoſe of Kingdoms and Empires as he plea- 
ies. Now, 1 there be ore word of Truth in all this, the 
Stiles they fave given lim at {everal times, 1s not ſuch an 
extraordinary picce of Courtihtip as we reckoned, but-it would 
be a piece of Rudeneſs in Mer not to treat him accordingly, 

The exerciſe of his Power and Pominion 1s 1n all points fag 
able to his Claim and Pretence; he antiquates the Precepts 
of our great Redeemer, as things only of good' Advice, and 
not Commanded; but majes it Mortal Sin for a Man onh 
to doubt of any-part of his Religion, and with all the Info- 
lence imaginable, under pain of eternal Damnation, demands 
the Obedience and Subjettion of all Chriſtian Princes and Peo- 
ple to his Papal Authority and Power ; the denying of two 
things 
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things ſo reaſonable, as blind Obedience to his Power, and ' 
an Implicit Faith to his DoCtrin, being the moſt unpardon=- 
able Crimes under his Diſpenſation. He hath, I confeſs been 
of late Years ſomewhat more retentive than formerly, as to 
his excellent faculty of Diſpoling Kingdoms, the thing not 
having ſucceeded fo well with him in ſome Inſtances ; but 
he lays the fame Claim till, and hath the fame Inclination; 
and tho Velvet-headed, hath the more itch to be puſhing ; 
but however, in order to any occaſion he keeps himſelf in 
ure always, by Curling fome Prince or other upon every 
Maundy Thurſday, nor is there any, whether Prince or Na- 
tion, that oppoſe his Ulurpations, but are marked out under 
the notion of Heretzc&s, tor Ruin and deſtruction, whenſoever 
he ſhall give the Signal. 'That word Hereſie, milapplied, hath 
ſerved the Romiſh Beaſt for many Ages to jultifie, or rather 
give a colour for ſo many Executions, Aflaſfinations, Wars, 
Devaſtations and Maſlacres, by which his Faith hath been 
Propagated, of which our Times have not wanted Examples ; 
and more is to be expected for che future, if theſe Conſpirators 
can but at any time carry their Point ; for by how much any 
thing is more falſe and unreaſonable, ſo much more Cruelty 
is requiſite to eltablifh it ; and to introduce rhat which is ab. 
ſurd, there mutt be fomewhat done that is Barbarous and 
Inhuman. But nothing of any Sect in Religion can be more 
recommended by all theſe indearing Qualities, than Popery ; 
The Pagans are exculable by their natural - Darkneſs without 
Revelation : "The Jews are tolerable, who ſee not beyond the 
Old-Teſtament : Mahomer was fo honeſt, as to own what he 
would be at ; that he himſelt was the greateſt Propher, and 
that his was a Religion of the Sword : So that theſe were all, 
as Imay ſay, of another Allegiance ; it they were Enemies, -. 
yet they were not Traytors: But the Rowfh Beaſt avowing 
Chriſtanity by Profeſſion, doth in Doctrin and Practice renounce 
it; and preſuming to be the only Catholick, doth preſume 
to proſecute thole to Death who dare Worſhip the Author 
of their Religion, inſtead of his pretended Vicegerent. 

Ard yet there is nothing more manifeſt, notwith(tanding 
all his moſt notorious Forgeries, and fallifications of all Wrt- 
ters, than that the Prelate of Rowe was for ſeveral hundreds 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatory. 
of Years an honeſt Biſhop, as other Men are, : and never fo 
much as dreamed of the Seven Hills of that Univerſal Power, 
which he is now come to: Nay, he was the firſt that op. 
poſed that Pretenſion. But ſome of them at laſt growing 
Wiſer, by foilting a Counterfeit Donation of Conſtantine, and 
wreſting another Donation from our Saviour, advancing them- 
ſelves in a Weak, Ignorant and Credulous Age to that Tem- 
poral and Spiritual Principality that they are now ſeized of, 
Thou art Peter, and upon this Rock will I build my Church; Of 
this I may fay to your Majeſty ; That never was a Biſhoprick 
and a Text of Scripture lo unproved by good Management; thus 
by exerciſing in the quality of Chriit's Vicar the Publick FunQ- 
10n under an inviſible Prince; the Pope like the Mayors of the 
Palace, hath ſet his Matter alide, and delivered the Power over 
toa new Line of Papal 5:iccethun. But who can, unleſs wilful- 
ly, be ignorant, what wretched doings, what Bribery, what 
Ambitions there are, how long the Church 1s without a Head 
upon every Vacancy, till among the filthy crew of bandying 
Cardinals, the Holy Ghoſt hath declared for a Pope of the French 
or Spaniſh Faction ? Surely Sir, your Majelly will judge it one of 
the greateſt Miracles of che Synagogue of Rome, that it ſhould 
{till continue, aud that in all this tune the Gates of Heaven ſhould 
not prevail agalalt it. 

Give me leave, Great Sir, to obſerve to your Majeſty, that 
it is almoſt inconceivable, how Princes can yet ſuffer a Power ſo 
"nernicious, and Doctrins ſo deliructive to all Government, that 
{o great part of tie Land {houid be alienated and condemned 
to Pious Ules, as they call it; That iv many Thouſands of the 
People that are Clergy, ſhould be remaining Unmarried, either 
fruſtrate Human Nature if they live Chaſtly ; or if otherwile, 
adulterate it, that they ſhould be privileged trom all Labour and 
publick Service, and exempt trom the puwer of all Secular Ju- 
riſ{diftion, that they being all bound by ſtrict Oaths and Vows 
of Obcdience to the Pope, ſhould evacuate the Fealty that is 
due to the Sovereign; nay, that not only the Clergy, but the 
Laity too, if of the curſed Communion of that Synagogue,ſhould 
be obliged ar any time to Rebel at the Pope's plcalure: And 
yet, how many of the Neighbouring Princes are content, or do 
chooſe 
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chooſe to Reign upon thoſe Conditions, which being ſo diſho- 
nourable and dangerous, ſurely ſome great and weighty Rea- 
ſon does cauſe them to ſubmit to, whether it be out of Perſonal 
Fear,having heard, perhaps, of ſeveral attempts which the blind 
Obedience of Popiſh Zealots hath executed againſt the Princes ; 
or whether aiming at a more abſolute and tyrannical Govern- 
ment, they think it (till to be the caſe ofan Uſurping Emperor, 
and an uſurping Biſhop; and that this, as other Cheats, is to be 
managed by Confederacy. But Sir, as far as I can apprehend, 
there is more of Sloth than of Policy on the Prince's ſide in this 
whole matter, and all that pretence of enſlaving Men by the 
aſſiſtance of Religion, 1s neither more nor leſs than when the 
Bramine, by having the firlt night of the Bride, aſſures himſelf 
of her Devotion tor the tuture, and makes her more fit for the 
Husband. 

This Refletion upon the ſtate of our Neighbours in reſpe&t 
to Religion, doth ſufficiently illuſtrate our happineſs we enjoy 
by your Majeſty's acceſſion to this Crown of ours: Therefore it 
ſpares me the labour of deſcribing it further than by the rule of 
Contraries, our Religion and Intereſt ſtanding upon all points 
in a dire& Oppoſition to the above-mentioned Errors, our Do- 
ftrin being true to the Principles of the firit Inſtitution of Chriſt, 
the Miniſtry being formed upon the Primitive Model, and no 
Eccleſiaſtical Power juſtling with che Civil, but all concurring 
in the common Obedience to the Chicf Magiſtrate. Nor 
therefore is there any,whether Prince or Nation, that can at this 
time with leſs probability be reduced back to the Romiſh Com- 
munion, than the Protcſtant Intereſt here in Exgland; for if 
we reſpe& our Obedience to God, what appearance is there, 
that after {o durable and general enlightning of our Minds with 
the Sacred Truth of the Goſpel of our Lord Jclus Chriſt, we 
{hould again put out our own Eyes to wander through the pal- 
pable darkneſs of that groſs Superſtition ? But toraſmuch as 
many Men are leſs concerned tor ther Interelt in Heaven than 
on Earth, this ſeeming the nearer and more certain alſo on this 
account; our alteration trom the Proteſtant Religion is the 
more inconſiſtent with temporal advantage; when beſides the 
common ill Examples and Conſequences obſervable abroad, 
C whereby 
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whereby we might grow Wiſe at the expence of our Neigh- 
bours, we cannot but reflect upon our own Experiments at 
home, which would make' even Fools docible. 'The whole 
Reignof Queen Mary the Firſt, in which the Papiſts made Fewel 
of the Proteſtants; The Excommunication and Deprivation of 
Queen Elizabeth by the Pope, perſued by ſo many Treaſons and 
Attempts upon her Perſon, by her own Subjedts, and the Inya- 
{ion of Eighty Eight by the Spaniard; The two Breves of the 
Pope, in order to exclude King James the Firſt from the Succeſ- 
ſion to the Crown, ſeconded by the Gunpowder-Treaſon in the 
time of King Charles the Firſt, beſides what they contributed to 
the Civil Wars in Ezg/azd, the Rebellion and horrid Maſlacree 
in Treland, which ended in the ruin and deſtruction of the Perſon 
and Government of that King : In the time of King Czarles the 
Second, we ſaw ſeveral viſible etletts of the ſame Spirit, as the 
ring of Loxdoz, the Popiſh deſign carried on againſt the Per- 
{on and Government of that King, not that he was a Proteſtant, 


bur becauſe he-came not up to the Meaſures of the Jeſuits and 


his. Brother the late King Fames: But as for him, his whole Life 
was nothing elſe but a Contrivance or a Plot againſt our Reli- 
gion, Laws and Liberties: But this horrid Conſpiracy againſt 
your Majeſty's Perſon and Government, being ſo happily diſco- 
vered, we cannot but hope that the diſcovery of ſuch a tremen- 
dous Villany, will fo rivet the Proteſtant Intereſt and Religion, 
that it ſhall ſtand ſo ſure that the Gates of Hell and Rome ſhall 
not prevail againſt it. *Tis true Sir, before the diſcovery of the 
Popiſh Plot in the time of K. Charles the Second,many looſe Peo- 
ple, ſome allo of Note, were perverted to the Church of Rowe; 
but when that Villainy was detected, then a Check was put for 
a time to the Popilſh Party's making ſuch a number of Converts, 
till the Papiſts ſaw that King Charles the Second did not Profe- 
cute the Diſcovery of that Conſpiracy, he being 11 every part 
and particular thereof, but that of Ius own Lite; then they let 
looſe their Seducers, who were not only encouraged, but alſo 
recompenced for ſuch a piece of Treachery. But when the 
late King invaded the Crown, then large ſteps were taken to 
ruin the People, and to Pox them in their Religion. 


Upon 
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Upon your Majeſty's Landing in the Year 1688, the Keeper 
of the Priſon of the Kzng's-Bench gave me ſome Liberty, and I 
went among ſome of the moſt Subſtantial of my Friends, who 
did inform me under what a Conſternation our Great Conſpira- 
tors were, and how ready they were to have given up all their 
Ill-gotten Eſtates, by which they had been enabled to proſecute 
the wicked Defigns of the late King,to ſubvert our moſt excellent 
Religion ; and none of us did queſtion, but that they would 
have been called to an Account tor all thoſe trayterous Devices 
of theirs; of this, I am ſure, they would have given up their all 
to have ſaved their Lives : But your Majeſty being reſolved 
not to begin your Reign with Blood, was cnclined not to make 
any ſevere Examples of theſe Men ; whicha thinking Man might 
judge would lay ſuch an Obligation upon them all of Gratitude 
and Obcdience to your Majeſty and Government ; nay, theſe 
above-named freſh Inſtances of the Papal Tyranny in Religion, 
might have been enough to have cautioned the Kingdom from 
giving them little hopes of being able of being brought to reſtore 
King James, who was 10 bigotted to the Arbitrary Proceedings 
of the Romiſh Synagogue ; our Noble-men ſome of them had a 
great part of Church-lands in their hands, our Clergy-men great 
Preferments, all which have gone notwithſtanding their Divine 
Right of Succeſiion and Paſſive Obedience and Non-reſiſtance : 
Therefore the conſideration of Temporal Intereſt one would have 
thought would have gone a great way to have engaged them 
to be true to their own Cauſe and Quarrel. In a word, a 
Man that obſerved the Inſolencies of the Popiſh Party a- 
gainſt thoſe Prelates that were committed to the Tower, would 
have made them tor ever to have declared an everlaſting War 
againſt that Party of Led-letter'd Men,and heartily have come in- 
to your Majelty's Intereſt, 1n order to have ſecured our Liber- 
ties, Properties, and Religion. Bur to conclude this Head, the 
Excellency of that Religion, of which ſome of the Conſpira- 
tors had made a Profeſhon, ſince they were Ezxel;ſh, that had Bo- 
dies, Souls, and Eſtates to ſave, and tound your Majelty refolved 
( it they had pleaſed ) to fave all, they upon the {core of 
your Royal Grace and Mercy to them {hewed at the beg'-1- 
ning of your Reign, and continued Clemency, would have 
C 2 Invited 
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invited to have joined in with your Majeſty to have preſerved 
that Religion they profeſs, and not inſtead of that to have 
attempted the Murther of your Perſon, and the Invaſion of 
your Realm with a Foreign Fower, in order to reſtore an Ab» 
dicated King, who hates thar R<i!;jion, and will violate their 
Liberties. 

I come Sir, now to obſerve to your Majeſty, the Excel- 
lency of this Civil Government, which theſe Conſpirators 
would change into Slavery. The Kings of Erg/and' Rule 
not upon the fame Terms: with thoſe of our Neighbour Na- 
tions, who having by Force or by Fraud Uſurped that due 
ſhare which their. Subjets had in the Government, are now 
for ſome Ages paſt in poſſeſſion of an Arbitrary Tower, (which 
yet no Preſcription can make legal) and Exerciſe it over their 
Perſons and Eſtates in a moſt 'Tyrannical Manner ; but here 
in Exeland the Subjets do retain their Proportion 1a the Le- 
gillature, and the very mcaneft Commoner of Exgland is re- 
preſented in Parliament, and is a Party. to thoſe Laws by which 
the Prince is {worn to Govern himſelf and- his. Subjects: No 
Mony is to be levied, but by common Conſent ; no Man is 
for Life, Limb, or Goods, or Liberty, at the diſcretion of the 
Supream Magiſtrate, but we have the ſame Right /modeſtly 
underſtood) to our Property, that the Prince hath to his Regality. 

In all Caſes where the King is concerned we have our juſt 
Remedy as againſt any Private Perſon. in the Neighbourhood 
in the Courts of Weſtminſter-Hall, or in the High-Court of 
Parliament. ; his very Prerogative is no more than what the 
Law hath deiermined : His Great Seal, which 1s. the Stamp. 
of his Legitimate Pleaſure, yet is no longer current than. up- 
on the Tryal it is found legal; he cannot commit any Per- 
ſon by his particular Warrant, , he cannot himſelf be Witneſs 
in- any Cauſe, the ballance of. Publick Juſtice being ſo deli- 
cate,, that not the Head only, but even the Breath of the 
Prince would turn the Scale;. nothing 1s. to be lefr to the 
King's Will, but all is ſubjeCted. to his Authority, by which 
it- tollows,. that he. can Co no wrong, nor receive wrong; 
and a King of Exg/and keeping thele meaſures, may without 


Arrogance. be ſaid to remain the only Intelligent Ruler over 
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a Rational People; in recompence therefore, and acknowledg; 
ment of ſo good a Government under his Influence, his Per- 
ſon is moſt Sacred and Inviolable, and whatever Exceſles are 
committed againſt ſo high a Truſt, nothing of them is im- 
uted to him, as being free from the neceſſity or temptation, 
bor his Miniſters only are accountable for all, and muſt an» 
{wer it at their Perils: He hath a vaſt Revenue, conſtantly 
ariſing trom the Sweat of the Labourers and the Rent of the 
Farmer, and the Induſtry of the Merchant ; and conſequent- 
ly out of the Eſtate of the Gentleman a large competence to 
defray the ordinary Charge of the Crown, and maintain its - 
Grandure and Luſtre; and it any extraordinary occaſion happen, 
or be but with any probable decency pretended, the whole Land 
2t whatſoever teaſon of the Year, doth yield them a pleatiful 
Harveſt. So forward are the People to give, that a Foreigner 
would think that they could neither will nor chuſe, but that 
the asxing of a Supply was a meer piece of Formality, the 
People of England being ſo ready to give it, The King of 
Emzland is the Fountain of Honour, and hath the diſtribu- 
tion of ſo many profitable Offices, of the Houſhold, of the 
Revenue, of State, of Law, of Religion, of the Navy ; and 
when it is necefſary that the King hath an Army, he dif- 
poſeth of a multitude of Military Offices, that it ſeems as 
if this Nation had ſcarce Men ot Abilities to ſupply all theſe 
Employments.. So that the Kings of Exg/azd are nothing 1n- 
ferior to other Princes, ſaving in being abridged 1n injuring 
their own Subjects, but have as large a Field as any of ex- 
ternal Felicity, wherein toexercile their own Virtue, and to re- 
ward and encourage it in others. In a word, your Majeſty 
hath enlarged our Liberties, in conſenting to the Bill to Re-- 
gulate T __ in Caſes of High-Treaſon ; in which there are large. 
Immunities granted to any that tall under that black Circum-- 
ftance, that their Lives may not be ar the. mercy of a Mer» 
cenary Judge, or Judges, it God ſhould in his Judgment leave 
poor Erg/and to ſuch Men; But your Majeſty hath begun, 
and I queſtion not but your Royal inclination will carry you on 
to compleat our ſecurity trom ſuch Yermin. Therefore ro can- 
clude, what a Government 1s this we enjoy, than which: no» 


thing. 
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thing can come nearer the Divine Perfe&ion! The Monarch 
enjoys a capacity .of doing all the good imaginable to Man- 
kind, but under a diſability of doing any thing that is Evil. 

This Scheme of the Civil Government the late King did 
well know, and therefore in Council on the day of his Acceſ- 
ſion to the Crown, he was pleaſed to ſay, that the Laws of 
Exgland were ſufficient to make the King of Englazd as great 
a Monarch as he could wiſh or deſire; ſo that your Maje- 
ſty may ſee that he could own that the greatneſs of the Exg- 
liſb Monarch had its Birth and Rile trom the Laws. Who 
then would have leffened himſelt as he did, by breaking in 
upon thoſe very Laws that had made him Great? And who 
would have broken ſo excellent a Government as made him 
Secure and Happy ? And what Subject of Exg/azad, Papiſt or 
Proteſtanr, that would loſe ſuch Immunities aud Privileges, 
by joyning in with that unhappy Man to deſtroy themiclves ? 
Were they ſo in love with King James, that they were not 
ſatisfied till they had him ? Nay, he and they waded through 
King Charles's Blood that he might Reign: Why then did 
they not keep the terms of the Government, which would 
have been the molt eftectual way of continuing him on the 
Throne? Beſides all this, we cannot forget that the Parlia- 
ments under Queen Elizabeth, King James, King Charles the 
Firſt, and King Charles the Second, made it Treaſon in who- 
{oever that ſhould attempt to Seduce 'any one of the meaneſt 
of your Majeity's Subjects to the Church of Rome. And the 
long Parliament held in the time of Charles the Second, to all 
Penalties of the Statute Law added an incapacity for any Man 
to ſay, that that King was a Papiſt, or an introducer of Po- 
pery, What Lawleſs and incapable Miſcreants were theſe /! 
What wicked Traytors were thoſe Men who did endeavour 
to pervert the whole Body of Proteſtants, and to bring that 
about in effect, which even to mention, was penal; at one 
dtalian ſtroke, attempting to ſubvert the Government and Re- 
ligion, to kill the Body and damn the Soul of the Nation? 
- Your Majelity finds to this day, there are ſuch a Set of Men 
in this Nation, who have undertaken and have made it their 
buſineſs nnder your Majefties happy, legal and 'perfe&t Go-

vernment by the intended deſtruftion of your Royal Perſos: 
to introduce a French Slavery, and inſtead of ſo pure a Reli- 
gion that your Majefty ventured hard to preſerve, to eſta- 

liſh the Roman Iaolatry ; either of which Crimes are of the. 
higheſt nature; for 1t we look upon the Government, if the 
Murther of your Royal Terſon be a fat fo horrid as no Man 
can find words enough to declare his deteſtation and abhor- 
rence of it; how much more then is the Murther of your 
Royal Perſon, - with an intent to Aſſaſſinate the Kingdom ? And

But Sir, give me leave to make 
this Remark to your Majeſty concerning thoſe Gentlemen, 
that they were and are ftill (it any ot them remain_} too 
Generous, too good Chriſtians and Subjects, too attetionate to 
the Exgliſh legal Government, to be capable of fuch an Im- 
preſſion ; whereas theſe Conſpirators that carried on _— 
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ſn of ſubverting our Religion into Popery and changing the 
Government into downright Slavery, are ſuch as have not 
one drop of Cavaleer Blood, or no Bowels. at leaſt of a Ca- 
valecr in them, but ſuch as ſtarved the Cavaleers, to revel 
and ſurfeit upon their Calamirties, —_ their Perſons and 
the very Caule by pretending to it themſelves, almoſt Rid1- 
- culous. 

Or had theſe Villains been all of the Popiſh Communion, 
and avowed ſo to be, give me leave to fay it over again to 
your Majeſty, your danger would have been the leſs; their 
Religion would in ſome meaſure have been an{werable for 
the Errors and Extravagancies they might have been guilty 
of to Promote it; but thele render their intended Villany more }. 
black, they were Preteſtants, and of the Church of England too, 
that joyned with Lapiſts to Afſaſſinate your Royal Perſon : 
What can any Man ſay for them? Your Majeſty knows what 
to do with them : Theſe Villains, becauſe I perceive they lye 
under a great difficulty to find Accomplices enough at home 
to Mutiny and Rebel and Murther your Majeſty's true and 
loyal Subjects, therefore they put themſelves under the Banner 
and Pay -of the French King, to compleat their wicked de- 
ſigns and purpoles, to bring a Foreign Enemy to Invade us ; 
that King being endowed with all thoſe which in a French 
Prince, or in an Abdicated King, may paſs for Vertues ; but 
in any private Man they would be Capital; and moreover, 
ſo abounding in Zeal for Popery and Slavery above all other 
Princes, that none elſe could engage both Bedy and Soul in 
ſuch a Villanous Undertaking; to which Conliderarion, ad- 
ding that their Intereſts are both one, and the one is, and 
the other would -be the Maſter of abſolute Dominion, and 
both are inveterate Enemies to your Majeity and this Prote- 
ſtant Kingdom ; and the French King 1s in all reſpeCts the 
molt likcly to ſupport, maintain and uphold them in thoſe 
Attempts, they being ſo exactly ſuitable to the inclinations 
of his Soul, yea, and of the late King's Soul too, notwithſtand- 
ing your Majeſty's being Iis Nephew and Son-in-Law into 
the bargain, 


Sir 
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Sir, theſe Conſpirators-have made it their buſineſs to aſperſe 
your Majeſty's Government, becauſe of the great Taxes that are 
upon the Nation ; but I never find them to take notice of the 
Treaſure that King Charles IT. waſted. It's true, he] was 
engaged in two molt impious Wars againſt the Datch, and 
theſe Wars were very chargeable to the Nation : But beſides 
thoſe two Wars, he ſpent abundance upon his Whores, Pimps, 
and Bauds, under the notion of ſecret Service, and yet we find 
nothing to be ſaid of that : Our Taxes are greater than ever the 
Nation paid ; but your Majeſty's Loyal Subje&s do not believe 
them ſo heavy, but that they can and will -hold it out many 
Years. Ina word, there are none that retain their Loyalty and 
Duty to your Majeſty, but are highly pleaſed with your Maje- 
ſty's being fully ſupplied to carry on ſo neceſſary a War ; and 
there is no good Man but will rather hazard his Perſon to keep 
the Enemy abroad, than ſee either a French or Iriſh Army with- 
in your Kingdom of Ergland, deſtroying our Subſtance, burn- 
ing our Habitations, and committing thoſe Barbarities that were 
done in the Palatinate by the one, or in Ireland in 41 by the 
other ; ſo that your Majeity may ſee, that we that are Engliſh 
men are not ſo much concerned at our Taxes, as at the immi- 
nent Dangers your Majeſty is daily expoſed to, both at home 
and abroad. And (being more confident than perhaps becomes 
me, to judge the Thoughts of Men) I believe the Conſpirators 
are more concerned that your Majeſty is yet in the Land of the 
Living, than at any of theſe Taxes, of which I ſuppoſe their 
proportion is bur ſmall, 

But your Majeſty is not the firſt and only Prince that Fugi- 
tive Conſpirators have traduced : As theſe have filled the Ears 
of the French King and the Late King,with monſtrous Stories of 
your Majeſty's Oppreſſing the Nation with unheard of Taxes, 
thereby infinuating to him and his chargeable Gueſt, how caſy 
it would be to reduce the Nation, that they might have farther 
opportunity of revelling and furfeiting upon his Treaſure. So 
the Fugitive foes wy in the time of Queen Elizabeth, were 
perpetually Whiſpering in the Ears of the then King of Spain, 
with prodigious Stories as falle as Hell, thereby to exaſperate 
that Great and Powerful — againſt the Kingdom, and 

did 
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did diſparage the Forces of the {aid Queen, and the Poſture and 
Condu& of, her Aﬀairs, in order to make him believe, the 
Conqueſt of Exgland to be a matter of no great difficulty : 2ny 
did calumniate that Queen's Juſtice, and blamed her proceed» 
ings againſt Seminaries and Romiſh Prieſts, and tor having a 
jealous eye upon thoſe of their Communion, for receiving thoſe 
Prieſts and Jeſuits thus ſent into this Realm to ſeduce her Sub- 
jeas, and to witheraw them from their Obedience; but our 
Conſpirators could not traduce your Majeſty, or blacken your 
Government with thoſe Points; none might have. beeen more 
eafie and quiet under your happy Government than they, if their 
Villainous Principles would have ſuffer'd them; and not onl 

{0, but they might have had Preferments too, whilſt poor Sut- 
ferers, .and your hearty Friends were Starving, had not their 
damnable Inſolencies and implacable hatred of your Majeſty's 


Perſon:and the welfare of the Kingdom, been an: obſtacle in- 


their way : But that which I ſhall obſerve to your Majeſty, is, 
that they traduced that Queen with overcharging her Subjects 
with; heavy and unaccuſtomed Taxes : But it was then well 
known, that no Prince could maintain ſuch a Fleet at Sea, and 
{uch an Army at Land wichout great Expence and Charge; for 
her main end was to prevent a Foreign Invaſion, by which 
that wiſe Queen certainly knew would be more Expenſive and 
Chargeable ro the Nation, than a Maintenance ot a Force at 
Sea and Land would be to prevent it. 

It is not unknown that your Majeſty's Prudence and Con- 
duct hath appeared ; that tho your Majelty tound the Nation 1n 
a lamentable Condition, the 'Trade Sunk, Liberties Seized, the 
People in a Ferment, the Enſigns of the many Murders com- 
mitted in the Reign of the Late King, upon the Gates of the 
City, and upon your Majeſty's acceſſion to the Throne, a nece{- 
{ary War to be commenced, yet the Trade hath in ſome mea- 
ſure been preſerved, Liberties reſtored, the condition of the 
Nation much mended, and like to be more and more Impro- 
ved, both as to its Honour and Intereſt, the People Quieted, 
and Reprizals about to be made for the Murder of our Friends, 
Your Majeſty hath Reigned now Seven Years, and never raiſed 
one Penny without the conſent of Parliament, and by the Au- 
thority 
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thority of the ſame; and the Late King had not Reigned ſeven 
Hours, but he Levied Mony without Parliament : But I would 
fain have theſe Fugitive Cut-throats that envy and malign your 
Majeſty's ealie Government, to compare the neceſlities of Queen 
Elizabeth with the urgent occaſion your Majeſty hath of greater 
Taxes than ever that Princeſs could pretend to; for it 15 moſt 
plain beyond all contradiction, Firſt, That Wars are now more 
Chargable in this Age, than in that which ſhe Reigned. Then 
it 1s plain your Majeſty hath had but little or no Affiſtance (the 
Datch excepted) trom any Proteſtant Prince, or any other Prince 
of the Contederacy ; but you have'been rather neceſlitated to 
help them : In the laſt place, your Majeity hath every Year of | 
your Reign, been obliged to have ==_ Forces both at Sea'and 
Land : The Charges of your Majeity's Predecefſors have been 
for the moſt part Voluntary ; their Soldiers fought upon theſe 
Terms, no Purchaſe, no Fay ; and therefore the Subjects were 
not ſo much burthened by foreign Wars, but they went forth 
to Conquer. Now, it's plain, that for a King to defend his own 
Realm and the Liberties thereof, is more Expenſive than to Con- 
quer other Princes Countries, for the Conqueror would always 
pay himſelf and Army in his new Conquelt : But Sir that which 
is a wonder to me, 1s this, that they ſhould complain to King 
Lewis and King James of the greatneſs of the Taxes here; can 
they think that although he ſhould comply with them once more 
to Invade us, yet at the ſame time ro charge your Majeſty with 
that thing as a high Crime, muſt be an unmannerly Charge, 
fince the French King himſelf doth the ſame every Year, by his 
own Arbitrary Deſpotick Power, that your Majelty hath only 
done by the Advice, Conſent and Authority of a dutitul and 
loyal Parhament. 

But truly Sir, I muſt here acquaint your Majeſty, that ſome 
People have condemned the French King and King James too, 
for giving Credit to theſe Confſpirators ; for firſt they ought to 
have conlidered, That none of the vain Pamphlets that cither 
Ferouſon or L'Eftrange, or any of that Raſcally Crew ever writ, 
were ever able to ſhake the natural and dutiful Aﬀcctions of our 
Engliſh Nation to your Majeſty ; and of this I am ſure they 
have had ſufficient IT——_ In the next place, many of 
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theſe Confpirators are Prieſts and Jeſuits, more fit to man- 
age a Pen than a Launce, to diſpute of ery 6 than ſto di- 
fcourſe of War; to have a low Opinion of their own Parts, 
than to be prodigal in their Aſſurance; and let them ſay no 
more than what 1s true, and judge that to be the great Truth 
that is beſt made out. In the lai Place, it that thoſe have not 
been of the Tribe of Levi, yer then they have been Fellows of 
deſperate Fortunes, which they areambitious to advanee by 
Lies and the ruin of their Country. 

I do not wonder why they traduce and afperſe your Majeſty's 
Government, for they are and have been tor many Years plot- 
ting your Ruin and Deſtruction, both betore and ſince you were 
our King ; and the buſineſs is plain, that they can never hurt 
your Perſon, till they have deſtroyed your Intereſt, and. have 
withdrawn a conſiderable Party from your Majeſty, by which 
they may make a Stand; then they may poſlibly (if not difco- 
vered) make an attempt upon your Perſon, which they cannot 
do till your Intereſt is deftroyed by their many traiterous Aſper- 
fions (and they believed) thrown upon your Majeſty. 

Nay, tho King Charles the Second did comply with them. 
in many things; yet becauſe he did not comply in every thing, 
they ſpared not him, but made it their buſineſs to traduce 
him; 1t is true, his Government was Cenſurable, becauſe he 
complied not with the Terms and preſerved not the funda- 
mental Conſtitutions of an Engliſh Monarchy ; therefore his 
Government was expoſed to the Cenſure of ſome that op- 
poled even his proceedings, when they had liberty, as they 
were Members. of Parliament, for they had juſt Ground tov 
believe that he cloſed with the French Intereſt, againſt that 
of his own Kingdom, and with the Popiſh Party, in order 
to. betray the Proteſtant Intereſt both at Home and Ahroad ; 
and the Conſpirators they ler loſe: their Fongues. againſt him, 
becauſe he was not wholly theirs, but ever and anon gave 
them the ſlip, by which they were diſappointed in their De- 
ſigns ;. therefore- in. a Letter of theirs to their Party in Scot 
laxd, they plainly ſay, that he was ſo addicted to his Plea. 
fure, that he was not fit to. Govern; and in another Letter 
they. charge him. with. unſteadinels. in his Reſolutions. as - 
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hgon ; and when they had a deſign to haſten his Exit, then they 
charged him with all the Falſeneſs and Vileneſs that mighr 
be imagined to be in the worſt offfMſen; ſo that your 
Majeſty is not theonly Prince that” theſe Miſcreants have. 
Traqduced : And truly it filled me with great Horror when 
I ſaw their Induſtry in diſperſing their filthy and Scandalous 
Libels againſt your Majeſty and Government, it being the 
method of thoſe Men firit to beget a diſaftetion in your Sub- 
jects againſt your Majeſty (if it were poſſible) that your De- 
{truction might be the more eaſily accompliſh'd by them ; but 
your Majeſty hath been very happy ; for nothing theſe Villains 
could either Write or Speak, ever made the ſeaf impreſſion. 
upon the Hearts of your Loving Subjects; but on the other 
hand it filled them with Zeal againſt that party of Men, ef- 
pecially ſince they were ſo highly ſenſible of that Grace and 
Clemency by which their Lives had been continued to them, 
for we all know that this was not the firlt Conſpiracy that - 
they have been engaged in againſt your Majeſty ; Ipray God 

it may be the laſt. | 


Give me leave to'put your Majeſty in mind of a Paſſage 
in one of Mr. Colemax's Letters to the French King's Confeſ- 
ſor which is this ; he ſaith there, The Deſign proſpered [o well, 
that he doubted not, but the Buſineſs would be managed to the 
utter ruin of the Proteſtant Party. So the delign of theſe Cut- 
throats proſpered 1ſo well, that they did not doubt but that 
in alittle rime their Buſineſs would be managed to. the De- 
ſtruction of your Majeſty and your Proteſtant Subjects ; for 
they carried on one deſign to Murder your Perſon, and another:

the Year 1673 : But he enjoying that great and mighty 
Qthce .of Lord High Admiral of Ez2/azd tor ſeveral Years, 
He 
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He obtain'd the King's Favour ; the Court was at” his Will 
and Commandment, either for love to him;-- or- for fear* of - 
his greatneſs and Authority : He ſo demeaned himſelf to the. 
King his Brother, that that King would never: beleive that: 
the great Intereſt that he had acquired by the. Greatneſs of: 
his Office ſhould ever be abuſed to the prejudice of the Go-- 
vernment but for the King's Service and Benefit ; he increaſed 
the number of his Friends and Followers, by gratifying ſomg” 
with Naval Prefermeats, and others with Mony, always im-_ 
ploying his Purſe, his Credit, and his Countenance for the 

rengthning his Party ; and that in ſuch a manner as that 
the King could not but perceive it, yet he ſo difſembled the 
Matter,. and pretended to ſuch a degree of Obedience and 
AﬀeCtion to the King, and gratify'd him in his ſinful Plea- 
ſures, that the King did not diſtruit his Proceedings ; and that: 
he might continue in the King's Favour, he made it his buſi-- 
neſs as much as in him lay to comply with his Humours and 
Human Frailties : And when he was forced to lay down that.

to keep the ſaid Duke of Monmmonrh in diſcredit with the King : | 
But the then Parliament being ſenſible of the Dangerous Con- | 
{piracy againſt the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws and Li-- 
berties of the Kingdom, and the King's Perſon, carried on by. 
the Popiſh Party, and finding that the Duke's being a Papiſt, bad + 
encouraged them in that Helliſh Plot, they having great hopes + 
of his coming ſuch tothe Crown, they tell upon:the Duke, and to - 
prevent the Storm from falling upon the Duke, the King ſends » 
him into Szotlazd; after that head Bridled and Sadled that Kings. 
dom in ſome meaſure to. his Hearts content ; he applies himſelf - 
to his Friends to procure his return, he is accordingly permits - 
ted to return, to the great Joy of his Party : He tawas. upon + 
p th: 
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the King's Whore that he kept 'in the Matted Gallery at White- 
Hall, and whom he created Dutcheſs of Portſmouth, who had 
a great Intereſt in the King; and obtain'd-at firſt or laſt what- 
{oever pleaſed her, of the King, whatſoever he was (were he 
never ſo high in the King's Favour) that diſpleaſed her, in time 
loſt the King's good Will and good Opinion; this Duke car- 
ried himſelt ſo towards her, that he ſeemed to afte&t nothing 
: more than her good liking, and yet not ſo deſirous. thereof 
as that he would wholly depend thereupon, knowing that 
the King although he always attributed much to this infa- 
mous W hore, and was pleaſed that ſhe. was Reverenced and 
Reſpe&ted, yet he could not wel! bear that her good Will 
ſhould be ſought above his own Royal Favour : But the Duke 
did continue his Friendſhip with hcr, hoping in time to com- 
mand them both; and when ever he found any of the King's 
Miniſters not throughly complying with him, and not ready 
to follow his Deligns, he laboured by all means to have them 
removed and others put in their Places, who would

favour his Cauſe and Conſpiracy: Nay, all the legal Force 
throughout the Kingdom, from the Lord Lieutenant of a Coun» 

, to a Deputy Lieutenant, and Captains, Lieutenants, and 
Foligns and Serjeants, were all and every of them, his Crea- 
tures ; the Juſtices of Peace and Sheriffs were his Admirers, 
and the Cuſtom-houſe and Exciſe were all at his Devoir, from 
one end of the Kingdom to the other; and generally Viat- 
ners and Ale-Drapers were of his Intereſt; and ſo was old 
L Eftrange the Guide, and his little Scoundrel Clergy of the 
Church ; by which means many of the Common People were 
ſo ready, willing, and defirous to perform and accompliſh 
his Pleaſure, as that in reſpeCt of their Obedience to him, he 
ſeemed to lack nothing but the name of a King, to be one.

tended Perjuries; but he being impatient in his Expectation, 
he ſnatcht the Crown from his Brother's Head, and mounted 
the Throne, and then he and his Popiſh Witneffes, his Packt 
Juries, and Impudent, Lawleſs, Senſeleſs and Mercenary Judges 
compleated my Ruin ; and I muſt have been deitroyed, had 
not God by your Majeſty's coming to Exg/and reſcued me 
beyond all Expectation. | 

Give. me leave Sir, with the humblett Submidſion to your 
Majelty, to obſerve, that where there is a Subject of ſuch Cre- 
dit with the King, of ſuch Authority with the Court, and 
{uch Power in every County of the Kingdom; as the Duke of 
TVork had when he was a Subject, and to have ſuch an Jnter- 
elt :1n the Church and Civil Government, and Military Em- 
ployments, and Naval Preterments: Could it be poithbly hard 
or difficult for him ro inſult over and ſuppreſs thoſe "Truths 
I then Revcaled, for the ſervice and preſervation of the Re- 
ligion, Laws and Liberties of my Native Country, againſt 
him and his numerous Party? And how much more was it 
ealie for him to deſtroy me when he had the Crown it ſelf 
upon his own Head ? But above all, Great Sir, how can it 
be, that ſuch a Subject, perverted to ſuch a Villanous Reli- 
ligion, ſhould not be moſt dangerous to his Prince and Coun- 
try? And to what a lamentable State and Condition he brought 
it, when he had Poilethon, your Majeſty well knows. 

"It was therefore high time for the Proteſtants of this King- 
dom to implore your Majeſty's Aid and Help in that Hour 
of Dittreſs, that the Nation was brought to, by that unhap- 
py Perſon, and his wicked Accomplices ; and bleſſed be God, 
tor putting it into your Royal Heart to come over to us, 
and to bring along with you a Force ſufficient to defend your 
Perſon from him, and his Conſpirators ; and tho he and they 
would have infinuated, that your Majeſty came to Conquer 
us, and Enſlave us; and notwithſtanding the Villanous Scrib- 
ling of ſome that would to this day affert your Majeſty's Title 

to 
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to be by Conqueſt; We that are Proteſtants, do from the bot- 
tom of our Hearts believe, 'That your Majeſty had no other 
deſign in your Royal Undertaking, but to procure a ſettle- 
ment of Religion, Liberty and Property of the People of this 
Nation, on fo ſure a Foundation that there might be no dan- 
ger of this Nation's Relapſing into the like Miſeries at any 
time hereafter : And for the Juſtice of your Cauſe, your Ma- 
jelty may appeal to God, and to all Proteſtant Kings, Princes, 
States and People, in bringing a Force ſufficient to ſuppreſs 
the Conſpirators and their damnable helliſh Conſpiracy : And 
with the like Juſtice your Majeſty then might require and ad- 
jure all Exg/iſh Proteſtants to aſſiſt you againit thoſe Ene- 
mies of Gud, his Chriſt, his Goſpel, and the Rights of this 
Nation and Liberties of Mankind. And y our Majeſty might 
with the like Juſtice have Punithed thoſe as Banditi and Free- 
booters, and common Rogues and Traytors to their Country, 
that ſhould have appeared to Oppoſe your Majeſty in ſo Glo» 
rious a Work you had undertaken for the Reſcuing three King- 
doms out of the Jaws of Hell, Rome, and Fraxce. 

Since God engaged me in aflerting the Laws and Liberties 
of Exglazd, and the Proteſtant Religion, and in diſcovering 
the Malicious and Helliſh Deligns of the Popiſh Party againſr 
us, the Oppoſition of that Party and the Pailive-Obedience 
and Non-Reſiſtance Clergy-men grew ſtrong and thick upon 
me, and how thoſe Varlets run in with the Popiſh Party, to- 
gether with their Guide, Sir Roger L' Eftrange, to decry the 
diſcovery of the Poprſh Plot, and would to this day decry by 
the very ſame Method they then uſed, the preſent Diſcovery 
of this Helliſh Defign againſt your Majeſty's Royal Perſon, 
and the Religion and Government of this Nation, it they-had 
but hopes to go off with Impuaity : And by your Majeſty's 
leave I dare challenge any of theſe Men to tell me what par- 
ticular there was by me diſcovered, that did not in proceſs 
of time come to pals: It will be too tedious to recite all parti- 
culars of the diſcovery of the Popiſh Plot, that did come to pals; 
and. from the diſmal and fad Conſequences of that Conſpiracy 
vour Majeity under God hath delivered us, or elſe thee Yil- 
lanous Traytors would inſult, and ask why and to what end 
E 2 your 
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your Majeſty expoſed your Royal Perſon in your late Glorious 
Undertaking in the Year 1688? 

The evil Uſage I have had from our Popiſh High-ChurehNon- 
juring Conſpirators, hath ſo hardened and inured me toſuffering, 
that I praiſe God, who hath taught me ſome weak Rudiments of 
his heavenly Art, of drawing Light out of Darkneſs for mine 
own uſe; I have not been trampled upon for ſo many Years to ſo 
little purpoſe, as to remain yet either ignorant or 1inſenſible of 
mine own Vileneſs, and to what Element I am neareſt allied, or 
fo tender or querulous, as either to complain of the weight of 
thoſe who Rill g0-over me as the Stones 1n the Street, or to pro» 
je& the ſuffering of any Man, in order to pleaſe or folace my 
ſelf; my long Deprivation and want of reſpetts from ſome thar 
ſhould have treated me as a Chriſtian, a Gentleman, and a 
Presbyter of the Church of God, 1s now turn'd into an Athle- 
tique Habit, ſomewhat after the manner of thoſe, who through 
long Faſting, loſe their Appetites, and withal, either Contra& 
or find an Ability or Contentedneſs of Nature, ro live with a 
little or no Meat afterwards; I can, through the ſtrength of 
Chriſt, ſuffer my ſelf to be oppreſſed, and from my poor Dung- 
hil whereon I ſit, behold both Friends and enemies, that with 
much Contentment and ſufficient Enjoyment of my ſelf, parta- 
king of the good Things of this Life, the more, ova that 
God ſtill preſerves. your Royal Perſon from the Attempts that 
the Trayterous Conſpirators have ſo often made to deſtroy you 
and the Nation, from the intended Invaſion by our implacable 
Enemies, that would deſtroy and enſlave us.. 

Next to Chrift and this Truth, I ſhall, with the utmoſt Breath 
and Power I have, according to my Oath and Duty, in whar 
Place and Station ſoever [ am, endeavour to be found Loyal 
and true to your Majeſty, as my Rightful and Lawful Sovereign 
Lord and King, as all good Chriſtians and Subje&ts ought to-be; 
and I cannot forbear out of the great and ſincere Zeal and Af- 
fetion that I bear to your Majeſty, to bleſs God for the great 
Concord there is between: your Majeſty and: Proteſtant Subje&s, 
which your Majeſty hath found to-have turn'd to a good ac- 
count to your Eaſe, Comfort and Peace, in the managing your 
Afairs of Government both in Church and State, and. it is a 
great, 
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great Comfort to your good People to ſee your Majeſty rely» 
upon ' your two Houſes of Parliament, for your neceſſary 
wy and help in this day. of your Juſt War with the Frezeh 
Nimrod, and Deſtroyer of Mankind. 

It was a great Blemiſh in the two laſt Reigns to thoſe two: 
Kings, for that rather than they would truſt in a Parliament, 
according to the fundamental Conſtitution of this Realm, they 
choſe rather to follow the Advice of their never to be forgotten 
corrupt Minifters of State, who pretended great Loyalty to 
thoſe two Princes in their ſeveral Reigns, or rather compliance 
with the Humours of Human Frailties of thoſe two Monarchs ; 
but they were neither true to thoſe Kings, nor their Country, or 
henklew herein, for they erected and preferred an Imperial 
Paramount, Selt-end or Luſt, before al] which thoſe two Kings 
were brought unworthily to ferve and promote to the diſtur- 
bance of the publickPeace and welfare of the Nation.It was a falſe 
Suggeſtion that thoſe Conſpirators did uſe to thoſe Kings, That a 
King that Rules by his Will, is more Great, Glorious, or Strong. 


' thana King that Rules by Law; the quality of the Retinue, bett 


proves the State of the Lord, the one being but a King of Slaves, ' 
while the other, like God, is a King of Kings and Hearts: Not- 
withſtanding that Helliſh and Trayterous DoQrin,made ſuch an 
Impreſſion. upon the Hearts and Souls of thoſe Princes,that nothing 

evented them from putting that ſort of Doctrin in PraQiice;, 
bo the want of a competent Stock, with which they would 
have certainly ſet up the Trade, eſpecially ſince they ſaw the- 
Example of ſuch an Allie, whoſe Intereſt and theirs was all 
one; but God, that hath preſerved your Majeſty in- fo many: 
Dangers, heth alſo preſervcd you from ſuch wicked Councils 
and Counſcllors. too, which is a great Specimen. of your long 
and happy Reign over us.. | 

Sir, my Pen. hath tranſgreiſed the Line and Law of my In- 
tentions ; theſe confined me to. a much narrower Compals in: 
in this my Ep:ifle Dedicatory. to your Majeſty, and pohibited me 
the troubling your Majeſty to ſuch a degree as. now: I have-- 
done ;, the truth is, my Zeal, Duty, Loyalty and hearty AﬀeRion: 
to. your Majeſty hath interpoſed and occaſioned this. Tranſgreſ- 
fion., Your Majeſty knows. that Love. is. bountiful, and I ous 
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wilt produce a Pardon from your Majeſty, as it hath brought 
forth this Tranſgreſſion from me, in which I have withall my 
Heart deſigned nothing but what may be conſiſtent with your 
Service and Intereſt: And, I muſt fay thus much, that your 
Majeſty being thus often marked out tor Deſtruction by theſe 
Confpirators, ſhews, that your Majeſty 1s neither a Friend to 
theſe Men, nor their Principles, either 1n Religion, or in Poli- 
ticks; and that we ought to make ule of it as a proof of your 
Majeſty's Aﬀettion to the Engliſh Nation ; and as an acknow- 
ledgment thereof by me, be pleaſed ro accept this poor Endea-

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hither again vpon the ſtrength of youraſt Bantering Paper,called, A Gracious De- 
claration to all your loving SubjetZs : For the People of England have not forgot, but 
very well remember, That for divers years in the Reign of R. Charles II. your dear 
Brother, that there was a horrid Deſign carried on by him, your ſelf, and your | 
Party, to change the Lawful Government of Enzland into an Abſolute Tyranny, 
and to convert the Eſtabliſhed Proteſtant Religion into down-right Popery, than 
both which there can be noching more deſtructive, and eontrary to the [.aw and 
well-being of this Nation: And whilſt you your ſelf was pleated to Uſfurp the 
Throne, theſe Three Kingdoms were highly ſenhble with what violence yon and

old Friend of yours, and a great Prop of the Church of Rome, Cardinal AMazarixe, 
whoſe Counſel and Advice it was, To debauch the Kingdom of England,and make them 
Atheiſts,and then they would be ſoon pood Papiſts, This was in the year 1654. at wh 
time, you and your Party were but at a low ebb; but how much you purſued the 
Caunſel of the old Cardinal. ] leave ail reaſonable and un yailed Men to judge ; and 
how your ſneaking Eccleſiaſtical Parahites contributed towards it,it 1s plain enough 

t0any man that will look back into thoſe Times. There was one Tones voor Chap- 
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- lam, who you ruined, becauic he would have contributed ro the advancins the Pt 0- 
teftant Religion in your Family.according, to his Office and Calling of 4 Min'fer in 
the Church of God. You may remember by whom Biſhopricks,and other Eccleti- 
aſtical Dignities, were thus procured truly by your Pope (v{f, and Poſh Whores ; 
Popiſh Pimps, and Popiſh Bawas; and not without Money,or ome Promiſe to favour 
your Catholick Deſigns ; and how they ſuifered your 404m Conſort to apoſta- 
tize to the Church of Kome,it is well known. But they, poor Prelates,are gone to 
their Places,and there let them remain till God ſhall reckon with thei and others 
of that Order,for betraying of God's Cauſe, which they pretended to eſpouſe,tho? 


in truth they were Enemies to him and lus Goſpel. 3. In. 
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3. Inthe third place, They ſaw new Impoſitions daily invented and levied,and 
the Publick Treaſure of the Nation,and theRevenues, prodigally conſun'd. Sir, 
you know, how 200090 4, was ſpent, and in order to what; and the Parties that 
receiv'd the fame were in a Conſpiracy againſt our Laws, Liberties,and Religion ; 
And did not you your felf join in the waſting of the King's Treaſure ; and procu- 
red greut Sums of Money to be iſſued out of His Majeſty's Exchequer to keep your 
Prielts, Jeſuits, Monks,and to find your 1-4 Officers with Subfiſtence-Money, till 
that you ſhould have occaſion to make uſe of them for thoſe Ends and Purpoſes 
that might advance your Cauſe and wicked Purpoſes againſt the Engliſh Intereſt, 
and the Proteſtant Religion, Well therefore might you, in your Speech to the 
Council, #eh, 6. 1684. cil Charles the Second your kind and loving Brother, for 


great difaftetion in the King's beſt Friends, both of the vId Nobility and Gentry 
and others that had eſpouſed the King, your Brother's Quarre), upon juſt Engliſh 


by his Whores, You may remember, that ſome of thoſe Whores you your ſelf 
put npon him + as Jemmy Roberts, who was in part Kept by you as a SPy upon him >

Biſhopricks they diſpoſed of, we have not forgotten : And in all this, Sir, it is 
plain, you promoted them to advance your Cauſe and Intereſt.

ped to, than to our brave Fngli/2men ; nay, © amorous too had your fine, but 
(debauched) Ladies been of a Frexch Kickſhaw, that they have even hugged them 
ia their very Boſoms; and have lamented the lofs, tho? but of the meaneſt French 
Skips ; witneFs the Tears that te!l trom divers great Perſonages of the Feminine 
Sex.that on their Knees made i:pplication for thar iniipid Highway-man Du "all, 
who at laſt, though with great difficulty, was hanged at Tybzzrn for Robberies 
committed on the Highway. It 15 true,he was a man of exceilent Parrs, aid fin- 
eular Learning, only he conld nerther Write nor Read. 

But had this been all, I fhould not have mentioned rhis Particular. There was. 
more in this then ſome unthinking men at that time were aware of ; | 


a certain Knight,called Sir James---- that in a Coftee-houfe was heard to fay, That 


table to his Impudence, a man might eaſily have taken him for one of the Chief 
of the Conſpirators with your ſelf, againſt the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of 
the People of England : This Fellow, I ſay, was an Alderman of Londen, and his 
Reſidence was in the City ; but by his Diſcourſe a man- would have ſworn he 
had always lived with your Confpirators at St. Fames's, or at Whitehal!, or with 
the French Taylor, an old Companion of yours, who thanked God, That bis 
great King of France could ſend for bis Flead, and his Eſtate, when be pleaſed. 

Bleſſed be God, Sir, your Reſidence is in that ſweet place of St. Germains,where 
you enjoy your ſelf, and Friends, in a m»ft comfortable manner ; and you have 
your health as well as if you had 100 Sail of Ships at your D2votion, and an 
Army of 50000 men, which is a mercy. I pray, let me ask you, What ſort of 
People are your Frexch Neighbours ? Is there not ſuch a {125i temper in thoſe 
poor Wretches as 1s aſtoniſhing ? 

Juſt to ſuch a laviſh and knaviſh Temper you were abont to bring the People of 
this Nation to; your Conſpirators had madea conſiderable progreſs in this mighty 
Work ; and nad not Divine Providence interpoſed, you hM compleated the ſame : 
Your Party,to compleat this Work, found out the only true way, which was fir{t to 
enflave our Souls, by ſubjecting them, and our Reaſon, to the blind Superſtition of 
- theChurch ; for that Prieſt-craft having once ſo far won uponE#-2!i/hmen,as to make 
them truſt 2nd pin their Faith and Reaſon upon their Sleeves, they may after that 
bring them to any thing that they ſhall direct; and therefore,as in your Day, in 
all Ages heretofore, nothing did ſhew more the Cunning of your Banditti, than to 
drive on theſe two together, Popery andSiavery; only ſometimes they have driven on 
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ſometimes French Slavery led the Van to bring on Popery, Your Friends well knew 
that Popery and <lavery,like two Siſters, they go hand m hand; ſomerimes one goes 
firſt,and ſometimes the other : In Enyland your Council refolved that Popery was to 
bring in S/avery;in Scotland,Slavery was to have brought in Popery;and this was done 
by our Prieſts blind admonition to the people, of obedience to our Governors, be it 
good they command,or be it evil ; whatever they command,it muſt be obeyed: And 
what Nation ſoever came under the misfortune of being robb'd of their Rights 
and Liberties, it was chiefly brovght to paſs by Prieſt-crafr, in preachiag up blind 
obedience.and extolling Vicious Kings. and calling them excellent, tho the vilelt of 
Tyrants, who were riding Poſt to ſwaliow them up : This was the Practice of our 
Uſurpartion of the Government ; and {o rhey would have done to this day, had not 
the T'ythe-pig been in danger : Nothing, 1 ſay, contributed more to the con- 
firming and eſtabliſhing rhe late King your Brother's Alliances with France, as 
that progreſs your Prieſts and Jefvirs made in perverting the People, as to their 
Religion ;, and our Eccleſiaſtical Brokers debauching their Morals by their Im- 
morality, and looſeneſs of living, and enfſlaving their Minds by their damnable 
Dodctrines of Paſhve Obedience, and Non-refiftance, and the Divine Right of Suc- 
ceſlion to the Imperial Crown of the Realm. 


7, He being fully reſolv'd to follow his Pleaſure,he left the Adminiſtation of the : 


Three Kingdoms to your ſelf,and Cut-throat Party,who were Enemies to the people 


of Fnzland, and were in adamnable Conſpiracy againſt his Perſon and Government, . 


and the Proteſtant Religion. That he was reſolved upon his Pleafures,you,nor no 
man cau deny ; and that you had the aſcendency of him, is too plain and manifeſt 


to admit of the leaſt doubt or {cruple : But that which was moſt wicked, you kepr- 
him plied with thoſe vile Wretches,who promoted that Vice in him. And tho he * 


was the vileſt of all the Kings that went before him, for his many Immoralities; yet 
how did his Eccleſiaſtical Paraſites flatter him, and admire him as a Prince of the 
greateſt Virtues ; a King of Peace (they called him) and a King of Righteouſneſs, 

I am ſure he eagaged the Government in two unjuſt Wars againft the Dutch ; 
and thanks be to God, he was by them worſted in both thoſe Wars; and it pro- 
ved fatal to the Conſpirators ; for the great Deſign of ruining the Dutch, was 
the advancement of Popery and Arbitrary Power here in Englaad, which you 


durſt not attempt till they were weakened ; you tearing their joyning their For- - 


ces together to reſcue us from your Namnable Deſigns againft our Religion, Laws 
and Liberties, as you know they did, and that to very good purpoſe , the cffedts 
of which will not be gotten out of your old Bones as long as you live. 

Before I coaclude this Head, give me leave,$ir,to obſerve, that whillt the King 
your Brother was ſwallowed up in his Pleaſures, you,and your Miuions, did make it 
your buſineſs to beget in the people a low opinion of the method of Governing z 
and by your Prieſts/ you taking opportunity, by reaſon of our then vilanous Cater= 
pillars of the Church countenancing it in a very high manner)to beget in the people 
a mean opinion of the Proteſtant Religion, and Intereſt ; and you may remember 
you gained not a few to your Party : Therefore,when we conlider our danger,we 
canÞot but be aſtoniſhed at our deliverance;For had your Banditti been avowed Pa- 
pilts, 


the one by the other ; ſometimes Pojery led*the Van to bring on French Slavery, and - 
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Piſts, our danger might 
. of them, when the Teſt came in force,quitted their Imployment at Court ; amongſt 
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more eaſily havebeen conquered ; for ſome, nay the moſt 


them, Sir, your ſweet {elf quitted the Office and Title of Lord High Admiral of 
England , but,Sir,you had gotten a Crew about you,rhat did undertake with you, 
to ruia and deſtroy the Government,which lay under no temptation of Religion ; 
theſe joined their Forces and Intereſt againſt King and Kingdom,and truly,I think, 
our greateſt danger was from them. | 

You having this fair opportunity of your Brother's being ſo addicted to his Plea- 
ſures,and he leaviag the Adminiſtratioa of Affairs to you, and your Hellborn Crew, 
it was a great wonder you did not ſtrike {o55ner, and leap into the Chair an Age or 
two before the time you Cid : Its certain you came not in without Murther, and 
Murther would have been but Murther if it 144 bezn done ten or a dozen years 
before. Truly,tho you had Villains that one would have thought were bad cnough, 
yet you had not enough for fo black a Defigy, as the overthrow of tne Govern- 
ment, and the Proteitant Religion; they were not, I ſay, ripe enough ; your Po- 

»1ſh Party at home were keen, but they wanted 2 rood back to their edge; there- 
ore, Sir, you fearing your ſtrength aut home, you :pplied you felf abroad to the 
French King, he being indowed with all thoſe O11iitics, which in a Prince may pals 
for Vertves, but in any man of a private Station, rey would be capital : He being 
a Chanpion for Popery and Arbitrary Power, with him you joyned to ruin the 
Government, and the Proteſtant Religion, your damnable Conſpiracy being a 
Project every way ſuitable to the [nclination and Intereit of that Bloody Monſter 
of Mankind. You may remembet the Trayterous Correſpondencies you maintained 
with him,& he with you, by your moſt Excellent SecretaryColen:an,who you honelt - 
ly left to be hanged for that great piece of ſecret Service he did you in that time, 

8. We well remember how careleſ. he was in the maintenance of our Religion. 

Truly when Princes are given up to their Pleaſures,it is no ;z;reat matter what Reli- 

g10n they Proteſs; you may well call to mind whit breaches you and your Party 

made upon our Religion through his careieſnets and remiſacſs ; how you advanced 

the Popiſh Intreſt,and Qdiicountenanced rhe Proteitauts; and as your Secretary Cole- 
man obſerved,that you would not forge: te Tricks the Parijament of England had 
played with you; ſo we cannot but remember what Tricks you play*d with us ;for ir 
1s plain, that there was 20t a conftderable Perternicn: in the Church that fell, but ci- 
ther he that was preterred was one of no Religion, or elſe that which was worſe, 
he was a perſon that engazed in your vnrichteous Cauſe and Quarrel. 

Sir,by your means,and the means cf your Partiſans ſuch men were made uſe of 
in the Church, tha: thongh the iznorance and infuffictency of ſome of them, and 
oſcicancy and remiineſs of others,to whom theGuardianſnip of her was committed, 
our Religion and Worſhip became lamentably diſmant1cd,misfioured and defaced, 
and this well nigh inall rie integral and principal parts of it{more or leſs) ; info- 
much, that a man that underſtands the Doctrines and holy Intentions of our firit 
Reformers from the Synagogue of Rome,and ſhall compare things with things,could, 
Nor yet cai: hardly be abie to ſay this 1s the Proteſtant Relivion. 

But how can any man wonder that King Charles the Second ſhould be carelets in 
the ſupport and maintenance of our Reformed Religion, ſince that he was ia his 
heart and ioul enzaged to the Doctrines and Conuuunion of the Church of Rome ; 
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t Churth by Father Richard Huddleſton,who was 
related to John Huddleſton, of whom the ſaid King Charles had ſuch a tender care : 
and not only ſo, but receiv'd the Sacrament from Father Jreland the Jeſuit,in the 
Dutcheſs of Portſmouth's Lodgings, and the ſame day afterwards he receiv'd it ac- 
cording to the Uſage of the Church of England, it being the Sunday called Eaſter - 
day. In the laſt place, witneſs thoſe Papers that were tound under his own hand ' 
in his Strong Box, all which teltife his inclinations were bent that way; and 
therefore how can any Man wonder at his being careleſs of ſupportiag the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. 

Nay, Sir, I muit not forget one Inſtance more of his beiag of the Romiſh Pers - 
ſaalion ; that is, that moſt Excellent Memorial that he put in by his Proteſtant 
Envoy to the Court of Poland ; wherein there was a paſſage to this eftet, That be 
hai a creat Ejteem of the Roman-Carholick axd Apoſtolick Religion, as being moſt 
con/iftent with Monarchy ; give me leave to Cite a paitage of a Letter of his ro the 
Governor of St.Omers, when it was Þy Conquelt rednced to the Obedience of the 
French King ; which was, That bc ſhow! take care of the Jeſuits according to the Contra8 
be had made with bis Maſter they beins mea upon whom the hopes af England did depend. 

Give me leave,Sir.to put you ia mind of his promiſes he made to the Jeſuits in 
Spain after he was reconciled to the Church of Rome(upon their Contributing 3000 
Piſtols for his fipport) of reſtoring the Catholick Religion when ever he ſhoald 
c>me to the Enjoyment of his Right in England ;, and nor only to them, but to the 
Nuns in Gt when he borrowed Money of them, tor which they waited ſeveral 
Years; "hen | fay, he declared he would reſtore tlieir Religion when ever he 
ſhould come to his Right. When the Princeſs #/enrietta came to Dover, yow know 
vhat her Errand was, to preſs the King to reſtore the Romyh Religion here in 
England; and that the breach of the Peace with the Dutch was then and there con- 
trived by you and your Conſpirators,and conlented to by the King, and all in or- 
der to the reducing thoſe States to the Catholick Faith : And it was determined to 
begia the Publick Exerciſe of the Rom#h Religion in Ireland ;, and to facilitate 
that work,you may well rememder, who was ſent over Lord Lieutenant, Upon 
all theſe Conlideratzons, a Man may not now wonder at King Charles's careleſneſs 
in the ſyppor: and maintenan2e 07 the Proteſtant Religion. 

You weil remember that you your {cit and your other Confprrators had begot in 
the Ki:: 7 your Brother a full pe: fahon of the Truth of this Propoſition, T hat the 
Roman-Catholicks were the greateit tavourers of Monarchy;therefore in his Letter to * 
the French King, bearing date, 7xe 1676.that he reſolv'd ro be like bis Neighbours 
in Religion ; but you know thai he was prevented by the Lord Arlington and the 
Parliament, for which you wee pleaſed to reii Father La-neiſe, in your Letter of 
July 1576.that the Lord 4lin-tor and others, by a Thouſand deceiis,endeavoured 
to break the good Intelligence that was betwixt the King, your Brother, and his 
moſt Chriltian Majeſty.and your ſelf, ro the end they might deceive you all Three; 
and therefore the Parliament, and the fajd Lord Arlington and his party, were by 
you declared in that Letter as vſcleſs and dangerous, for that the {aid Arlmpton and 
his Friends did work inceſlantly to advance the Intereſt of the Pr. of Orange and 
the Dutch,and to leſſen the Intereſt of the French King. Now the King, your Bro- 
ther, being a man unſteady in his reſolutions, he ſometimes jailed your Brother of 
France, as well as your ſelf, and other Conſpirators. 6. We 
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9. We, in his Life-time, ſaw there was no likelihood of his having any legiti- 
mate Iſs t9 Gncceed him in the Government ; Truly, Sir, I think I may fay that 
was contriv'd by your Father Clarendon, and your ſelf, and in it you intended the 
hurt of the Peop le of Enzland ; but God, who governs the World, hath made his 
want of legitimate Iſſue to be the greateſt Bleſſi: ag that ever England ſaw ; for by 
that means we have a King that weil knows, that It 15 moſt certain and evident 
to all Men that the Public K Pcace and Happinels of any State or Kingdom, cannot 
be preſerv ed, where the Laws, Liberties, an Cuſtoms Eſtabliſhed by the Lawful 
Authority in it are openly Tranſgrelſed and \nuulled; more eſpecially when the 
alteration of Religlon is endeavoured, and uhat a Religio 1 which 15 contrary to 
Law is endeavoured to be jnatroduced : Upon which , Thote who are immediately 
concerned in it,arc Indifp eniably bound ro endeavour © Preſerve and Maintain the 
Eſtablithed Laws, Liberties and Cuſtoms, and above all,tne Religion and Worſhip 
of God that is Eſtabliſhed among them ; and to tak? ſuch an effectual c 2re, that the 
Inhabitants in that State or Kingdom may not be deprived of their Relicion, nor 
of their Civil Rights, which 15 fo nwch the more neceſlary, becauſe the Grearneſs 
and Security both of Kings and, Ro! al Farvics, , pd of 2ll ſuch as are in Autho- 
rity, as well as the HappineFs of their Subjects au People , depend 1 in a molt eſpe- 
clal manner upon the ex cat Obſervation and N! aimter ance of theſe their Laws, Liber- 
ties, and Cuſtoms. This,Sir,is the Sentiment and Bleſſed Reſolution of B. liam; 
and this he and his Miniſters put in Execution which i 15 a bleſſed Change, which we 
could not have lived to enjoy, had Charles your Brother left any Iſſue behind him 
that had been capable of the Crow n; but that whick you contrived tor our Milchief, 
15 turned to our grecateſt Good, for we have the beſt of Kings upos the * Fhrone, 
and the worſt of Men taking of the Air at St. Germains. 

10, The late King Charles, your Brother, d!: d obſtinately rciuſe to enter into a 
League with thoſe who inreaded tO up! old 2nd maintain the Proteſtant F gclg1on : 
This I muſt ſay of the Dutch, that ever ſince they delivered themſelves from the in- 
tollerable Yoke of the Ci own of Spair,, their great aim and delign hath been to pro- 
mote the Intereſt of the Retormed Religion, anc d have endea\ wovred to make Alli- 


ances with thoſe Princes that were, and re of the Reformed pes g10Nn, and have 
endeavoured to make £09d thoſe Alliances , but how King Charies your Brother, 
your ſelf and the reſt of your Partiſans,treated the Putch ever fince his Rell oration 
to the Crown, it is well known, and how he in the compaſs of Ten years made 
- Two ungodly \W:rs ; but as I ſaid betore, 1 matt fay again, The Dutch did moſt 
commonly ſend vs home with broken bones. Our Cauie was Wicket, and God 


gave us Succeſs fvitable thereunto; and tor what ends and purpoſes theſe Wars 
were made, you, and your molt Chriltian Brother can very well tell ; but Jeaſt, 
Sir, you ſhould have fors -otten thoſe Wars, give me leave to give you a bricf avocc 
of them. 

In the year 1665. it is well known that a War was made upon the Dutch ; I 
could wiſh it were as well remembred what the provocation was that occaito; 4 it 
and what ſucceſs it had. I think, Sir, as 1 ſaid juſt now, the ſucceſs was fv \ 'e; 
1 the firſt ght you had the Command of the Fleet ; and truly it was a Victory 
You obtained; but how came we off at Bergon, and how in the year 1666. 1 my 


Monk had the Command ? your Conſpirators got vaſt ſupplics from your Band of 
Fenſioner $,

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Penſioners for the defraying the charge of this wicked War, yet after all there was 
no Fleet ſer out m the year 1657. but the Flower of the- Royal Navy burnt or 
taken in Port to fave charges ; but yon know your Brother and your ſelf had good 
health of Body at Bruxcllcs, when you cad no Ships, and theretore you were the leſs 
concerned, n 

But that which is the greateſt Ridd!e to ſome of your Confpiratars, Why the 
French ſhould at that time a day join with tiis Puich azainit Englmmd? Therefore 
be pleaſed to remember that the ire: did no: joiur with the Dutch to Support and 
Maintain the Protetat Religion, or to advance the Iatereſt of the Dutch ; but 
whilſt he was in Frien.|hip with the Patch, he bad an imerrupted leifare (tho? con- 
trrary to all Oarths a4 Treaties) whillt the Duico and we were embroiled,to Invade 
the Spaniſh Netherl.mas waich had been by Wie Vien coattterea asthe natural Fron- 
tier of England, and took a great part of it, The Dutch could not oppoſe him be- 
canſe of the pretends > Alliance k Ve could not interpoſc becauſe we were e:igaged 
b5th againſt the Dutch, Dare, and / r7.acc, fo he went forth Conquering, and to 

Conquer that part of the Nomiaion of 5p.4in, to whom, Sir, your Brother and your 
ſelf were very much ob)ired when never a Prince in all Europe Qurit own you, he 
id ; and how baſely 70ur Brother, and your ſelf, and Confpirators have treated 
him, let all Europe judge. nn 1 

But what was the reaſon we had not a Fieet ſet out 1n the year 1667. ſince ſuch 
large Supplies were obtained for to carry on this ungodly War againſt the Dutch ? 
The reaſon was this; notwithſtanding he nad joyned with the Duich againlt us, yet 
by the Credit ne had with the Queen your Mother, he by her fo far deluded the 
King your Brother, that upon the aſſurance the DP: would not have any Fleet out 
that year, he forbore to make ready, and fo incurred that notable loſs and diſgrace 
at Chatham, This was the fatal end of all our Sea-undertakings againlt the Dutch 
for that War ;; and as the Frenc) King, and your ſelf, and Confpirators, were the 
Perſons to whom we were much obliged for that War, io we were glad to receive 
Peace from his favour, which was agreed at Bred betwixt England, France, and 
Holland. 

Well, what was the Event of this Peace, which, 1t 1 am not out, we were forced 
to pay for it, for we ſtood in need of it,and the Dutch ood in need of our Money, 
which they hed ; but the Event of this War brought the King to ſome little confi- 
deraticn, of which he was ſeldom guilty, for he ſaw that the French King had in 
the year 1667, taken the time of us; and wiullt we were doth made weak, - he had 
play'd his Pranks in the Spaniſh Netkerlands, hereupon he judged it neceſſary to in- 
rerpoſe before the flame that conſumed his next Neighbour ſhould. throw its 
Sparkles over the Herring-Pond and affect him, | 

Therefore, he having ſome good Counſellors about him (you may well remem- 
ber. thas neither you, nor your Con{pirators, had any hand in this affair) he gene- 
rouſly lighted all PunQlio's cf Ceremony, or Piques of Animoſity, for being ſo 
well beaten, and fo horribly diſgraced : He ſeat frlt into " invites them 
to a nearer Alliance,and to enter into ſuch farther Counſels as were moſt proper to 
quiet this publick diſturbance the French had raiſed. 'T his work. was wholly delign=., 
ed by the King, your Brother, and thoſe few honelt Counſellors he had left, him 


gad it being fo good a work, it did > accordingly you by this, Sir, -may 
ſee 
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ſee what felicity attends that King who follows the Counſels of Honeſt Wiſe Men, 
and excludes the corrupt Politicks of Rogues that aim 2t nothing but the advance- 
ment of themſelves and Families, tho? it be upon the ruin of their Country ; for it 
is a thing ſcarce credible, tho? very, true, that two Treaties of ſuch Weight and In- 
Tricacy, and various aſpet as that of the Defenſive League with Holand, and the 
other for repreſling of the further Progreſs of the French in the Spaniſh Netherlands, 
ſhould in five days time inthe year 1658. be concluded, when yours, and the Po- 
liticks of your Confpirators were excluded. Such was the fecrette and expedition 
then uſed in proſecuting the King, your Brother's Inltruction ; and ſo eaſe a thing 
It is for Princes when they havea mind to ir, to be weil ferved. You may remember 
that the Swede alſo ſhortly made the third in thisContort, whether witely judging that 
in the Minority of their King Reigning over late acquired Domintons, It was their 
true Intereſt to have their hands in all the Councils rhar tended to Peace and Undi- 
ſturbed Poſſeſſion : Or whe: her indeed thoſe Miniſters, like ours,did even project in 
{o glorious an Alliance to betray it afterward to their own greater advaatage, from 
their joyning in ir, it vw2s called the Tripple Alliance ; the King, you know, was 
| fond of it.that he ccaſel not to-follicite other Princes, according to the Seventh 
Article: of that Treaty.to come into the Guaranty of the ſame, and he extreamly 
for a time delighted himſelf in cultivating by all good means what he by the Counſel 
of ſome good men had fo happily planted ; and whar fatisfaction this TrippleLeague 
fo made,gave to the Zxzlifh Nation, and how it did charm the more ready Votes of 
the Houſe of Commons 11to a Supply, and juſtife the necellity or it in the very face 
of the whole Kingdom : For it was of ſo good report, and ſo generally acceptable 
to the Proteſtant Party, as being a Hook in the French Noſtrils, that the Peniionary 
Parliament (who were wont, whether it were for War or Peace to make the Na- 
tion pay for it) could rot have defired a fairer pretence to colour their Liberality, 
You know. Sir, what vaſt Sums were obtained and laviſhed in the firſt War with 
Holand ; that Parliament in the Month of April 1670. giving the Additional Duties 
apon-Wines for 8 years, whi-h did amount to Five hundred and Sixty thouſand 
pounds, and confirmed the ale of the Fee-Farm Rents,which was no lefs thetr gift. 
being a part of the publick Revenue, to the value of Eighteen hvndred thouſand 
. pounds ; nay, not only fo, but they met again upon the 24th of Ofober in the yeat 
1670. and upon the Specch of the Lord Keeper Bridgman, who telling the Parlia- 
mentwhat a multitude of Beneficial Leagues the King had made, and naming to 
them the Tripple League, they could no longer hold, gave again a Snbixdy of One 
Shilling in the pound, to the real value of ail Lands, and other Eltates proportion- 
ably, with ſeveral more Beneficial Clanſes into the Bargain, to begin the 24th of 
Fune 1671. and to expire the 24th of %e 1672. together with tis they gave the 
Additional Exciſe upon Beer and Ale for Six ycars, to reckon the fare from June 
the 24th 1671. And laſtly, the Law-Bill commencing from the firit of May 1671, 
and at nine years end to determine. If you, now you are at leiſure, will caſt up 
theſe Three Bills, you will find them not a penny leis than 2500000 4. 
Thus. Sir, you may ſee what: a Reputation this Tripple League gave the King, 
your Brother, both at home and abroad ; at home this Tripple League obtained a 


Tripple Supply, which ſome men thought would as with three Golden Nails have ri- 


yetted it, All the Princes of Zurope.courted him abroad, and were highly PR(ney = 
with \ 
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with it ; the Emperor uſed all the preſſing means that became him, that he might 
partake of the benefit of that Alliance, and was refuſed, | 
The Duke of Lorzin, who had been always a true Friend to your Brother, and 
your ſelf, and by his atfeQion to the Tripple League did incur the diſpleafuere of the 
French Ring, and !0it his whole Territory : It was ſeized in the Year 1669. againſt 


EH all Laws, not only 03 Pecce, but of Foſtiliry too, becauſe of his not being admitted 
6 into tie Alliance; for which he had fo great a regard, that the honour he had for ir 
q proved fatal to him; he was lett by your means to he a Sacrifice, notwithſtanding 
T King Cyarles's Invitation of ail Princes to come in ; yet when they deſired to be ad-. 


mittee, they were retuſed. 

But in a ſhort time, all thoſe Honeſt Counſels which had taken effe& with ſo great 
ſatisfaction to the Nation, and to the great hononr of your Brother, were all changed; 
juſt as if Treatles, as in0n as the Was 1s cold, do loſe their vertue; the King, your 
Brother, went down to Dover inthe Month of Func, 1670. to meet, after a long Ab- 
(ence, Madam, his, and your only remaining Siſter; and if the Duke of Buckingham 
and Sir Thomas Armiirong were alive, they could tell what a pleaſant Meeting they 
had, and how pleaſantly they paſſed the time of interview; and what paſlled L 
will not now relate, you knowing all of it well enough : But as the days were the 
more pleaſant, becauſe the King had not ſeen her tor a long ſeaſon ; ſo the Interview 
proved fatal to that Princeſs; tor though ſhe lefr England in good health, yet upon 
her arrival in France, ſhe ſuddenly expires. 

| Well then, ſhe dies, what was the conſequence of her death ? The Marqueſs Bel- 
\ 8 fonds is immediately diſpatch't hither, and a Perſon of great Honour ſent to theCourt 
of France; and before ever the inquiry and grumbling at her death was over, in a 
trice there was an inviſible League, in prejudice of the Tripple one, {truck up with 
France, to all the height and dearneſs of affection , as if upon diſſedting the Princeſs, 
their had been ſome *tate-Philtre been found in her Bowels, or the Reconciliation 
with France were not to be celebrated with a leſs Sacrifice than the Blood Royal of 
England, The ſequel of this Interview was fatal to the Princeſs, and the conſequence 
of her coming was fatal ro Eygland; for as the Treaty was a work of darknels, and 
could not preſently be diſcovered ; fo the Parliament, I told you, muſt-meet again 
ro give a 1 ripple Supply to maintain the Tripple League; and they being ignorant of 
what was done, thinking all had been ſecure, gave the atoreſaid ſupply. 
Sir, You £0t the Supply ; what uſe did your Confpirators:make of it ? Was not 

e Parliament prorogued, and met not agan till the 4th of Feby, 1672. by which 

means you, ni your Accomplices, had a convenient {cope tor the mighty work you had 
upon 1-or Faads to ruin the Proteſtant Religion, and the Profeſſors thereof ; and that 
you might be free from the inſpection of a Parliament till this mighty Work was fi- 
miſicd, I obſerved to yon, That the King, your Brother, before the Interview, was 
inciting of the Princes to come into the Alliance, but from henceforward it ceaſed ; 
and, as I ſaid before, when any did offer themſelves; they were baſely refuſed.” 

Oh ! whar joy, Sir, you, and the reit of the Confſpirators, did conceive ! with 
what diligence was Smith, the Jeſuits Agent in 7o1don, diſpatched over toSt., Omers 


ak 
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to acquaint your Friends there of'the Engliſh Jeſuits; and trom thence to Doway, to 
acquaiut the Crew there in what a happy way you were in ro do the Catholick Reli- 
gion ſervice, and that the King was clearly come oyer ; he having promiſed to do all 
E C2 \, Things 
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things now that might tend to the deſtroying of the-Intereſt of the Dutch, and to ad- 
vance the Power and Intereſt of Franc; and if that the Tripple League were once dif- 
ſolved, the King,your Brother, ſhould never more make any ſuch Alliance with thoſe 
Rebels. T have ſeen your Lerters diſpatched by the ſaid $mth : You indeed, with the 
help of your Helliſh Crew, your Brether, being gained to your lide in this particular, 
you reſolve upon the annuling of that Alliance, which was of very little vſe; for 
ſome time before it was totally diſſolycd. 

In order to the diſſolving this Treaty,old Henry Coventry,one of your Conſrira- 
tors, was diſpatched to the Court of Sweden; and he with 2s much impucence 48 
truth,affirm'd at his departure, That the end of his Journey to Sweden was to break 
the Tripple League; and this 1s apparent, that after his ju9:ing with the /rench Mij- 
niſters there, and the King of Swedez,rhe faid King did never more profecure the 13t- 
ſign and ends of that Alliance, until the breach between us and the /utb ; Wha , Cj 
he arm himſelf at the expence, of the Leazve, and did firit, unter the diſgniſe of a 
Mediation, act the Frency Intereſt, and at latt he threw off the Vizor, and drew his 
Sword in their Qrarrel. 

Truly, Sir, I caanort but admire how ſucceſsful you vere it gaining that great 
Point of ruining Ezrope 1n general, and this Nation in particular ; by this way de- 
ſigning the utter ſubverſion of tie Proteſtant Religion, and all our Fnglh Liberties, 
as I ſhall ſhew you in the ſequel of this M-merto: Nevertheleſs, I cannot but much more 
admire, that Mr. Coventry, that in his Embaſſy at Bre42 was fo inftruinental in put- 
ting a period to that firſt wicked and unfortunate War with the Dutch, would at 
length be made a Tool of a Secoud, and break ſuch an Alliance as rendered En.land 
honourable to all Furopz, and by which all Chriſtendom was faſtened : And that 
which rendered his Carriage in that Aﬀair more vile ond baſe, ſince no man under- 
ſtood the Theory and Practick of Honour better than himſelf, and yet could in ſo 
eminent an Inſtance forget it, and himſelf roo, the imploymeat being more hr for a 
Butler , or a Downing , or fome ſich Dunghil Raſcal ; all that I ſhall ſay in his ex- 
| cuſe, is, that upon his return he was wade a Secretary of.State by your procurement. 

* for ſach a ſet of Deviliſh Services thar he had done for the French King, the King your 

' Brother,and your iclf; by tlis means he had made a 'I rippie Confederacy to ruin us, 
in oppoſition to a Tripple League that might have preſerved us,and all Europe in per- 
feQ peace. If my poor Judgment might paſs, Mr. Coventry, it he had continued an 
honeſt Gentlem2n, ke might have been an Inſtrument of good to Europe, and more 
honoureble here at home, 

But this Gentleman was not the only Sinner that was imployed in the Devils Ser- 
vice; for Sir Wiilam Leceyard, and {reral others, were difpatched to other Corres 
vpon the ſame Errand. This Locty ar was grown as great a Villain as your heart and 
ſoul could defre; and had in the baſzſt manner proftiruted himſelf ro do your Popith 
Drutgery ; and would have gone along with it to the utmolt tedder of your Deligns. 

We!) then, what was aext to be done ? Your Deligns looked with as fair an aſpect 
as your heart and foal could deſire: You had France, your Brother, and your ſelf, 
linked together, that a man would have thovght you could not have been parted :

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what then is the next Intenion ? truly a War with the Dutch ; and that you might 
reaſonably expe, for all your Affairs were diſpoſed towards it. Here, Sir, I muſt 
remind you of two things. 1. What you did to procure a War. 2. What you Gid 
to carry on that ſecond wicked War, 1. What 
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1. What you, and your Conſpirators &id, to procure a War with the Dutch, 
For it cannot be conceived, that after the King had made ſo firm a League with the 
States-General of the United Provinces, but that therefore you, and your Counſellors 
muſt have ſome fair Pretence for breaking with them ; or elſe to ſpill fo much 
Blood, and ſpend ſo much Treaſure without cauſe, muſt occaſion your Neighbours 
to think you were men that would keep no Faith, or that you did not underſtand 
your own Intereſt ; nay,they muſt have thought the ſame of all the Enpl;/h Nation ; 
but that they well knew, that this ſecond, as well as the firſt War, was agalnlt the 
Judgment, and Genivs, and Intereſt of the Nation in general. But a War you 
would have: And rheretore, 

i. Youſct up a $1quis, ifany one could give Evidence for you, and the relt of the 
Conſpirators,againſt the Dutch,ler them come forth, and they ſhould be heard ; there- 
fore an O yes was made,and the Faft-India Company was ſeat for,to know what they 
hed to ſay againſt the Dutch ; but the Dutch had ſo puntually performed the Treaty 
at Breda, and eſpecially as to the honour of the Flag, thar nothing could be objefted 
againſt them ; fo here you failed of your aims of picking a quarrel with them, 

2. You would have quarrelled with them for having their Fleet abroad ; though 
that Objettion vaniſhed, their Fleet was upon their own Coatts, purſuant to the 
Tripple Leagne, and in proſecution of that Treaty ; fo, Sir, yuu failed here. But 
what then ? You was reſolved upon a War, and therefore you wovld not leave one 
Stone unturned, but you would find ſome cauſe or another to ruin, It it had been 
in your Power, that Proteſtant State, 

3. You were put upon athird Experiment ; to commence a War, and ro make 'a 
Caſe which never happened before, or could have been imagined by any fober man z 
you had a pimping Yacht, which you cauſed to bear an Engli/h Jack in the Month of 
Zuguſt 1671, which you ordered to ſail into the midſt of the Dutch Fleet, and fing- 
ied out the Admiral, and ſhot twice at him ; which Action was certainly very ridt- 
culous and unnatural, as for a Lark to adventure upon a Havk : Notwithſtanding 
this impudent Action of the Commander of the Sconndrel Buat, the Admiral, in re- 
ſpe to his Majeſty's Colours, paid our Yatch- Admiral a viſit,to know the reaſon of 
ſuch a Carriage, found it was becauſe the Dutch had refuted to ftrike Sa! to his little 
Bum-boat ; the Dutch Admiral excuſed the matter with all the civility tnat could be 
defired,it being a Caſe of the firſt Impreſſion ; and therefore he could have no Inſtru- 
tions as to that Point ; and therefore, as it became him, he promiſed he would ac- 
quaint his Maſters in the Afﬀair, and take their Directions,and {© they parted ; and 
tie noble Commander, with his Oyſter-Boat, returned, being fraught with the Quar- 
rel for which he was ſent, which yet was for ſoine time palied over here- in ſilence, 
without any complaint, or demand of fatisfaftion ; but your Conſpirators were re- 
ſolved to improve it afterwards: When the Conſpiracy azainſt thoſe ProteſtautStates 
was ready to take efte&t, then this Point begarr to be debated, and a reaſon for the 
intended wicked War, T he Conſpirators afligned the Dutch had not vailed their Bon- - 
nets to the Engliſh Dung-boat, it carrying the King's moſt Excellent Tack; tho? it is .

this Breach with rhe Dutch in their Letrers,could not be read : And it's well known, 
that upon the arrival of the News, Te D«:120 was ſung very devourly at the Queen's 
Chappel at St. Famess,and Money ordered by the Qucen for to be dittributed to poor

4. Pictures and Medals, This was another Pretence which you,and your Bandit! 
took up to commence 2a War 2cainlt the D:/7c! ; but your Conſpirators handled 
this Point very nicely, fearing the D:zch ſovid give them ſatisfaction in this very 
Point, and thereby prevent a War. It 18 very plain that the Dutch were not conſci- "= 
ous to themſelves of any Provocation 21ven to F1lmd ; but did ſolemnly protett, 
That if any provocation were given by them, (nay, they went fo far,that they were 
ready to make fatisfaction for Offences taken ) the Zngliſh ſhould make their De- 
mands. You, Sir, and the reſt ct rhe Confpirators azainft the Proteſtant Religion, 
do accuſe them of theſe Medals and Pictures ; what then, Muſt you have a War *? 
I confels, 1 have read of a Poet, by a daſh of his Pen, was the Canſe of a War againſt 
Poland ; but that, Sir,was the firſt rime that ever a Painter could by the {troke of his 
Pencil occation the breach of fo contiderable a League as was made with the Dutch. 
5- To fill up the mealure of the Iniquity of the Dutch, they brinz; in againſt them 
the Charge of detaining ſome Engl; Families in Surinam, after the dominic!: of that 
Colony by treaty of Peace was ſurrendered up to the Hollander. What a nc''> you, 4 
; and the reſt of the Confſpirators made about this Buſineſs ! for n7on the !'r.ct exa- 
mination of the Buſineſs, It was found that there was no ſuch thing as it © <-caining 
of any Engliſh Families, but lcave only given them to abide there, if *] -y nleaſed : 
Nay,when that Firft-born of all Roguery and Villany, Banifter himſel!,vi. was one 
of your Banditti, whom you had imployed as an Agent and Concr*ver of all this 
Miſunderſtanding in all that Aﬀair, could not ar laſt forbear to cy {me of it, 

Can you, Sir, reflect upon theſe things withour bluſhing ? Ought yo. tit, now you 
have time,to think and conſider rhe invalidity of all theſe Alicoati 1 ? Were theſe 
the Pillars that you made uſe of to add ftreneth? And were Mcils ficient to 
gElve weight, and Picturcs colour for ſuch an Enterprize as this ? But this 18 nothing, 
a War,you and your Conſpirators, were reſolved upon ; and thzrefore a Mmifeſto 
was on March 17. 167: publiſhed, all theſe Crying Sins of the Dutch were made 
publick, and War proclaimed ; and with what joy to the Cenſpirators, and with 
what grief to the good People of England, Chriſtendom weil knows. 

You and your Partifans, did, I ſay, rejoyce,but what was the conſequence of that 
wicked Rupture proclaimed on that fatal 17th day of March, but your making your 
ſelf,and your deviliſh Party, Principals to all the Horrid Deſtructicn, Devaſtation, 
Ravage and Slanghter, which from that aforeſaid 17th of Afarch, 1672. that hath 
been continued to this very Year of 1696. 

2. I come to remind you with what you did to carry on that wicked War; and 
here the heads of your Rogues were hard at work,for there was great nced of good 
conſideration in the Aﬀair, for if I am not much out in my memory,the King,your 
Brother,vvas Two Millions in debt, notwithſtanding the vaſt Sums of Money he h:

ſolved, What therefore ſhall we do for Money ? your People had ſeveral Projects 
ON =_ but there were four reſolved on, and put in execution. 

. The Conſpirators were to try their utmoſt Efforts with the French King who 
had made them mighty Promiſes of his Purte, and Credit, ro extirpate the Dutch- 
States, and by this had decoycd you into the War : ; But "what was your Succeſs, [ 
pray t ! Truly you wear not ſo ſucceſsfull as you expetted ; the Aid he contributed 
was but narrow, and couicd! 20 but a little way in the managing of ſo great a War ; 
for all _ whole Revenue, and the &ycnch Contribution, could not laſt ren Months 
War; even this your Conlpirators foreknew, and therefore they reſolve upon a 
ſecond Projekt, 

2. The ſhutting up the Exchequer ,into which you and and your Friends, had de-' 
coycd in the wealthy Goldimiths and they the relt of the Nation , by due payment of 
Intereſt, till you had run rhe King in debt two Miilions, no body c can certainly tell 
upon what occaſion, but your ſ[elt, your Prieits, and other Confpirators; but then 
your Reſolution was taken, that not one penny ſhould be expended otherwiſe then - 
to carry on your Holy War for the pious Cathojicz ilſes, ro which Confpirators 
had dedicated the ſame This Reſolution of yours,and your Party, wascarried on with 

all the Secrecy that became ſo black a Delien, that You Mig "ht, not by venting It, un- 
ſeaſonably ſpoil the wit and malice of it ; you on a ſ:4den, upon the 1ſt of © January, 

167; for a New Year's Gift to the Kingdom, to the great aſtoniſhment, ruin and 
diſpair of Intereſted Perſons, and to the terror of the whole Nation by fo Arbitrary 
a Fact ; the Proclamation iſſued, whereby the Crown, amidit the contlnence of ſuch 
great Supplies, publiſhed it ſelf a Ban 1Krupt , and made Prize of the Subject, and 
broke all Faith and Contract at home, in order to break with the Dutch , and to 
carry on the War with more advantage. 

But, Sir, yout Politicks failed you there ; for the Sum you abtained by this Impu- 
dent Cheat upon the People, did not anſiver the Expectation of your Party, nor the 
Ends for which the Rapine was committed : I find that you were ſtill ſtraitned, and 
the War could not be carried on with that application that was requiſite, without a 
far greater Sum than that which was afforded yon by this courſe you took. 

3. Therefore, in the third he ICC, YOUr Counc ellors put you upon ſhewing your » 
ielf a moſt Impartial Robber ; for after this Exploit, of ſhutting up the Exchequer,

Men of War : Had it not bcen for this Fleet, the War had broke ont much ſooner ; 

ut. oh, how you, and your Pirats, hugg d your ſelves with the hopes of enjoying 
the Riches that was on board them | this Fleet you imagined would put you in ſtock 
for the carrying you on in all the Wickedneſs that you, and your Party, were capable : 
of; and that you ſhould never.after the obtaining ofghis Prize, ſtand in need again of, | 
or fear a dangerous and uſeleſs Pariiament : But how did the delign of Plundering | 
, and Robbing \ your Neighbours, 18 time of Peace, proſper the carry ing on of your - 
" wicked War ? Be - 
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Be pleaſed, therefore, to remember, that you having equipped a Ficet with great 
ſtilineH, aad quict,and expedition,and carly in the year ; nat too big, leit the Dutch 
ſhould ſaſpett you ; nor too little; leit you ſhould meer with an vnexpected Repullc 
in your intended AQtion : Sir Rovert Holmes 18 made choice of az a Coinmander ; you 
know he had given you experience of his Pyracies in the years 1661, 1662, 1663, 
1564. for he commenced the firſt Hoſtility azainſt the Dutc>, and in the ſame\Var 
he had fignalized himſelf by burning the Dutco Ships at Schellrzg which the Dutch re- 
venged upon 13 at Chatham ; he therefore was the man appoint2d to commit this in- 
tended Pyracy upou the Putch Smyrna Fleet : You judging tun a Perſon of Under- 
ſtanding, Experience, and Courage, and every way capadie of accompliſhing ſuch a 
villanous Enterprize, or of any black deyiliſh Delien or a hither nature. Sir Robert 
being rhns appointed Commander in Chief of this deiigned Fleer, fails away,and upon 
the 14th of Aarch 1672. as they failed on to the numbher of 72 Ships, whereof fix 
were Convoys, 1147 our Coalt, he tell 1n upon them with his accultomed Bravery, 


and could not have failed of giving a very good account of them, would he but have 
joyned Sir Faward Spripp's athitance to his own Condutt ; for Sir Edward vas in 


ſight of them at the ſame time with another Squadron, and Captain Zepg making 
{fail toward him to acquaint him with the Delign, till calied back by a Gun from his 
Admiral,of which ſeveral Perſons have their Conjectures ; poſliibly Str Robert Holmes, 
conſidering that Sir Fdward had ſailed all along in conſort with the Dutch, and did 
but now return from bringing the Pirates of .-lziers to reaſon, thought him not pro- 
per to engage in this Enterprize betore he underſtood it better. But ſome have 
believed, that it proceeded partly from that jealouſie of admitting, a ſhare of Ho- 
nour and Profit in this Piracy, and partly ont of too ſtrict a regard to preſerve his 
Commiſſion ſecret, but two of a Trade could not agree ; and by this means the 
whole Afﬀair miſcarried ; and through the Bravery of the Duteh Merchant-men, 
and their little Convoy, Sir Robert was forced to quit the Enterprize ; and all that 
was got by this picce of Piracy never anfwered the great damage is Fleet and Sea- 
men ſuſtained : \Vhen the News arrived 67 Sir Rovey;'s Fate, 1 well remember with 
what a {ad Countenance the Conſpirators walked abont St. James's Park, and IWhite- 
ball ; you your ſelf was much ont of humonr at the Deiear, Your Conteffor Bed- 
dnefield told me, That that Defeat was of [40% 13 conſequence to their De/ron, that 6 
bad al oft broke a!l therr Alcaſurec. 

4. Notwithſtanding all this,a War the Conſprrators were reſolve npon : And if; 
Sir, you will give me leave to deicend to the bottom of your Hellifh Confpiracy, and 
that was that of Religion, for fo Pious and fojuft an Action, in which,Sir,you imployed 
r 


Uſurped the Throne for by this Indulgence all the Penal Laws againſt the Papiſts, 
Or 
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for which former Parliaments had given {d many Supplies to the Crown; and a- 
gainit Non:onformitſts,tor which the Pentionary-Parliament had paid more large- 
'y, Were at one inſtant ſuſpended, in order to Cheat the whole Nation at once of 
all their Religion which they had ſo dearly purchaſed. 

Bit yon,and your Conſfirators, way ſay, How was Liberty of Conſcience to get 
Money ' You weil remember, Sir, that the Popiſu-party were fo well affected to 
7115 Point of ſuſpending the Penal Laws and Eratries that were againſt them ; and 
that the King your Brother, and your ſelf, making tuch folemna Proteftations to 
the Gentlemen and Noviemea and the Afonts,and the Po vi2cans, that this Indulgence 
was but a ftepto the ellublitking the Catholick Religiim : That ſeveral Gentlemens 
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Ejratei were {o imviil cd in contributing to this Wicked Hr, that they have not re- 
covered the £1: to this dar: The Adorks at tis S4V0y WCre ſo nadone, that they 


could farce hold ap thc: hens: And the Dommic:ms having parted with their Af, 
were forced to gy tur the Debts they had contracted in that JunAure of Aﬀair : 
Burt the whole amounted to fo little, that it did turn £0 little account 5 for the whole 
you got,und paid into the Conſoira'ors-Bank, amonnted to no more than 356000 F, 
As for the Proteſtant-Diſ]tnters, tho they made uſe of the Liberty you procured for 
tnem, yet they parted with no Aozey;they remembring what a Cheat was ſo lately 
put ton the Nation in tiic buſineſs of the ſhutting up the Exchequer ; And confider= 
ing that the Jnduicence it fcif was but an -rbitrary 48 in the King your P:other , 
a:1d would never paſs for Currant Liw when ever a Parliament ſhonld Meet z your 
Jeſuits, they pleaded that they had no Caſh, they having let gret S175 upon the ſe- 
curity of ſeveral Eſtates b-!onging to the Noblemen and Gentlemen that were of the 
Catholick Church : And beſides all this, they had met with a loſs from one that had 
iately fallen from them . ſo that then they had not ready Money to part with ; all 
this Projedt did not anſwer your ExpetFation. Tho your Conſpirators Cid aſture you, 
If it were done, it would bring a Million into your Conſpirators Bark ;, but {uch a 
Hum as it was, it hath cauſed many a Popifh Gentleman to ting Lachryme, till your 
Acceſſion to the Crown ; and, as a Reward and Plaiſter, they were put into Imploy- 
ments both Civil and Military ; which Imployments never let them fee the fortl- 
eth part of the Intereſt of their Money, the Principal being totally loſt. 

A War being Proclaimed, you mult now carry it on : What did you do with the 
!mall Stock you had ? you equip out a Fleet. The Frenc King ſeeing you, and your 
Conſpirators ingaged beyond retreat, comes into the War,according to Agreement, 
and Proclaims War againſt the Putch, not in ſo ſacaking a manner as you did ; for 
he would afſign no Cauſe ; bur faid, Jt was for his glory, and that fuch was his pleaſure. 
But by his Ambaſlador to the Pope, he gave the Pope the true Cauſe; which you 
turſt not for your Ears give to the Pope,cr any body elſz ; though that was the De- 
ign of K.Charles,and your ſe'f:; His Ambaſſador fſaid,That his Maſter bad not under - 
taken the Var 2;;.mft the Hollander in conjundtion with the Engliſh, but for the extirpating 
9f Hereſje: And the French King to the Emperor ot Germazy faith, The Hollanders 
were a Pooie that had forſaken Ged,and were Fereticks,and that all Chriſtian Princes ought 
70 aſſociate together for their Extirpation : That it was a War of Religton,tn order to propa- 
gate the Catholick Faith. You know, that your Brother's, the French King's, and your 
Intereſt and Religion, were the ſame ; And what other Delign then covld you have in 
that Wicked Way ,but to advance the Religion of Rome's Church, and Power of France 
both at home and abroad ? and that the Declaration of ladulgence was but a = 
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towards the ſetting up the Romiſh Religion, according to the Agreement. that was 
maid with Madam,your Siſter, at the Interview in June 1670, and by that means you 
met with that Contribution from the Romyh Party to carry on this War of Religion 
againſt rhe Dutch, who you judged to be Hereticks. 

Give me leave, Sir; to make a little digreſſion : You know that the late Duke of 
Buckingham, who was then in the Conſpiracy with you, was ſent into France to bor- 


row 40 Sall of French Ships; and by. agreement our King was to Man them, The 


French King judged that too great a Point to be gained by King Charles upon him, 
and wheedles with the Duke of Buckingham , and offers him 1000001. Sterling to 
conſent that he ſhould Man the Fleet ; againſt which the Duke urged it was againſt 
the Agreement the King his Maſter had made with him the French King, and fo 
would not accept the 1000co1, withal, telling the French King, That if be would let 
us be Neptune at Sea, ke /hould be Jove by Land : The French King ſeemed contented, 
and fo the Diſcourſe ended. But the French King deals then with the Lord Arlington, 
and gives him 600001, and Arlington prevailed, Sir,with you to preſs the King your 
Brother, not to in{iſt upon Manning the French Fleet with Engliſh, for that it would 
be leſs charge to him, it the French King did Man the Fleet himſelf; and withal, ur- 
ged to the King, T hat they wear but low, and they ſhould have occaſion enough for 
Money otherwiſe : So 4r};;ton got by the Bargain his 600001, and the French King 
the advantage of ſetting ont his own Fleet. 

Well, Sir, you remember the French Fleet was ſet out, and joined the Engliſh; the 
EngliſhFleet was commanded by your ſelf and the Frexch Fleet by Monſieur a Eftree ; 
and upon the 28th of May, 1672. you were attacked in Soul-Bay by De Ruyter, who 
cemmanded the Dutch, with a great deal of Bravery, and the Attack was made with 
great advantage on the Dutch fide ; you did what you could to have beaten the Dutch, 
and the French Admiral did what he was ſent for, and that was to look on till you 
both were well worried ; Vice-Admiral Montague was ſacrificed, and your Fleet ſo 
damnably mangled,that a man would have thonght you had met with another Smyrna 
Fleet ; but our Bells did ring for joy, but God knows there was no occaſion on your 
fide to boaſt of a Victory ; but you may ſee what it is to be in ill Company ; and, I 
think, they ſerved the Duich the fame Trick, when they joyned with them in the 
Year 1666. a remarkabie Year, you knovr for what ; bur cfthat in its proper place. 

What is next ? You may be will not own you were beaten by the Dutch; but ir 
is:Plain,that if you had a Viftory,it was not worth the name of one ; but we have 
no more fighting vnder your Command, How fared it with your Brother of France ? 
truly.very well ; for the relt of the Year paſſed with great ſucceſs to the French, but 
none to the Fngliſb : \ hat ſhall we do now ? What, did you begin that War upon 
Hopes ? yes, and great hopes too; the French King's ſupplying, us towards the car- 
Tying of it on, and taking the $744 Fleet, and a multitude of Putch Prizes; but 
Prob Dolor ! all theſe Hopes vaniſhed, and the Revenue exhauſted, and the 'Exche- 
quer-Money ſpent ; then, Sir, you were put to your Jaſt ſhifts. Since Liberty of 
Conſcience turned to fo little account ; well, you relved once. more to permit 
your Brother's Calling his-Parliament to ſit down on the 4th of February ,. 1673, 

. the very day appointed ; for God knows you were {© diſappointed, that-l wonder 
you were able to ſet out a Fleet that-Year. | "Fy 
s.. You come. ta-your laſt Project for the carrying on the War, . and that is the 
Parliament ; and. ſo by the good leave of your Bandits, they do fit down; but _ 4 
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which is the greateſt aſtoniſhment to me, that they could look a Partiament ia th - 
face,after they had adviſed and compleated ſo many Rogueries in an interval of Pz: 
ament ; and how you your ſelf could fit with eaſe in the Houſe of Peers, wher:. 
you could not but be conſcious to your ſelf of abetting and joining in -with thez+ 
Rogues in their Villany : Well then, Whar ſaid your Confpirators to the Parl;- 
ment ? Truly they communicated the War to them, and the Cauſes of the War - * 
Neceſlity of the War, 2nd the Danger of the War, if not ſupplied ; but not «4. . 
of your hopes of never wanting them any more ;z not a word of the. Delign of Pro- 
pagating the Catholic!: Cauſe; you meationed the Medals, and Pictures, and the 
Flag, but the Devil a word of the Northern Hereſie, and the reducing the States- 
General to the Popiih Religion. Truly, Sir, this Houſe of Commons took pity upon 
you, and according to their never-failing Loyalty to the Crown, knowing that a 
good Gratuity would appear to themſelves, put you off with the ſmall Pittance of 
1 250000 |, tho? thoſe Peytioners would waſh their hands of the War ; and therefore 
would not give this Money for the carrying a War againſt the Dutch, but for the 
King's Extraordinary Occaſions. But was this all they did ? no, it was not all ; there 
was ſomething elſe done that did ſomewhat «llay the growing Greatneſs of you,and 
your Conſpirators ; for tho' they were to be ſiipplied for their private Occaſions out. 
of the 1250000 |, they had given, yet they were ſenſible that the Nation began to 
ſmoak the true Cauſes of this wicked War, and the End for which it was undertaken. 
There was an Act preparcd before the Money-Bill was paſſec,by which your Popiſh 
Confpiiators were obliged to paſs through a new Stare-Purgatory, or to be uncapa- 
ble of any Publick !mployment. I remember, when } was abroad, what Curſes were - 
laid upon tlie Parliament for that ſcurvy Bill, and upon the Earl of Shaftsbury, who, 
tho” then Lord Chancellor, yet engaged fo far in that AC, and in defence of the 
Proteſtant Religion, that in due time it coſt him his Place ; which notwithſtanding 


. the Popiſh Perty's bitter Curſes, he won a fair Reputation, and became, to their great. 


grief.a zealous. iſertor of the Rights of the People of England. Was this all ? No, 
your firit ren to the Eſtabliſhment of Popery (the Indulgence I mean) was called in 
queſtion ; and tho? the Popiſh Party had contributed more than it was worth for 
the carrying on of the War,the King was pleaſed to cancel it,and promiſed that he 
never woul do ſo any more,and paſſed the Teſt-Bill : Did he fo ? Had he not pro- +: 
mifc! ©. Princeſs, your Siſter, that he would reſtore the Roman Catholick Religion, 
aut twat he wonld begin firſt in Ireland ; in order to which, you know the Lor 
Roberts was removed, and another that was baſe enough to do ſuch a Jobb,was ſent 
in his room; and you, in your Brother's Name, engaged the ſame to your Popiſh 
Contributors, and he engaged in his own name the like. It 1s ſcarce poſlible to 
believe it ; how could be anſwer this to Lewis the French King ? For it was his A- 
greement with him, to have the ſame Government, and the {ame Religion; truly 
he could not tell how to help it, the Sons of Zerviah were too many for him. 

And 1250000 1, was not to be loſt for want of a compliance with the Parliament ; 
and to you the King promiſed that he would make it up to the Roman Catholicks 
another way ; but how, and when, I could never learn: But, Sir, was it not hard 
that they ſhould be incapable of Offices and Employments, ſince they had purchaſed 
them at ſo dear a rate ? but theſe Arguments prevailed not ; ſo the Bills were paſſed, 
— Parliament was diſmiſſed till the 27th of OZeber 1673. and. good reaſon 
ere was for their diſmiſſion,for their ſitting was grown very uneaſie to your Po- 
piſh Conſpirators, D2 | But 
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But, Sir, we could not but laugh in our Sleeves to ce ſome of rhe Confpirators. 
take up the Croſs, and quit their Impltoyments ; as the Lord Clifford, the Lord Re!la- 
fr5.and Sir Thomas Strickland,and others,who had tong appeared zealous Sons of our 
Church, yet diſcovered to be of rhe Synagogue of Rome, as ſoon as the Teſt or Pur- 
gatory Bill paſſed ; and truly, Sir, we were not ſorrf*when you appeared to be of 
the ſame Complexion with thoſe other Conſpirators ; tho” at the ſame time,I muſt 
tell you, That your going off did aſtoniſh many men, there being no Record in Hi- 
itory of any Prince that changed his Religion in your Circumſtances. 

But, did your Confpirators ſtand {till, and put np the Sword that was drawn 
againſt the Dutch ? No,they had got 12505291. therefore you an1 they ſtrove with 
all imaginable ſtrength to regain by the War that part of rhe Curſe! Nelign that 
was loſt by Parliament, though ſome of you forſook your Places, rather than vour 
Conſciences ; yet,Sir,you never wanted ſome double-dy'* Sons ofthe Church of Fg - 
land to ſucceed in your Places, upon the fame Terms your Popiſh Conſpirators held 
them; fo that they were bur your Conſpirators Deputies, who followed the ſame 
Counlels, and carried on the ſame Delign, for this Year was a truitfal Year of En- 
gagements with the Dutch ; the Frenco carries all before him by Land , but. we got 
nothing from the Dutch, but maimed Ships, and broken Bones; we had indeed 
changed our General, but, our Succeſs was the fame : For you remember with whom 
we were in Conjunction, we may thank our felves for keeping ſuch ill Company : So 
that in a word, I may ſay, thoſe Heretick Dozs, as.tney were termed by the Great 
Lewis, were too many for our Engliſh Popiſh Conſpirarors. 

What then? Did we nothing by land? Had we not an Army at Black- Heath,and 
General Schombery at the head of them ; Yes, we had, but that good Gentleman, 
when he ſaw the Army, and underſtond that they were aot an Army againſt the 
Dutch, but were deſigned againſt Lon, he fairly quitted his Poſt,and the Kingdom 
at the ſame time, as being aſhamed of yuur Conſpirators Intentions in the raiſinz 
that Army : He being a French-man,you lmagined he would join with you in bring- 
ing in the French mode of Government ; an1 your Jr Papiſt that was Major-Ge- 
neral, was to have brought in the 1ri/h Religion ; the latter would have been true 
to theuttermolt of his power, and 7/;//h Diſcretioa ; but tne former was a Prote- 


_NTant, and fo waſhed his hands of the buſineſs. 


You will ſay, that the French were on our ſide; yes, Sir,.they were; but it is as 
Plain as the Sun ſhining at Noon day, that the French 1n this ſecond War againſt the 
Dutch, intended nothing leſs than really to aſſiſt us, tor he was no Changeling ; for he 
had praiſed the ſame Art at Sea, in the firſt War the Conſpirators had azaialt the 
Datch, when he was in League with them, for his Navy never did them any ſervice, 
for his buſineſs was only to ſze us batter one another; and it's well known, that when 
he pretended to be on our ſide, and to aflilt us, they then only took an opportunity 
to Sound our Seas, to ſpy our Ports, and to learn our Building, and contemplate ovr 
way of Fight, to conſume our Navy, and preſerve his own to increaſe his own Com- 
merce; and to order all ſo, that the two great Naval Powers of Europe being 
cruſhed together,that he might remaia Prince and Lord of the Ocean; and by conſe- 
quence, Maſter of all the Ifles,and the Continent into the bargain : To which purpoſe, 
you, and your Baiditts, furniſhed him with all poſſible Opportunities, as 1 ſhall by 
and by relate ; as well to put you in mind of what you, and the reſt of the Conſp: 
Tat2rs, did do, as to inform thoſe of your Party here that are ſtill ignorant = the 
Ot. - 
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Notwithſtanding that we were always worſted by the Dutch, yet they having a 
regard to the preſervation of our Religion and Liberties, which you had agreed to 
part withal to the French Court,made ſtrong Applications for a Peaze ; and the Con- 
ſpirators for a Supply to carry on the War ; and all Endeavours were by you, and 
your Friends,uſed to render the Dutch odious to the Parliament ; witneſs the Impor- 
tunities that were uſed, and great Aſſurances given : In a word, nothing but the Voice 
of War was in their Mouths. But you know that there was an unhappy Accideaf fell 
out, which I ſhall ſhow you in its proper place, that made the King put off the Par- 
liament that ſat down the 27th of O&ober, till the 7th of January following; and in 
the mean time, what Artifices your Accomplices uſed for to prepare the Parliament 
to have an ill Opinion of the Dutch, you may ſee in the Speech made by that Villain 
of a Keeper, who was your Tool to all intents and purpoſes ; you may remember 
how he repreſented the Dutch, how averſe they were to Peace and Reaſon, and how 
uncivil and indire@ in their Overtures of Treaty with His Majelty ; and therefore 
a demand was made of a proportionable and ſpeedy Supply : But the Dutch, who 
found themſelves abuſed and obſtructed, and hitherto in a manner excluded from all 
manger of Application ; and whatever means they had uſed, was ſtill miſinter- 
preted and ill repreſented, they were ſo wiſe and induſtrious, as by this time to have 
undeceived moſt of the Members of Parliament'; therefore the Houſe of Commons - 
were for a Peace to be made with the Dutch; and in order thereunto,would not part 
with one Penny,judging that to be the beſt means for a Peace to follow ; and beganto - 
call ſome cf your Rogues to an account, that had been principal Contrivers of that 
moſt ungodly War; this was an excellent, but a new way of negotiating a_Peace 
with the States-General. 1 well remember, that ſome of your Friends began to 
look blue upon the buſineſs, looking every day to be called to an account for their - 
Conſpiracy againſt our Laws, Liberties, and Religion, in the contriving and car- - 
Trying on this War, as aforeſaid : (By this means, Sir, but full againſt your will) 
I can tell how it grieved your Soul, to ſee the general bent of the whole Nation 
to be againſt the War, eſpecially becauſe the French were engaged init: In a word, 
The Houſe of Commons adviſed your Brother toa Juſt and an HonourablePeace with 
the States-Generl, which the King put off till it could be no longer oppoſed ; then. a - 
Peace was concluded with the Dutch; and when that was done, the Commons {tilt . 
had an evil Eye upon the Conſpirato: s,and got eight new Regiments to be disbands - 
ed ; that as the Exchequer had been [hut up, Loudon might not be plundred,and the 
Citizens might not be Dragooned out of their Eſtates. Liberties, and Religion, all 
at once. Upon this Peace being concluded with the Dutch, oh, what complaining 
Letters did you ſend to your Friends at St, Omers ! charging the Ring,your Brother 
with the greateſt breach of Promiſes and Oaths made to Madam,the Princeſs ; an 
alſo Letters were ſent to Doway, to the Monks there, yet aſſuring them you would 
never leavethe Cauſe ſo; for you ſtil] hoped that his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would 
do the work, and ruin the Dutch States, that they might not be.a Neſt for Rebels -- 
and Hereticks : 

I was ſaying juſt now,How could K. Charles anſwer the Cancelling the Declaration- 
of Indulgence,and the paſſing the Teſt-Bil,to Zewis his great Ally ? But now, Sir, I: 
much more wonder how he could an{wer to that King, his Concluding a Peace wirh . 

e States-General of the United Provinces > for this ſeemed to me, and many others, 


the greateſt Riddle how this would ſtand with the Holy League that he had _ 
with - 


/ 
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with that King to root out Hereſie, and to ſet up Popery ? For could we have but 
ruined the Dutch, the work had been done to all intents and purpoſes. 

Your Party well knew, that @harles, your ſelf, and the then Lords of the Admi- 
ralty, fell under the diſpleaſure of the French ns by conſent ; and fince you could 
not humble the Dutch, how willingly you condeſcended that the High and Mighty 
Monarch of France ſhould have the humbling of the Engliſh Nation ? for by your 

-Advice and Procurement it was agreed, That he ſhould let looſe kisPrivateers among 
our Merchant-men ; ſo that from that time there was no ſecurity of Commerce and 
Navigation, notwithſtanding the publick Amity that was betv72en the two Crowns ; 
but at Sea they murthered, plundered, mad? Prize, and Confiſcated thoſe thzy met 
with; their Pyrats laid before the Mouths of our Rivers, hovered ail alcz npou 
our Coaſts, took our Ships in the very Ports ; infomuch, that we 1a a manne: were 
blockt up by Water ; and it any made application at his Sovereign Port tor Jultice, 
they were inſolently baffled, if not cruelly beaten : This you know, and the Na- 
tion well knew, that Charles, your ſelf, and the Admiralty, were Accomplices in 
This matter, and that it did turn to a good account to the Conſpirators, as can be 
made appear, even, Sir, to your face at St. Germains : And this way of uſing the 
Nation continued till the latter end of the Year 1676. even from our concluding 
the Peace with the States-General of the United Provinces, 

Was this all? No, this way of Pyrating was only a mark of his Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty's Diſpleaſure. It was no reparation for our good King Charles's not keeping 
his word with him; therefore all diligence was uſed to ſupply him with Recruits 
and thoſe who would go voluntarily over, were encouraged ; others that would 
not, were preſſed, impriſoned, and carried over by main force, even as the Parlia- 
ment here was ready to ſet down, notwithſtanding all the former frequent Appli- 
cations to the contrary : Nay, yet further, How did you empty all the Magazines 
of the Kingdom to furniſh the French with all ſorts of Ammunition ? of which, Sir, 
a particular Account was taken, and can be given, if demanded. 

It is, Sir, well known, that King Charles having broken the Tripple League,and 
made a War upon the Dutch without Cauſe, and had made Peace with them ; he 
would never enter into a League Offenſive and Defenſive with them ; yet he could 
make one with the French, though he had taken the Kingdom's Money to enter in- 
to an attual War: Nay, that Conſpirator Coventry, had the League Offenſive and 
Defenſive, made with the French King, in his Pocket, when the Houſe of Com- 
mons voted the Money for an actual War with France. 

It may be, Sir, you may ſay that K. Charles did make an Alliance with Folland ; 
and the Articles of the League were,on April 30. 1678. laid before the Hovſe by the 
King's eſpecial direttion : It may be ſo; But will your Party call that a League Of- 
fenfive and Defenſive,fit for a Parliament of England to agree to? No, for fee how 
the Houſe reſented that Sham-League; and to this end obſerve their Vote, May the 
4th, 1678. Reſolved, That the League Offenſive and Defenſive with the States-General 
of the United Provinces, with the Artieles relating thereunto, are not purſuant to the Ad- 
dreſſes of this Houſe,nor conſiſtent with the Good and Safety of the Kingdom. That was one 


© Reſolve. But there was a ſecond Reſolution of the Houſe upon the ſame day. Reſolved, 


That it 1s the Opinion of this Houſe, That His Majeſty be bumbly adviſed and deſired forth- 
with to enter into the preſent Alliances and Confederations with the Emperor, the K. of Spain, 


nd with the States-General of the United Proyinces, for the vigorous carrying on the War » 


againſt 
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againſt the French King,and for the pood and ſafety of His Majeſty's Kingdoms :,and patti- 
cularly, That effetual Endeawours i uſed fgen dna the NG un. 4 in the ge" a 
Confederation; And that it be agreed by all Parties Confederate,to prohibit all Trade between 
their Subjetts,and Countries, and France,and all other Dommions of tne French King. And 
that no Commodities of France, or of the Dominions of the French King, be imported into 
their Countries from any place whatſoever : And alſo that all endeavours be uſed to invite 
all other Frinces and States into the ſaid Confederation;and that no Truce or Peace be made, 
or agreed to,with the French King,by His Majeſty,or any of the Confederates, without the 
general Conſent of all the Confederates had firſt therein.Both which Reſolves were ſent to 
His Majeſty by the Members of Parliament that were of the Privy Council ; and what 
a Meſſage they receive on the 6th of Xay following,ſhews plainly his unwillingneſs 
to enter into League with the Confederates againſt France : And, Sir, you know the 
Reaſon why,Becauſe the Intereſt and Religion of Lewis the French King,was the In- 
tereſt and Religion of the King your Brother, and your ſelf, and Confpirators. 
But,Sir,that which teſtifies your Brother's Ob/nacy,is refuling to enter into ſuch 
a League Offenſzve and Defenſive with the States-General of the United Provinces; &C. 
For notwithſtanding the Treaty of Peace with the St.ites General, had not you, and 
your Confſpirators, furniſhed the French King with Men and Arms,and Ammunition, 
againſt the very Tenure and Intent of the ſaid Treaty ? Therefore the Lords and - 
Commons join in an Addreſs on the 10th of November, 1675. in which they earneſtly 
preſſed the King, your Brother, to call home his SubjeQs from the Service of the - 
French King ; but inſtead of that, more were ſent, and many of them by force, or . 
fraud. Ca!] to mind the Addreſs made by the Houſe of Commons, on May 20,1675. 
where great Complaints were made by the Houſe, of the Conſpirators ſupplying the - 
French King with Men,not a few, but conſiderable numbers,to the great diſcourage- 
ment of the Confederates engaged in the Common Cauſe againſt that proud Monſter 
of Mankind.So the Vote of May 23,1677. Reſolved, That an bumble Addreſs be pre- - 
ſented to His Majeſty, That he would be pleaſed to enter intoa League Offenſive and Defenſvve - 
with the States-General of the United-Provinces ; and to make fuch other Alliances with - 
fuch other Coufederates as His Majeſty ſhall think f:t,againſt the Growth and Power of the - 
French K1nz,and preſervation of the Netherlands. And what was done upon all theſe + 
Addreſſes ! truly, very little; but up ſtarts a League made with the Dutch,that was not .. 
worth one Farthing;and how that Sham-League was kept,we all very well remember. 
Bur as a further prodf of your Brother's being unwilling to enter-into any firm - 
and hearty League with the Confederates engaged againſt the French King, remember - 
This ; That through yours,and the Power the reſt of the Conſpirators had over him, 
he could never. be brought to enter into,and be engaged in an adual War with France, 
notwithſtanding all the humble Applications made to him by Parliaments ; nay, tho - 
he paſled a Bill ro enter into a War with France, and had the Benevolence given in 
that Zill in order to the ſame, yet a firm League was made with France,the Intereſt and - 
Religion of the French King, and the King, your: Brother, and your ſelf, being all one. 
In the firſt place be plcaſed, Sir,to remember, that the Parliament that was ad- 
journed to the Third of Decemb.1677:and then put off till the Fifteenth of Janua- | 
ry-16; 7; but that day being-come;both Houſes met,but by a Meſſage to the Houſe * 
ofCommons,they are ordered to Adjourn till the Twenty eighth,and the pretended 
caſon the then King gave (or rather you,and your Confpirators) that His Maje- 


ſy had matters of great Importance in order to.the ſatisfaction of their —_ So 
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forthi Preſervation of Flanders) but it ſo fel} out, that things were not then fo ripe, 
as ina few days they would be; therefore it was his Majeſty's Royal Will and Plez- 
ſure that the Houſe d> immediately Adjourn till the 28th of the fame month. 

The Mefſaze was very Grateful to the Houſe of Commons, and to many others, 
who undzr{tood not the Conſpiracy, for the deſign was clear another thing than 
what. they had conceived. The day of their mceting comes, and they are enter- 
tained with a Specch full of good Words, yet he Reprimands them for their diſtrult, 
and to ſhew them how they were miſtaken, they are told what a great care the King 
had taken of the Proteſtant Religion : And in order thereunto, he had concluded a 
Match with the Lad; ary, to the Prince of Orange ; (but you know, Sir, that it 
was full ſore againit his and your Wills) a Prince Profeſſing the ſame Religion with 
vs (which by K. Charles's good leave) was a great miſtake; for I dare fay that the 
Prince of Orange, now our Ring, never Receiv'd the Sacrament from the Church of 
Rome in all his days, which to my certain knowledge K. Charles did, and afterwards 
Receiv'd it from the hands of a Biſhop of the Church of England the ſelt-ſame day, 
But to go on with his Speech, he told them that the Prince of Or.mge was a Prince 
ingaged in Arms to Defend the Common Cauſe of Chriſtendom ; and fo he goes on 
and talks of Alliances, and forgets not to call for a freſh Supply, that he might 
carry 0n his Alliances made, and to be made. Well, Sir, What was the effect of 
this Moſt Gracious Speech ? I remember that the Houſe in return made an humble 
but a ſharp Addreſs, and the Speech was not anſwered with Thanks in General, 
but only in Particular, relating to the King's care he had of the Proteſtant Religi- 
on ; which Addreſs was concluded on January 31 following, 

In that Addreſs they promiſe the King Supplies, provided he would enter into 
an actual War with France, and joyn in with the Confederates, and Exclaim againſt 
the growing Greatneſs of the French King ; and that it muſt be Peace, that they 
wovld have the French King left in no better condition than he was upon the Con- 
cluſion of the Pyrenean Treaty. 

I remember when this Addreſs was made,l was at St. Omers but we had news from 
Coleman how you reſented it ; nay, Sir, it's well known that the Addreſs ſtuck terri- 
bly in your ſtomach,as well as the Match between the Prince of Orange,and the Lady 
Mary, (our late Gracious Queen,) by which, 'Sir, you could not but eaſily perceive 
that the Houſe of Commons had got ſome ſcent of the Damnable Plot that was car- 
Tying on againſt our Religion, Laws, and Liberty ; and your underhand-dealing 
with France and the Popiſh Intereſt. But that men might not underſtand you too well, 
your Agents were bulie both in City and Conntry to nouriſh a Report of Alliances 
with the Confederates,and aWar with France; and ſo big they pretended to be of the 
War with France, that they avowed the certainty of it both in words and in Print ; 
all this I fay was to keep the Nation in horrid Ignorance + To thisiend,Sir,you hired 
a Tool that had pawned his Soul for Bread, to write againſt the French King ; but all 
was not gold that gliſtered,there was no Money like to come, becauſe that the Houſe

bath but an 1r//þ Underſtanding, may eaſily judge from hence of the Loyalty of that 
Party of Men ; 1 would willingly, Sir, appear to aay 6ne of your dear Joys, and 
ſtand by his Judgment in that Caſe. | 
6. One Point more,and then, Sir,l ſhall have done upon this Head; and that is the Loy- 
airy of your Popiſh Conſpirators, who to ingratiate themſelves with the Government 
of the ſaig Protector, procured Manning to be a Spy upon your Brother ; and he was 
» not ox allowed well by that Party by your direction, but alſo had- a very Bountiful | 
. Penſion too, by the ſaid Protector; but be was in due time found out,and executed by your 
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Brother ; he was of the ſame Red Letter with your ſelf ; and therefore, when dead, he 
'had Maſſes ſung for him,as the uſual Reward and Playſter. 

There were other Specimens of their Loyalty,but I ror bear to mention them now, be- 
cauſe there are ſome other things to be diſcourſed with you ; but this I ſay, That we 
| ſhould have forgonten and forgiven all theſe foul proceedings of your dearly beloved 
Popiſh Party; and we ſhould not have envied the Security they enjoyed, or the Favours 
{through your procurement they had attained to; provided they had not abuſed them in 
joyning with you to ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion and Government, in turning the 
Foneinto downright Popery,and the other into French Slavery ; but alas, good men and 

true. ſuch an opportunity of promoting the Catholick Relizion was not to be lolt ; they 
having a Prince converted to ſuch a degree of Zeal and Piccy,as not to regard any thing 
in the World in compariſon of the Converiion of Enpglid, that hath a long time been 
oppreſſed, and miſerably haraſſed withHereſy and Schilm;to a:compliſh which, you would 
aſſaſſinate the King's Perſon,deſtroy our City;murther his Majeity's Subjets, tubvert our 
F Religion. and diſturb the Peace of Mankind ; and your preſent Delign that is diſcovered. 
goth prove beyond all manner of objection and doubt, That that, Sir, thro' your Bro- 
-ther's,and your grace and favour,they did then carry on their Deiigns for advancing the 
- Power of the Pope and Frcnch King, to advance the Relipion of the one, and the lntereſt 
and Government of the other ; none daring to ſuggeſt the leaſt thing to bring them un-

2. A ſecond thing that gave yon,and your Popiſh Conſpirators,ſuch an advantaze for 
the carrying on your wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes, was the unhappy Diviſions amongſt | 
us poor Proteſtants; for as the Conſpirarors improved that little Stock of Credit they 
had by being for Charles the Firſt in the Civy4 War, againſt himſelf and Parliament; and 
the Prieſts, Jeſuits and Fryars made nfe of that Credit to. reduce us to the Obedience of 
the See of Rome ;, ſo you, and the relt of the, Popiſh Crew, made uſe of our Diviſions 
amongſt our ſelves, to carry on the ſame Deſign. Now Sir, there were two main 
things which did greatly adminiſter to this unhappy Divilion. 

1. The Parties divided were come to a more equal Ballance, as to numbers, on each 
| _ reſpectively, than at any Seaſon heretofore : For, Sir, con{ider this, That during the T 
| eigns of Q, E/r3veth,K, 74ames I. and K. Ch.rles 1. the Diſſenters, from the Eſtabuſhed 
way of the Church of England, were but few, in compariſon of thoſe who were for Pre- 
lacy, and the Rites and Ceremonies required by Law in their Worſhip and Service of 
God ; ſo that there being little or no jealouſy of any danger to the Church of *n1and 
from the Proteſtant Dillenters, how zealous ſoever they might be in theic way, yet the 
watchfulneſs of the Prelates, and their Curates, were chiefly exerciſed upon thoſe of the 
Romiſh Communion : But the Proteſtant Dilleaters ſince are like to the People of 1ſrael, 
in.the Land of Egypt,very much mulriplied,to that degree, that they are come nearer to 
the other Party.than heretofore they did; the main care therefore of the Prelates; and 
their inferior Clergy,together with. old Roger their Guide,did much abate towards their 
old Friends of the Church of Rome, and exerted the ſame to the Proteſtant Difſenters. 

2.But another great Cauſe of the dividing the Proteſtant Intereſt,was the ver} vere, 
ut juſt. Entertainment, the Prelates with the Scandalous and Ignorant. Clergy met With * 
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from the Proteſtant Diſſenters in the late Times of Reformation ; when they were re- 
ſtored by the return of your Brother from Exile, they meaſured the ſame again to the: 
Proteſtant Diſſenters, when they had the Law on their ſide, and your Grace and Fa- 
your into the bargain ; they remembred all the old Scores, by which great Animoſities 
and Heats have been between Party and Party ; the Prelates aiming then at the ruin of 
the Diſſenters for aiming at the reformation of Prelacy and Superſtition. By this, F 
fay, a difference is riſen, that in all humane probability can never be made up, 

We cannot but from hence very eaſily, not only by Reaſon, bur by Experience, gathe 
the grear uſe you,and the reſt of the Popyh Party,made of them to carry on their Deſigns 
for the ſubverting the Religion and Government of this Nation:For,as the pretence of theſe 
Diviſions hath been made uſe of as an Ar2ument to pervert ſuch as knew not that the 
Diviſions of your Synagogue of Rome are more numerous,and their Feds more irreconcilas 
ble than ours;ſo ſubtile have your Conſprrators been, by winding thentiſelves into all Cong 
panies;nay,muſtering themſelves in all parties;endeavoured both to heighten the Differe 
ces,to make their Animy/zties not only hotter, but more immortal ; and while one Party 
of Proteſtants have been crying out agaiaſt the other for their Schi/m, and the other crys 
ing out againſt them for their Superſtition and Ferſecution; you, and your Party, to the res 
proach of both were «determining that holy Faith which they equally enter in;and carry: 
mg adeſign of dejtroying the one as well as the other, they being, in your eſteem, both 
equally Herericks, 4 

3. A third thing that contributed much to your bringiag of Popery and Slavery inte 
theſe Kingdoms, was the general Prophanenets and Debauchery which had overſpreat 
theſe Nations beyond what in any former Reign had been obſ{{rved. Sir, you in this,by 
and with the Conient, Advice,and Example of the King.your Brother ; and yorr Confſpt 
rators followed the Counſel of Cardinal Mazarine,in the Year 1654. at Parts,when th 
Popiſh Party were but at a low ebb in Fnpland ; That the only way to accompliſh th 
Work in England, was to debauch them firſt, and make them Atheiſts ; and when t 
was done, they would ſoon make good Papilts ; for this you well knew,and fo did you 
Popiſh Party, That a prophane, debauched Perſon is truly of no Religion,and therefor 
indifferent to ſeem to be of any, as Intereſt and Temptation ſways him ; fo it is-plaiz 
that no man cares to be of that Religion, which coademns all thoſe Ways and. PraQ 
ces which he is reſolved to purſue with his utmolt vigour, 

Do bur take notice that the Popiſh Religion was ſuch as would allow them in all thof 
wicked ways to which their vicious Inclinations led them, and doth ſecure them frox 
the horror and dread of Eternal Wrath and Vengeance; for your Religion, maket 
thoſe to be no Sins, tho committed by ſome again!t the expreſs Command of Chri 
himſelf : If they are ſuch things as the Word of: God hath ſet a mark upon as enc 
mous, then they are made Venial Offences only ; and if they are Sins which your $ 
nagogue calls Mortal, which are indeed the molt daring and prodigious Enormitie 
through their Doctrines of Pennance and Abſolutions, and Papal Indulgences, you.a 
ſecure from the Pains of the damned in the other World. 

By this means, Sir,you and your Conſpirators,increaſed the namber of your Cony 
and ſtrengthened your hands ſo far,that you boaſted to Bedd:ngfield, your Conteſſor,th 
you did nor doubt: but ina very few years to have ſuch a number of Catholick Gentleme 
and others, that you feared not but ro.have a Catholick Army. twſficient to ſappreſst

Confeſlor, and told me moreover his Opinion of my Lord Arlington and the Parliament, 
Finch is, That neitaer the one, nor the ot! er, 15 in his Intereſt or mine, and thereupon be deſired 
me to make ſuch Propoſals as 1 ſhould think fit in this-Conjundure, - . Sirgt 
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| Sir, give me leaveto obſerve this to you, the Jeſuits in the Reigns of Q, Elizabeth, and 
I of K, 7ames I. till the Match of his Son with France, laboured nothing more diligently 
f than the advancing the King of Spain to the Univerſal Monarchy of Europe ; but that 
5 Crown being by various ways and means much weakened and rendred wholly uncapable 
of aſpiring any farther in that matter, the falſe and treacherous Jeſuits have of late 
! years applied theniſe!ves with mighty diligence to ſerve the Intereſt, and to promote 
the Grandeur of the French Monarch. In which your own Engagements do ſufficiently 
* appear, for how have you with thoſe firſt-born of Pride and Treachery kindled thoſe 
4 Flames of War which have not only laid the moſt flouriſhing Provinces in Europe waſte, 
and rendered the Kingdoms of Frote Fields of Blood, and with them do ſtill nouriſh

I pray, Sir, what was your Opinion ? It was the French King's Cpinion, which was, that 
your Intereſts were ſo clearly linkt together, that thoſe that oppoſed the one, ſ71414 be Ioohed upon 
as Enemies to the other. Did you agree with the French King, in any thing elſe * Yos,T hat 
the Lord Arlington and the Parliament, were not im your Intereſt. 116 1m the in cc/t of the 
French X*1g. And I agree with you,Sir, in omnibus; bot whit 07 this? Then tc deſigns 
of A4rlimgton, and of the Parliament muſt be preve:ited : Wh4#, 1 pray, were thoſe ? 
They were to engage the King, if poſſible, to enter into a League oficniive and de- 
- fenſive with the States General of the United Provinces, and to \oyn with the Confede- 
rate Princes, and to enter into an actual War with 7rance, and ts advance the Prince 
of Orange by marrying your Elgeſt Daughter to him : This leſt was done ful! fore 
againſt yours, and your Brother's Will, bur the other were not done ; fo zealovily 

| had cngaged your Brother in the French Interelt, That 
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That theſe were the Lord Arlingtor's deſigns, and the deſigns of that Part © 
of the Parliament that gave themſelves Leiſure to- deſign, is apparent -from 
what you ſay in the ſame Letter, thus, Moreover, 1 made ſome Propoſals which 
I thoupht neveſſary to bring to paſs what we were obliged to undertake ; aſſurmg 
bum, that nothing could be ſo firmly eſtabliſhed, our Intereſt with the King my Bro- 
| ther, as that wery ſame Offer of the help of his Purſe, by which means 1 bad 
much Reaſon to kopge to perſuade him to the Diſſolving of the Parhan.ent, and to 
make void the Deſigns of my Lord Arlington, who works mceſſantly to advance 
the Inter: of the Prince of Orange and the Hollanders, and to leſſen that of 
the King your Maſter, 
1 And did my Lord -rlington do ſo ? It ſeems he did ; and 1 think it was the 
only good thing that ever he did; for which he was to be deſtroyed, and 
the Parliament difſo'ved, and every thing that ſtood in the way of France and 
your ſelf; nay, a Parliament that is not in your Intereſt muſt not ſtand. 
We have ſeen into my Lord Arlington's Deſigns, I pray, what were yours 
and the French King's, for which you had made ſome Propoſals, and com- 
pare*them together : Yours, and the French King's Deſigns were to rum the 
Progeſtant Religrm , as Coleman in his Letter to the Pope's Internuncio at 
+Brixels, Aug. 21. 1674. zBut Arlington's was to leſſen, and if poſlible, he was 
to deſtroy the Intereſt of the French King. You hab a mighty Work upon 
your hands, no leſs than the Converſion of three Kingdoms, and the utter Sub- 
| duing of a peſtilent Hereſie, which had for ſome time domineered over this Northern 
. part of the World : and you hgd never ſo great hopes of it, ſince your Queen 
Mary's Days. The Lord +lington he had a mighty Work in hand too,and that 
was to advance the Intereſt of the Prince of Orange and the Dutch, who were 
much in danger of being ſubdued by the French King, You for your De- 
ſigns, next to God Almighty, you relied upon the mighty Mind of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, for his Aid and Aſſiſtance : But Arlington did rely upon 
the mighty Mind of an Engliſh Parliament, for their Aid and Afliſtagee. * 
Vour Delign was to get the Parliament diſſolved, and never to have another; 
His deſign was to have this diſſolved, and ſpeedily to call another : Yours 
ras for advancing the French Intereſt ; and his, though he was a Papiſt, was 
tr advancing the Intereſt of the Confederates, and to lefſen the Intereſt of 
he French King : You were for Three hundred thouſand Pounds, advanced by 
12 French King, to give the Proteſtant Religion ſuch a Blow as it could not fub- 
{iſt ; bur he,for nothing, was to give the French King and his Intereſt tuch a Blow 
15 that. ſhould nor fubtiſt. The French King, by La Chaiſe, gives you and your 
Secretary thanks for your Zeal and Service in order to the promoting the Po- 
piſh Religion : and I do not queſtion but the Prince of Orange and the Dutch 
were as thankful, by their Miniſters at our Court, to the Lord Arlmgton and 
his Party, for promoting their Cauſe and Intereft with the Parhament : Your 
deſign was to eſtabliſh a good Underſtanding, between the King your Bro- 
ther and his Moſc Chriſtian Majeſty and your ſelf, which you {ay 4rlmgton and 
his Party endeavoured by a thouſand Deceits, to break, to the end they mighe 
ſupplant all three of you ; but Ain? Deſign was to eſtabliſh a good Un- 
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derſtanding and Intelligence between the Parliament, the Prince of Orange, 
and the States-General : You ſay that Arlington and his Party had uſed a thouſand 
Deceits to carry on his Rogueries to betray the Councils of France and England ; 
and you and your Party uſe! Ten thouſand Rogueries to betray England, Hol- 
land, and the Prince of Orange to the French King: You ſaid, throvgh the De- 
ceits of the Lord 4rimpton, your Deltgns ſucceeded not, but through your Vio- 
lence and Folly, his Dceligns ſucceeded to the Honour of God and the Happineſs 
of the three Kingdoms, and you are living upon the Chariry of that Monſter of 
Mankind whoſe IntereltYou advanced whillt you were here. 

But you will ſay, what 1s all this to the Purpoſe ? Yes, it is much to the Purpoſe. 
You may ſee that the Nation knows well how you intereſted the French King 
in all your Councils, to change the Proteſtant Religion inro down-right Popery, 
and the well eſtabliſhed Government into French Arbitrary Power; and were 
'not your Party grown to ſuch a height of Infcicace, that they boaſted openly 
of the Aid and Aſſiſtance the French was to give ior the ſetting up the Romiſh 
Religion. 

3. A Third Step yon took to ruin the Proteſtant Religion and the well eſta- 
bliſhed Government of England, was your unhappy Match with the Daughter of 
Modena, 1 muſt put you in mind what the Opinion of the then Parliament en- 
tertained of that Match, and that you may ſee in theſe following, Particulars. 

1, That it would diſquiet the Minds of the Proteſtants at home, and fill them 
with endleſs Jealouſies and Diſcontents, and would bring the King your Brother 

into ſuch AVtances abroad as might prove highly prejudicial, if not deitruttive, 
to the Proteſtant Religion it ſelf, Now Sir, it was your main Deſign to inflame 
the hearts of the People, and put them upon a Ferment. And you engaged 
the King in the ſaid Marriage, as might put him upon thoſe Alliances as might 
weaken his Eſteem with his People, and ſtrengthen you and your Popiſh Cur- 
-throats in your Conſpiracy againſt the Pexce and Tranquility of the Nation : For, 
Sir, in a Letter of Coleman's to Aſhby, the ReQtor of S. Omcys, he faith, you com-- 
manded him to let the Fathers know, that that Match was to {rrengthen the Ca- 
tholick Cauſe and Intereſt, and that now the King your Brother, who had inga- 
ged in it, would be engaged to nnite himielf ina more near Alliance to his Ma- 
jeſty of France, and the Princes of Italy, April 2. 1674. 

2. That they had found by ſad experience, that ſuch Matches had encon- 
raged Popery within this Kingdom, and had given Oppo:ttunity to Prieſts and 
Jefuits to propagate their wicked and deviliſh Do&rines, and to ſeduce great 
numbers of the King's Proteſtant Subjects, You that had ſuch a mighty Work 
upon your hands, as the Converiion of three Kingdoms, and the Subduing of 
a peltilent Hereſie which had fo long domineered in theſe Kingdoms ; and it 
being a great V/ork, and the Labourers in your great Harveſt being but few, 
and you being like to meet with mighty Oppolition , as indeed you did. 
and an effectual one too, in that it did import you to have all the Aſſiſtance 
you could, that your Labourers might not be out of breath ; and tho?, next to 
God's (or rather the DeviFs) Providence, you did rely on the mighty Mind of 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, whoſe Generous Soul had inclined him to hxgy 
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Barbarous and Traiterous Undertakings; and tho* his Temper was,in that, very 
much like your own ; yet three or four Strings to your Bow, were more than one 
for the more Alliances abroad with Catholick Princes, would increaſe the Num- 
ber of your Labourers in the Devil's Harveit : Therefore in order to this,what 
Alliances you were engazing your Brother in, you weil know, and you cannot 
forget how all that De!1zn was laſhed, and by whom. 


But, Sir, you mutt be ſtone-blind, and fo rut your whole Party, if you did 
not ſee that Experien-e had taught my Lord 4rl;zgion and the Parliament how 


ſuch Matches had been f:tal to this Kinydom and ts their Deſigns: The Match 
of the King, your F:rhcr, with the Daughter of Fraxce, was the firſt Step that 
was taken to advance 7opery and the trench Intereſt in £::2]:m4; and when ſhe 
came over, what a Swarm of Prieſ:s and Fryars followed her ; and what Num- 
bers of Prieſts and Jeſtits ſhe protetied, and what Numbers were ſecuced in 
hopes of Employment under her, or of Preterment by her Grace and Favour ; 
and how that unhappy Prince was influenced by her Councils till ſhe had pro- 
moted a War in Sco:lanud by the Inflaence of tliat old Incendiary, Cardinal 
Richlieu, and the Rebellion in Jrelad, and the bloody Civil Wars here, which 
terminated in the Ruin, and, by the Juſt Judgment of God, in the untimely 
end of the Father. 

2: The Match of the King your Brother with the Daughter of Portuga!, by 
v/hom he could, through the Bleſling of God, have no Ifſue: This Lady, what 
the wanted in Underſtanding to be a Counſellor, ſhe had made up to her, in 
the bleſſed Gifts of Malice, and Treaſon, and Revenze, which ſhe exerciſed to 
the vtmoſt : And what Swarms of Prieſts, Jeſmts, Mons, and Fryars were by 
her protected, and with what Zeal ſhe promoted the Romtſh Religion, and pro- 
tected Men that were in a Conſpiracy againſt our Religion, Laws and Liberties ; 
and how great Numbers were by her Prieſts perverted t& the Romiſh Faith, to 
the great. aniguiet of tic Government, the Pariiament we. Knew - And there- 
fore, Sir, you muſt know that the Experience they had 07 theſe rwo confiderable 
Matches, how tara! they had been to theſe Eingdoms, was a faſficient Motive 
for to mntorpoſe in yours, 

3. The Parliament obCrvel how your Deviliſh Popiſh Party were animated 
by the hones of this Match before it was conſummate, which were diſcouraged 
by the Kinzs Conceſſions at the laſt meeting of that Parliament ; you know 
what they were, the Breaking the Indulgence, and the Paſling the Teſt Bill. 
M; Lord Arlizzton and the Parliament were very proſperous in their Rogueries, 
(as. ;ou called them) thoſe Sons of Zerv#1ab were then too many for you and your 
dammble Crew. 

It Bremembred,. vpon the hopes of this Maich, that a Proteſtant could 
ſcaxce Cane within your Court at St. James's, but he was afronted by 
your Poph Crew, and ſcarce a better Word than Dama you tc: 4 Heretick 
Dog ; and hen Complaints were made to you of theſe Inſolencies , the 
Complainer tygq no cther Redreſs than, What Buſineſs had you there ? 
Infomuch that %js, '{ort of Carriage was obſerved by the Parliament, and 
upon this Conliration they interpoſed with all their Might, to hin- 
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der, if poſſible, the Conſummation of the. intended Marriage to. that Italian 
Princeſs, 


4. They did greatly fear it would occaſion the leſſening the Aﬀedtions of the 
People to your Perſon, and for that you were ſo nearly related to the Crown, 
they deſired that your Hononr and Eiteem ſhould be preſerved : But had they 
known of your Traiterous Confederacy with the French King, and with him 
deſigning to ſubvert our Religion, Laws and Liberties, they would ſooner have 
addreſled for your being Baniſhed from the King's Preſence and his Councils for 
ever, if not to have ſent you out of the World as you juſtly deferved. 

But, Sir, you may remember, that you once were the Darling of the Nation, 
and had the Eſteem and Aﬀections of the People, upon the Account of 
your being the Son and Brother of a King, and ſtood in a very near Relation 
to.the Crown of England in the time of your Brothers Reign ; but when your 
Traiterous Deligns were laid open, the Parliament, Apr. 27. 1679. Reſolved, 
That your being a Papiſt, and the Hopes of your coming ſuch to the Crown, 
had given the greateſt Encouragement to the then diſcovered Conſpiracy and 
Deſigns of the Papiſts againſt his Majeſty your Brother , and the Proteſtant 
Religion : Notwithſtanding this Vote of-the Houſe of Commons, you had 
an impudent Crew that did endeavour to perſuade the Nation, and not with- 
out ſome Effet, through the Power of their bold Aſleverations that you were 
No Papiſt, but of the eſtabliſhed Religion; only that you were a Prince of 
more Generolity and Greatneſs of Mind, than to comply with the Capricio's 
of a Parliament, in Renouncing this, or Swearing to that, as they ſhould in 
in humour enact ; which Roguery in Converſation paſſed with a- great many 
- Raſcally Profligate Proteſtants, who wonld not believe your being a Papiſt, till 
the day you opened your Chappel or Oratory, the next, or next Sunday but one.

s. The Parliament was of an Opinion, that for an Age afrer the Conſur- 
mation of the ſaid Marriage, at the leaſt the People of-Eng/zvd would be. under 
continued Apprehenſions of the Growth of Popery,and the Danger of the Prote- 
ſtant Religion ; and ſo they were an Age before : For when they ſaw ſo many Pi- 
racies made on the Dutch FaQories in the Years 1663. 1664.and a wicked War 
commenced in the Year 1665. and the City fired by Papilts in_the Year 1666s, 
and the Papiſts. encouraged, not only 'in the Years aforeſaid, but in the Year

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That the Proteſtant Religion was by this means in danger, is beyond Dif- 
putation ; for it had three great Enemies conſpiring againſt it, that had made a 
League together, todeſtroy it and all thoſe Princes and States that did intend to 
maintain and uphold it,- iz. your Brother Charles, the French King, and your 
ſelf ; and this Confederacy was ſet up to deſtroy the Prince of Orange, the Go- 
vernment of the States-General,and the Parliament of England;and this the Parlia- 

ment feared, and therefore they interpoſed in this Marriage. 


ObjeF, But here an Objeftion will ariſe : Why ſhould the Parliament ob- 
ject againſt this Match, and be fo zealous in their Interpoſition to prevent 
this Match with the Daughter of A0deaa, ſince it is plain, yon, in view of 
the World, had been for ſeveral Months ingaged in a Treaty of Marriage 
with another Catholick Princeſs; yet a Parliament, nay, that very Parhament 
held during the time of the Treaty, and not the leaſt Exception taken at it?

there were many Papiſts, which, Sir, you hated, and by your Confſpirators were 
looked upon with an evil Eye ; for the Lord CaſHebaven,that was one that ſerved 
the King of Spain, was one that was uſed very hardly by you ; Sir Fenelm Digby 
was alſo very obnoxious to yon, and ſo was my Maſter, the Duke of MNerfolk, 
being one of the Spaniſh Faction, and Anderſon the Prielt, and ſeveral others, 
that I can, when called to it, name, who were Enemies of the French FaQtion : 
And this Lady being not of the French FaQtion and Intereſt, the Match, through 
the Influence of the French King, was broken, and this Piece of Fleſh you have, 
was ſent from Modena in her Room. 

2, The Match hetween you and that Dutcheſs was never ſo near a Confum- 
mation, as this between the Danghter of Modena and you was de non apparenti- 
bus, & non exiſtentibu eadem eft Ratio ;, the Match did not appear to them ; there- 
fore they touched not upon it : But to make ſure, they addreſſed the King that - 
you might not match with 3. ogena, or any other Popiſh Princeſs, for ſeveral :

Country and Nation, in which you may behold your Attempts there 11 particu- 
lar; by which it will appear to what Ruine and Miſery yon had brought the Pro- 
reſtane Intereſt to : Firſt I will begin with Holland.

O U may remember, Sir, witi what Reſp ects that Proteſtant State re- 

ceived and protected your Brcther anc} your ſelf as long as they durſt, 
and what particular Friends your Family found there, who contributed in 
ſome mea{lure to your Suppott, ard m CE what riends tiey could for your 
ſelf and Brothers, when you were by the French King Banithed France : But 
how you have {ince treated the States- G eneral, by engaging the King your 
Brother, in two moit unjuſt Wars, to their great Impoveriſhing, and the 
Weakning the Proteſtant Intereſt ; But you de alt with them as you did by 
All your other Friends and Allies. You no ſooner received the Teſtimony of 
their Aﬀections, but you forget it ; and therefore it was well obſerved of Kir- 
to: your old Friend and Fryar, that the only way for a Man to rvin his Fa- 
mily, was to engage in your Cauſe and Quarrel, You will do well to call 
to mind the Heats that you and your Incendiaries created in Zolland, and the 
Animoſities you cauſed, which coſt the De Wits their Lives. Scveral Letters 
of Col:znan's to the Jeſuits of $. Omers, do highly magnifie your prudent Con- 
duct. 
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du in that Aﬀair; and what was the End of all thoſe Heats and Flames 
you kindled, but ro exaſperate a conſiderable Party of Men againſt your 
Nephew the Prince of Orange ; nay, your Malice againſt that Prince did not 
ceaſe here, but moſt unnaturally you engaged the King your Brother to aban- 
don him,and to comply with his and the mortal Enemies of this Nation ; which 
was ſo unnatural, that an Infidel would not of been guilty of ſuch Ingrati- 
tude az your ſelf, it yon do but remember how the Prince's Father ſerved 
yours. Your Malice yet went further; for the Lord Arlington uling ſome 
Argnments with the King to have a more Regard to his Nephew the Prince of 
Orange, and the States General of the United Provinces: Whar care on the con- 
trary did you uſe to prevent any good Intention of the ſaid Lord Aviington 
towards the ſaid Prince of Orange ; and 1n ordsr to this, you diſpatch'd Let- 
ters to {/hby the Rector of the Engliſh Coilege of S. Omers , and require him to 
write to the Confeſſor of the Emperor, to ſatisfie him,rthat the King your Bro- 
ther intended no lefs than the Ruin of the Confederates, eſpecially of the Em- 
pire, and of his Catholick Princes under him, and that under-hand he furni- 
ſhed the Hungarian Rebels againſt his Imperial Majeſty, and found them Money 
to 20 0n with their Rebellion, and that bis Deſign was,not to have any Alliances 
with his Imperial Majeſty but only in Shew, that he might advance his Nephew 
the Prince of Orayge ; and in order to that, he had broupbt him over to the French 
Intereſt, which Letter, Sir, 1 ſaw, and the InſtruQtions were followed to a Tittle 
by the Fathers at S. Omers. 

In thoſe Letters the States-General were to be acquainted with this. Now, Sir, 
it 1s well known, that the King your Brother's being ingaged in the French 
Intereſt, was no Secret at the Court at Y7euna, nor with the States-General ; but 
that the Prince of Orange was drawn into that Intereſt, this muſt be ſurprizing : 
Therefore, Sir, we might ealily ſee the ſecret Hatred you conceived againſt the 
Prince and his Cauſe, and Intereſt. You and your Conſpirators could have been 
heartily glad of being bleit with ſuch an Ally ; but- becauſe he was true to his 
Cauſe and Intereft, you by your lying Jeivits did what you could to create a 
Jealouſie in the then Confederate Princes, of the Sincerirty of the Prince to the 
Confederacy, and to the Intereſt of the United Provinces, in order to his Ruin. 
Theſe Letters that were ſeat to the Emperor's Confeſſor, bore Date, Jan, 4 1678, 
Stilo News. 

Sir, You may not forget the 12 Jeſuits that Whitchread the Provincial of the 
leſuits ſent into Holland to create a Belief in the Dutch, that the Prince of O- 
range defigned no leſs than the Subverſion of the Government of the United 
Provinces, by procuriug his Party to receive and own him as their King, and 
that it was the Deſign of the ſaid Prince to aſſume the Title and Crown of 
a King, and change their Government, and make a Seiſure of their Freedoms, 
Theſe Jeſuits were ſent by Virtue of Letters ſent from Coleman in your Name,and 
Money was ſent over to be received at Dunkirk, the Sum was 4000 Crowns, to 
bear the Charge of the Miſſion into #olland,and the Bills were ligned by one Busby 
a Merchant here in London, the Money being paid in by Sir Men Apfley , there- 
fore, Sir, it may well-be concluded who was at the Head of this Piece of Villany.

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In a word, Sir, you ſee what means you and the reſt of your Popiſh Incen- 
diaries uſed to beget i in the Dutch an ill Eſteem of the Prince of Orange, and 
to widen the Difference between the Zoviſtein Party aged his Friends ; and, if 
or ro ſeduce his Friends, and deltroy his Intereſt, and the Intereſt of 

e Proteſtant Religion : and the beſt Title the Jeſuits of St. Omers usd to gtve 
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him was Apple-tree Wtli;, at which you were pleaſed, in the multitude of your 
W itty thoughts, to lavgh 1, as Colenan vs'd to tell us, when ever any Diſcourſe hap-

ſtood within a ſtep or two of the Throne, and being a Proteſtant, ought, in all 
Policy to be remov'd, notwithſtanding his being your Nephew, and Son-in-law : 
For what do Mean talk of Natural Aﬀe@tion amongſt Popiſh Princes? Was you 
not in a Conſpiracy againſt Charles the Second, when he was at Bruxels, though 
he was your own Brother, (or elſe he's baſely bely'd ?) And was not the Queen 
his Mother, zealous in the ſame Conſpiracy, notwithſtanding he was her Son ? 
Why then ſhould any Man talk of natural Aﬀection ? 

Sir, you cannot forget that you had a Mighty Work upon your Finds, that was,

nion-, that it was neceſſary for you both to make vſe of your joint and urmoſt 
Credits, to prevent the ſucceſs of the Parliaments Evil Deſigns againſt you 
both, What, Deſigns againſt you and the French King ? Yes, Deligns a- 
gainſt* you, and the French King ; nay , that which is more, a dangerous 
Plot. Who are the Plotters ? And what was the Plot ? My Lord Arlington was 
at: work, without ceaſing , to advance the Interelt of the Prince of Orange, and 
the -Hollanders, and to leſſen that of the French King: And that he and ſe- 
yeral others were endeavouring to break the good Intelligence between Charles 
the- Second, the French King , and- your ſelf , wherefore you earneſtly 

ſolicited 
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ſolicited the French King to afliſt with the Help of his Purſe, to prevent ſuch Ro- 
gueries, 

Thus, Sir, you make a Tripple League, and ſet it up in Oppoſition to ano- 
ther : In the one, King Charles, the French King, and your ſweet Self are en- 
gaged ; in the other, the Parliament of England, the States of Holland, and the 
Prince of Oranze , are engaged: The French is to furniſh you with Money , 
which is the Sinews of War, the Parliament are declared Enemies , K. Charles 
ſtands as a Cypher only ; and therefore the 'rench King, and your ſelf, put 
your ſzlves under the Solemn Engagements to perform what was ſtipulated, and 
ſ{trenuouſly to aſſiſt each other againſt the Deſigns of your and the French King's 
Enemies; for that there was a dangerous and deſperate Deſign on Foot, to Ad- 
vance the Prince of Orange, and to lefſen the Fre:ch King: And therefore, can 
any think that it was unreaſonable in you, to endeavour to deſtroy him, fince 
his Advancement was of ſuch a deſperate and dangerous Conſequence to the 
French King, your Self, and Romiſh Religion ?

Str, it pleaſed King Charles the Second to ſend the Lord Roberts as his Vicege- 
rent into /reland,who was a warm Man,and not at all Popiſhly afteaed,and there- 
fore not for your Turn, or one that would gratifhe the Conſpirators in any one 
Point of countenancing Popery, and therefore you procured him to be removed; 
io that Jreland was put into ſuch Hands as your Heart and Soul could wiſh for; 
For whoever was Deputy,or Lieutenant, your Conſpirator, Boyle, an Archbiſhop, 
was the Governor ; a Fellow, tho' of the Communion of the Church of England, 
yet was a well-wiſher to the Romiſh Mathematicks. So Ireland was in a fair way 
to be Over-run and Ruined to all Intents and Purpoſes by yours, and the Pro- 
curement of the Jeſvites.

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Upon the Removal of the Lord:Robarts, afterwards. Earl: of. Radyor, you re- 
member who ſucceeded him, and what Promiſes w.: made by this Succeſſor, and 
what Terms you required from him, and how he complied, and who it was that 
recommended this new Lientenant as a. Perſon fit, to all Intents and Purpoſes, 
to execute your Deſigns : Theſe things are worthy of conſideration I aſſure 
you, for we have conſidered them ; and what could be done in fo little time 
as our King hath had ? many of thoſe Abuſes have been correited and amended. 
This Tool brought the Kingdom of . Ireland into a ſad condition, by encourag- 
ing the Popiſh Recuſants, who are the profeſs'd Enemies to the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and Engliſh Intereſt ; by his, or rather your Encouragement, they grew 
more Inſolent and Preſumprtuous than before that Tool of a Lieutenant came 
there, which was of a dangerons Conſequence to that Kingdom, and the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and Engliſh Intereſt: And it was like to have proved Fatal to 
that Kingdom, had it not been in ſome meaſure prevented, by the ſending in 
his room that Great and never to be forgotten Earl of Eſjex, whom you and 
your ' Party procured to be Murthered in the Toner, to make the Murther of 
the Good Lord Ruſſe] leſs difficult. 


1. For in the Firſt place, in the Month of FJannary 167%, you procured a Com- 
miſſion of Enquiry into Iriſh Afﬀairs, containing many Powers that were new 
and extraordinary, not only Prejudicial to the Engliſh, whoſe Eſtates and Titles 
were liable to be queſtioned, but in a manner to Overthrow the King's Ads of 
Settlement, which Commiſſion you cauſed to be purſued, to the great Charge and 
Attendance of many of the Prote/tants there : And by this means you ſhook the 
Peace and Security of the whole Kingdom of. /reland. Ir is well known, Sir, that 
you gave the Jeſuits great Hopes of making afair Step to eſtabliſh the Romiſh Re- 
figion ; and old Gray, the Jeſuite, in a Letter of February, 1672. exhorts the Fa- 
thers at St. Omers to be very thankful to God that he had put it into the Hearts 
of the King and Duke, to remember the fad Eſtate of the . Catholick Religion in 
trelaus; and that now there was ſome Hopes of Ettabliſhing it there, fince the 
Lord Lientenant was ſo well diſpoſed towards it, by the eſpecial Care of his 
Royal Highneſs, 


2, You were pleaſed to cauſe the Popiſh Party to be Armed in that King- 
dom, - and ſome of them were Commanders to others ; In!tructions were given 
from Richard Talbot, then your Agent there, by your Order, for thoſe of the 
Roman Catholick Party to furniſh themſelves with quantities of Arms; and this, 
your Conſpirators ſaid, were to keep the Engliſh in order. This, Sir , can 
be proved whenever there is occaſion. No Man can think, that Sir Ellis Ley- 
201, a Paprſt, that was Secretary to the Government , by your eſpecial Grace 
and Fayour, ſhould not purſue the ſame Inſtruftions that your Agent Talbot had 
received : Nay, give me leave to tell you, That your dear Brother was highly 
engaged to reduce that Kingdom to a Popiſh Eſtabliſhment, according to the 
Agreement he had made-with Madam, your Siſter, to whom-he had promiſed 
to. begin the Eſtabliſhing the Roman Catholick Religion in Ireland; al Ihe 
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High-Maſs would, in a ſhort time, be ſung at St. Patrick's, in the City of Dub: 
lin, the Metropolis of that Kingdom. 

It is true, Sir E/zs Layton was a lewd Fellow ; but there was none that did 
your Bulineſs, in jeſt, ſo: well as he did , for the time of his relidence in 1re- 
land: For under the Notion of Ridiculing the Tiſh, he promoted every Man 
that was a Papiſt, it he had but common Senſe, and a Place open. And it is 
well remembred what vaſt Quantities of Arms and Ammunition were daily 
ſear from England to that place, and conſiderable Quantities both from France: 
and Spain, which your Party uſed to ſay, would do more goed towards the Eſtabliſh- 
ing the Catholick Religion than ſo many Bibles: And great care, Sir, was taken by 
you, to ſecure the poor Iriſh Catholicks in the Norch, thatthe Planters of Ulſter, 
and the Scotch, ſhould give them no diſturbance; chat is, in plain Englith, 
chey ſhould themieives ſtand ſtil], and be preaceably murthered by your Iriſh 
Cut-throats.

Engliſh Gentlemen, the Records of your Villainous Court of Clain's can tell . 
how they were {worn out of their Eſtates and Fortunes by your Rogues and 
Bandiiti, I am certain that this Point being gained by Nu, and your Conſpis 
rators, it p:oved very Fatal to Ireland, 


4. You took great care of the Church too; not of the Proteſtant Church; . - 


but of your Popiſh Titular Archbiſhops, Biihops, Vicar-Generals, Abbots, and 
others, that had Power from R5mz to exercile Ecclefiaſtical Jarifdiftiony that 
they thould be eſtabliſhed in particular. Sir, your old Friend Peter Talbot, the 
pretended Archbiſhop of Dubiin, and your old Friend James -Lynce, Archbiſhop 
| of Tuam, both of them had been notoriouſly difloyal to the King your Brother, 
in that they had long lived in Diſobedience to him, and in Concempr of bis 
Lawsz Burt, to cure that, you procured a Pardon for them both. which Boyle 
the Chancellor paſſed under the Great Seal, by your ſp2cial Command and 
Dire&@ion 3- nay, you heQored your Brother when he was unwilling to paſs 
Talbat's Pardon, and challenged his Promiſe and Agreemenc -made at Dover, at 
the Interview, with Madam his Siſter and yours3 And, Sir, that all. things 
might appear wich ſome Face of Grandeur, a Meeting of all the Papi 
iſhops -

46 EIKaN BAZTATKH:' Or, The 
"biſhops, Biſhops, Vicar-Generals, Abbots, Priors, and Prieſts, for the ſetling and 
eſtabliſhing their Clergy, both ſecular and regular, which was connived at by 
'your Tool of a Lieutenant ; upon which the Popiſh Party grew fo inſolent, that 
a Proteſtant went in danger of his Life amonglt them : nay, to preſerve their 
Stock, in many Places they were forced to pay Tithes to the Popiſh Prieſt, as 
well as to the Proteſtant Miniſter, 

But when the Earl of Eſjex was ſent over, with mwch difficulty ſome ſmall 
Check was put to theſe inſolent Carriages of the /rih Papilts ; Tuam fled, and 
Talbot withdrew for a while, or rather abſconded themſelves, and the Publick 
Popiſh Schools were put down, and many ſecular and regular Prielts did de- 
part the Land : For which, Sir, you hated the Earl of Eſſex, and Plunket you 
alſo deſpiſed , becauſe he ſaid, it was not Prudence for Catholicks to live in 
Contempt of Law; and therefore you may remember, how, and by whom his 
end was promoted, and with what zeal you and your Party ſent 11m out of the 
World ; he was of the ſame Opinion with Cardinal Zoward, that in whatſoever 
Buſineſs Talbot was engafed, he ever ſpoiled it, and he was impudent and falſe 
to his Party, for which the Jeſuits turned him out of the Society ; but that he 
might not in Diſcontent leave the Church of Rome, the General of the Jeſuites 
procured of the Pope that he might be made a Biſhop. But this, Sir, I will af- 
fure you , That if Talbot, when he was taken 1in Ireland, had been taken in 
England, he would have done You and Your Party, a Signal Piece of Service; for 
Coleman had certainly given Evidence with him againſt you: So that your Trai- 
terous Correſpondency with France, and Intentions to deſtroy the Prince of O- 
range, and the Proteſtant Religion within theſe Realms, and all over Europe, 
would have been ſo fully Detected, that it had been almoſt impoſlible for 
you to have Eſcaped the HAND of JUSTICE. Of this, Sir, I can give a 
particular Account, if ever there ſhould be occaſion : And Plunket himſelf gave 
you ſuch an 7tem of Talbot's Intentions in that Point, that Coleman's Death was 
haſtened , and Taltot dy'd ſtrangely in Priſon , and you Eſcaped to do more 
MISCHIEF : And how well you rewarded Plunket for his Good will towards 
you , is well known, and all to oblige your Cut-throat Jeſuits, to whom they 
were Mortal Enemies. 


5. On the 26th. of Feby, 1671. It is remembred , that for the hetter 
Encouragement of the rſh Papiſts, and that they might many cf them 
live in greater Bodies together , you procured Letters from King Charles, 
your Brother , and a Froclamation , to give Liberty in General to all 1riſh 
Papiſts to. live in Corporations , againſt the A@ of Settlement ; and to be 
excuſed from all thoſe Oaths that were required from thoſe who were duly 
licenſed according to the true intent and meaning of that A& : And your Agents, 
Sir Ellys Leyton, and Richard Talbot, were very vigorous to ſee thoſe Letters 
and Froclamations put in Execution : Then the Jriſh flocked into Towns Cor- 
porate, and other Market Port Towns of that Kingdom , to the great Ter- 
rour of the Engliſh Proteſtants, and the Diſturbance of their Trade. To 
redreſs which, how many Petitons were preſented, ſetting forth the Cala- 

mity 
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mity the Proteſtant Intereſt was expoſed to, and what Danger they were in of 


loſing their Trade both at home and abroad ; and how they returned without . 


any manner of Redreſs, but were ridiculed by Leyton, and abuſed by your Tool 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

It is well known that the Ir; Papiſts (ſome few only excepted ) did not un- 
derſtand Trade , and therefore the End for which they were let in to live in 
Towns Corporate, and into other Market-Towns within that Kingdom, was,that 
they might over-power the Proteſtant Party, and ſeize their Effe&ts as they did 
in the Rebellion : They began in the Year 1641, and that they might get into 
Offices in thoſe Towns Corporate, to keep the Proteſtants ſo much under as 
would incapacitate them to ſtand upon their detence, the 1-;þ being well Arm- 
ed, and the Engl/h being diſarmed by a private Order from your Self to the 
Lord Lieutenanr, which was diſcovered in the Papers found at Joll:ff's Houſe in - / 
Weldjireet, in Feb. or Jan. 1673, amonglt Papers belonging to Sir Ellys Ley- 
ton, 

And for two or three Years together, great Inquiry was made by ſome of 
your Conſpirators, for News out of Jrcland ;, ſo big they were with the ExpeQ- 
ation of a Rebellion there ; which certainly had been it it had not been for 
fear of the Scoth,, who were. well planted in the North of /rel-nd ; who, with 
all the Bravery and Reſolution that became honeſt Men aid good Proteſtants to 
ſtand by the Zng!þ, in oppolition to the 1rih ; for which Cavſe you did vie your 
utmoſt Efiorts to have thoſe Scotch that were to planted in the North of Ireland 
to be difarmed ; but whether ar that time your Deſign took effect, 1 cannot well 
remember. 


6. Furthermore, you, to carry on your wicked deſigns and purpoſes in that” 
Kingdom for the better eſtabliſhing of Popery and Arbitrary Power, and dif-- 
couraging of the Proteſtant Religion and Engliſh Intereſt. You procured Let- - 
ters of the King your Brother , bearing date , Septemb. 28th. 1672. and up- 
on that Letter. ſo procured, there was an Order of Council of that King. 
dom, in which Letter, and by which Order, the Engliſh Proteſtants were 
ſtrictly charged and commanded, upon pain of his high Diſpleafure, not to pro-. 
ſecute the Ir./h Papiſts, in any A&ons whatſoever, for any Wrongs or Injuries : 
committed by them, during the late Rebellion. Nay, Sir, you would not have : 
it called a Rebellion, but you deſired it might be called rather the late Troubles, 
which you could not obtain; and rather than your Teagues ſhould loſe the Be- - 
nefit of the ſaid Letter, you were content to have it called a Rebellion ; and . the : 
Reaſon was, you and your Brother too were. well ſatisfied who had a hand in: - 
it, and firſt ſtirred it up; witneſs, the Parchments that, were found in the : 
Red Trunk in Jolliff's Houſe in Weld-ſirect, and the Letter written 1a. the . behalf ; 
of the Marquis of Antrim, to your : Deviliſh: Court of Clams, in- which the 
Principal Author of that Rebellion was made. manifeſt , but that. by the Way ; 


only, 
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In that Rebellion, what Murders,Rapines, Thefts,and barbarous Ontrages were 
for ſome time daily committed by the Iriſh Papiſts, upon the poor Proteſtants , 
ſome yet alive in both Kingdoms to teſtifie: And yet, of your tender Care of 
thoſe Batbarcus Cut-throats, you would nor have them anſwer at Law, for any 
of the aforeſaid Villanies, and why ? Becauſe what they did, was in Zeal for the 
Catholick Cauſe, to which, you, by a Miracle, was converted, infomuch, that for 
the promoting of it, you had regard neither to Law, or. Jultice, Sence, or Rea- 
ſon : Nay, ſome thar did ſue thoſe Mnrderers before that Damnable Court was 
ſet up, were much diſcountenanced by your. Party there, and by your ſelf here 
in England, if they had occation to make any Application to your ſelf for any 
Favour or Kindneſs, 


7. You conſtituted Richard Tatbot Agent from your ſelf ro the Roman-Catho- 
licks, and they conſtituted him their Agent to you from them, for which Talbot 
had a ſufficient Penſion to Whore and Game withal ; and, give the Devil his 
due, he anſwered his Truſt with all the Care, Fidelity, and Diligence both to 
you ard the Popiſh Party. Not only fo, but. you procured for him the ſaid Tal- 
bot, a Command in Jreland, as a Reward tor his great Services done, Of this 
Agency of the ſaid Talbot , Dr, Togue, and Mr. Thomas Jones, your quonda'14 
Chaplain, having ſome clear Proof, they made Application to the King your Bro- 
ther, and he ridiculed the Buſineſs, and faid, That Talbot was not only a Block- 
head, but was in no manner fit for an Agent for any Party, he being alſo a 
Man too mvch addiQed to his pleaſures; and you met with 7enes, and asked 
him whether he was turned from a Preacher to an Informer ? and told him , 
he had pitched upon a very unlikely Man for an Agent. Thus was any Truth, 
that was againſt Popery or Papiſts , brought by any honeſt Man, hifled off the 
Stage by your Brother and your Selt Sir, I confeſs you wonld have uſed me 
ſo when I charged him with a Commiſſion from ſome body, to be General Go- 
vernour, and Lord Lieutenant of Jrelazud ; and the King then told me, how 
"Tongue and Jones had been to inform him, that Talbot was an Agent trom the Po- 
Piſh Party, which he rejected as an improbable thing ; but the Story I told him 
was more improbable : I diſcovered his Azency, and made ovt that by Letters 
vnder the hand of the {aid Talbot ; fo that Torre and Fores were juſtified, and 
you did, in a few Years, i juſtifie that part, and ſo many particulars of my Te- 
ſtimony in that Afﬀeair, that your very Paſſive Obedience Rogues began, when it 
was almoſt too late, to look about them : For, in time, he was General of 
the Army .in Ireland, in the time of the Ear! of Clareudon's Regency, and after 
him, to the ſorrow of many Unbelievers , he was by you made Lord Licute- 
nant. 


8. Your Conſpirators received a Letter from Talbot, the pretended Arch- 
biſhop of Dublin, wherein it was expreſly. ſaid, That your Jeſuits in Ireland,and 
others, were preparing the 1r/h Papiſts to Riſe in defence of their Libertics and 

Religion, and to recover their Eſtates,and that if the Parliament that was to fit 
in 
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in” Ermgland, did engage heartily with the King, and the King with them in 8 
War againſt the French King, that a place or-places ſhould be opened to re- 
ceive the French King's Atmy in Feland, whenever his moſt Chriſtian, Majeſty 
ſhould think fit to {2nd one. And by Order from Coleman and the Jeſuirs in 
Londen, the Fathers at the Enghſh College at S. Omers, were to advertiſe the 
Father Confeſfor to the French King of the ſame; and other Jeſuits that had 
an Intereſt in the French King, and the Fathers of S. Omers were affured that 
the King your Brother was brought to that ſtate of Security , that if any 
- Male-content amongthem ſhould not prove true to them and their Deſign, his 
Majeſty would not give ear to their Information, and therefore hengl them 
to be diligent, for now was the time or never; and accordingly Meſſengers 
were ſent to Father Lz Chaiſe, viz. Edward Nevil your Confettor, and Hit- 
liam Busby, to carry the aforeſaid Letters to La Chaiſe, and theſe did bring 
home La Chajſe's Anſwer, and withal ſevera! Letters that Coleman had written 
to him upon that Aﬀair in your Name, and by your Command, that bore 
date in the month of Fanuary, as theſe alſo did in the month of Fanary, 
167}. ſome little time before the Parliament fat down : And then, Sir, there 
wasa Penſion obtained for Coleman, your diligent Secretary, of 2000 Crowns 
a Year ; and another from Rome, but what that wasI do not ſo well remember: 
But this is not tobe forgotten, that the Fathers of S. Omers had great Aſſurance 
of conſiderable Sums from the Pope, and from the General of the Jeſuits, if any 
Progreſs were made in that Glorious Attempt. 
T Here, Sir, you and your Party ſignalize your ſelves in ſeveral particulras

into Ireland, to fee how Aﬀeairs ſtood there ; and this Morgan's, and his Com- 
panion's Charges were paid hy the ſaid Co/eman, who gavt them Inſtructions, 
in your Name, to encourage the Iriih Papilts, to defend their Religion and Li- 
berties : And Coleman, and the Jeſuices cranſinitted 2000 Pound for the Supply 
of their preſent Wants; and a Promiſe of 4000 Pound was, in your Name, 
made by Coleman, and the jceiuites, in caſe there ſhould be any Action. 

But, Sir, theſe Meſſengers, Morgen and Level, they werit away on the laft 
of Fanuary, 167}. and returned the latter part of Adarch following, and gave 
{ſuch a melancholy Account of Peter 7albet's Javithing the Money that you had 
in a ſpecial manner entruſted him withal, and not applyingthe fame fortheuſe 
of the Irith, as you had dire&ed, that it {truck a grear Damp upon the Minds 
of your Conſpirators here in London ; and, That the ſaid Tabet had forged Re- 
ceipts of ſeveral Summs of ' Money by him pay'd to ſeveral of their Officers, 
though the ſame were neither pay d by him, nor yet receiv'd by them ; and 
not only ſo, but that the Proteſtants in the North of Ireland were much alarm d 
at thoſe Quantities of Arms and Ammunition that were put into the Hands of 
che Iriſh Catholicks. 


10, Your Confpirators, Colemar, and the Jeſuires in London, receiv d Letters 
from Sr. Omers, written from Father Ireland, (not he that was hanged, for his 
own name was Fonmonger ; but this Man's own Name was Salrmarſh) That Care 
was taken for the Deftruction of the Duke of Ormond in Irdland, he being then 
Lord-Lieutenant there : And for what Reaſon ?

upon the Inhabitants, ſpoiling and deſtroying the whole: Country, living; 
amongſt them: at diſcretion; and theſe very Highlanders, thus armed, under * 
the pretence of keeping the Peace, had, in their Commiſſion from your Bro- ©” 
ther's and your Council in Scotland, Authority to live at Free Quarter upon 
thoſe Inhabitants, which they did divers Months together, to the deſtruction 2 
of the poor People. And-all this was to-procure a Rebellion at any rate. 


But leſt this ſhould be too general, I will deſcend-to ſome Particulars, that =: 
the thing may be plain to your Ragged Regiment at: Sr. Germains, and your © 
Hell-born Cut-throat Crew here in England. : 

I. I will ſhew you, in ſeveral Particulars, how your Brother and *You in- > 
vaded the Rights of the Good People of Scotland in general. J 

H. I will give you to remember ſome Inſtances of your Brother's, and your -! 
Barbarity to particular Perſons. 2 

III, Your Brother's and-your way of aſing your Priſoners. 


I, Give-me leave to put you-and your Conſpirators in mind of ſeveral Pat-- 
ticulars, in which your Brother and you invaded the Rights of the good People _ 
of Scotland : And that this Point may be more plain, I will illuſtrate it in cheſs - 


following Particulars. 


x... Your Contplragers in Scotland did moſt groly, falſly, and impudently mil - 
repreſent to the King your Brother, and your Self, the Condition of the We- 

ſtern Counties of the Kingdom of Scotland, as if they had beencin-a State of © 
Rebellion ; tho it is well known that they had never made any Oppoſition to - 
gs Authority; [nor did they reſt any of the King's Forces, but pa- - 
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| tiently ſubmitted to the Execution of the Laws: But You and your Confpira- 

tors purpoſing to have the King's Authority to carry on your linilter Deſigns, 

Yau, with your Conſpirator Lauderdale, and the reſt of your Popiſh Crew, ad- 

viſed the-King (who was not diſlicult in thatPoint to conſent) to raiſe an Army 

' againſt the Proteſtants in Scotland; and a Letter was ſigned by your - Brother, 
and ſent to the Council of Scotland. Upon the Receipt of this Letter, your 

- Conſfpicators, the Council of Scor/and, made out Orders for the Raiſing an Ar- 

' my of about Eight or Nine Thouſand, the moſt of which were Popiſh High- 
landers: Which, Sir, was ſo wicked a Contrivance, that the Nobility and Gen- 
try of the Weitern Counties did ſend to Edenburgh, and for the Security of the 
Peace did offer to engage, That whoſoever ſhould be ſent, the Laws ſhould be = 

Putin execution, and ſhou!d meet with no Aﬀront ; and that they would be- 
come Hoſtages for their Safety. Yet this Army fo raiſed by You, and your 
Confpirators, with the Colour of the King your Brother's Authority, was 
marched into a Peaceable Country, and did, according to their Commiſſions, 
take Free Quarter ; and in moſt Places levied grezt Summs of Money, under 

, the Notion of Dry Quarters ; and did Plunder and Rob the Protettants, of 
whichno Redreſs could be obtained, though Complaints were daily made of 
theſe Barbarities : For your Brother and You were refolved , that nothing 
jhould ſatisfie your Cruelty, but the extirpation of thoſe who did not comply, 
without reſerve, with your Arbitrary Proceedings. 
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2. That it was apparent, that your Deſign was not cnly to deſtroy thoſe 
that, went to Field-Meetings, but alfothe whole Proteſtant Intereſt ; for choſe 
that were Field-Meeters, were but tenderly uſed, in comparifon of thoſe who 
went to Church, who were moſt quartered upon, and deſtroyed ; thoſe of the 
Freld-Meeters, parting with their Moneys to be excuſed as long as they were 
able ; and when thoſe poor Wretches had no more Money to fatishe your Dra- 
gooning Afoſtles, they were miſerablyuſed by them: By which means ſeveral 
Families were ruined, and brought to ſtarvefor want of Bread, 


3. The Proteſtants alſo were required to ſubſcribe cxorbitant and illegal [ 
Bonds, which was impo!tble to be performed by them, which was againtt the «q 
Law of Nature, which is, no Man is bound to impoſhtbilities, viz. hat they, 
cheir Wives and Children, Servants and Tenants, ſhould live orderly, accord- 
ing to Law, and not go to Conventicles, or entertain Vagrant Preachers, with 
Heveral other Particu'ars ; by which Bond, thoſethat ſigned it were liable to an- 
{wer for al Mens Tranfſgcellions that lived upon their Lands: Winch was fo 
hard a Caſe, that Celeman himfelf thought, that if that did not make them Re- 

_ bel, nothing would. 


4.. That many of che Proteſtants of that Kingdom, within thoſe Counties, || 
were proclaimed Rebels, and Writs ifluedForth for theſcjzingottheir Perſons, 1 
upon their. refuſing the aforeſaid Wicked and Illegal Bond; and the Nobiligy 
2nd Gentry within thoſe Counties, who had been ever fairhful co the Gp,

burg, to repreſent tothe Council the heavy Preiſure they and their People lay 7 


"hin Lauderdale that they would go and repreſent their Condition of the King, 
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and had appeared in Arms for the King, were Diſcharged upon Oath, and a *'_- 
Proclamation was by your procurement Iffuedour, forbiddingthe Nobility and . * 
Gentry, upon great Penalties, to keep any Horles above Four pounds Ten 
groats a Piece. | | 


5. That the Proteſtant Nobility and Gentry of the Shire of Ayre, at your 
Inftance/and Suggeſtion, were, by the King s Order to the Advocate-General *# 
indicted of High-Treaion, and other high Cinies and M iſdemeanours. Theſe . 
Ifdifments were delivered to them in the Evening to be anſwered by them - 7 
the next Morning upon Oath, and when they did demand two or three days 
tine to conſider of their Inditments, and craved rhe Benefit of having Coun- 
{cl to adviſe-withal in Matters of fo high Concernment, ard alſo excepted a- ©: 
patalt their: being put to ſwear againſt themſelves in Marttersthat were Capital; © 


thok d:ftres were rejected, and were told they muſt ftwear inſtay, or be i7&- | 
puted gully. | 1 


6. Notwithſtanding the Impoſition of the Oath was illegal ; and the deny-+ *- 3 
ing of Time 70. conlicer of their Indictments ; and to have Lawyers allowed q 
tliem to. adviſe withal, had never been denyed to the greateſt of Malefators; - .: 
nor. indecd. could be by the Laws of that Kingdom, yet for all this, theſe.Ne- ©: 
blemen and G-untiemen knowing their Innocency of all that had beencharged 
upon them, . id purge themſelves by Oath, of all the Particutars that were 
objedied to them, and were thereupon acquitted, and though the Confſpira- 
tors in the. Committee of Councii uted ciie 1evereſt manner of Inquiry-ro -: 
diſcover ; any. {cdicious, or trealonabie Leiigts, which were pretended as 
Grounds for marciiing that Army into thoſe Weſtern Countries, yer nothing 
ever could be proved. 50 faiſe was that Suggeſ.ion concerning-a Rebellion 
then deſigned by them, though heartily deſired by you and your Conſpi- 
rators.

7. The Oppreſſions, notwithſtanding .the Acquittal of thoſe Noblemen - 
and Gentleme1: of the ſaid Counties, continuing upon them, they went to Eden- * 


under, and were ready to otter to them, all, that in Law, or. Reaſon, could be 
required of them, for ſecuring the Peace: The Council being Confſpirators 
with your Vice-Tyrant Lauderdale, did immediately upon their appearing there, 
ſet forth-a Proclamation, requiring them to depart the -Town within three 
days, upon very great Penalties. And when the Duke of Hamilton did peti- -* 
tion for leave to ſtay for two or three dayslonger upon ſome very urgent Aﬀairs , 
of his own, that was refuſed him. 


8. That when ſome Perſon of very great Quality, had declared to the Vil- 
ſince they could not have Juſtice from his Miniſters. But to prevent that, .a

of Scotland without Licence, fo that the King might not be acquainted with 
the Condition of the poor Proteſtants, and that they might not apply to him 


for Redreſs though it wou!d have been to little purpoſe, he, and you, and 
this Lazderdale being inthe Conſpiracy to have them deſtroyed. 


2. Give me leave in the Second Place, to remember you of ſome particu- 
* Jar Per ons that were Opprefſed by you and your Wicked Inſtrument, the ſaid 
Duke Lauderdale; they were Perſons of great Note, for their Quality and 
Worth, and their Oppreſlion fo great, that the Proteſtants in Scotland were 
* apprehenſive that all Proteſtants might be , . upon the ſlighteſt Occaſions, 
brought under the like Oppreſlion ; for you, and your Confpirators there 
managed your wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes with all the Dexterity and Dili- 
gence that Men that had a Mighty Work upon their Hands, and Mighty Minds 
to go through with ir, could do for you and your Party ; there being of the 
Council upon many occaſions proceeded to a new kind of Puniſhment ; for 
thoſe who would not comply with your Villanous Deſigns of bringing in 
of Slavery, ſo that Popery might the more w_ be introduced into . that 
Kingdom, viz. Of declaring Men of Publick Truft, whereby the greateſt 
| Perions were Robbed of their Honour, and a Stain laid not only upon them 
but upon their Poſterity alſo ; nay, the Parliament it ſelf was Branded with 
Infamy,by ſuch a Severe and Illegal Sentence by Lauderdale himſe:f in the time of 
the Lord Middleton's Government, yet he by your Procurement, and the expreſs 
mend of your Brother King Charles, cauſed it to be done 1n the lower 
ourts, 


TI will, Sir, for the ſatisfaction of your Bloody Cut-Throats, both here at 
' - home, and your ragged Crew at St. Germains, put you in mind of ſeveral 
Inſtances in which that Ban-Dog Lauderdale, ſerved your Brothers and your 
wicked Defigns and Purpoſes, 

You may remember the Twelve Worthy Proteſtant Citizens of Edinburgh 
that were declared uncapable of Publick Truſt , againſt whom no Com- 
plaint was made as can be made out, againſt you ; but you will fay, What 
was the Cauſe ? Then I Anſwer, Theſe Men being Magiſtrates of that Ci- 
ty, refuſing to part with the publick Money of the City to Lauderdale for 
what Uſes you know well enough, they, I fay, were turned out, and Con- 
ſpirators of your own Stamp pur in their Places, and then the Publick Mo- 
ney was drawn out of the City's Bank at the detire of the Conſpirators. 

The Provolts of 4berdeen, Glaſcow, and Gadburgh, were put under the ſame 
Sentence for Signinga Letter to the King your Brother, in a Convention of 
Boroughs, Stating a true Account of their great Oppreſlions by the Conſpi- 
rators ; which Letter was Signed by the whole Body, and the Letter was 
adviſed by your Brother's Advocate, as a Letter-that had nothing 1n it which 
could bring them under any Guile ; yer thoſe were there ſingled out of the 
whole Number, and Incapacitated, beſides, a high Fine and a long Impriſon- 
ment. 
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Sir Patrick Hue, fince' a Peer of that Kingdom, not of your” Creaeien, © 
bit | of the [Creation -of -our Gracious King that now is; This - worthy 
Perſon: being ſent -by-the 'Shire. of' Berwick, to- complain of fome iltegal 
Proceedings-,, in' Order -to ;obtain Ja legal Remedy and Redreſs, which 
he did -only it .the; Commmoh Form of. Law , was alfo declared uncapable 
of Publick 'Truſt:, beſides: many Months impriſonment ; and ſince then, he * 
was another timz.imfriſoned for almoſt one, whole year, and nothing ever was 
charged upon .hym. 0) 4 2 44d | 

The Provo!t: of Zinlithgoe being complained of, for not furniſking ſome of 
your Brother s Forces with Baggage Horſes ,. was called before the Ceuncil, 
and becauſe he ſaid they were not bound in Law to furniſh Horſes 'in ſuch a 
manner, he was.immediately declared Incapable of Publick Truſt , and was 
both fined and impriſoned. | 

Your Confſpiratots., as :they were diligent , doing yours and the Devils 
Drudgery, they ſometimes out-did. themſelves to pleaſe you ; for at one time 
they incapacitated 5o-of the Town of S. Febnſtons, upon a very ſlight Pretence; .. 
inſomuch that they could not find a ſufficient number of Citizens for the Ma- 
giſtracy of that Town. - FRI 

It is well known, Sir, that for your Brother's Service and yours, and for the 
carrying on of your curſed Deſigns-in that Kingdom of Scotland, ſeveral -Pro-. 
teſtants., upon ſlight, and, -oftentimes, upon no Ground were- impriſoned, - 
and ſometimes kept Priſoners for many Months, nay Years, though nothing 


had been objected to them. Some have been required to enter themſelves ** 
Priſoners, contrary : to the Laws of. that Kingdom-; a particular - Inſtance * * 


you made of Lieutenant-General Drummond, whole great Loyalty could. never 
be forgotten, he was required to enter himſelf a Priſoner in the Caſtle of 
Dunbarton, where he was kept for eighteen Months time, nine of which he was 
made a cloſe Prifoner ; yet nothing was objected to him to give the- leaſt Co- 
lour for that uſage. | | | 

The Lord Cardros, a Man of great Vertue and Integrity, was for his Lady's 
keeping two meetings in her Houſe, though he was preſent at neither ofchem, -. 


fined Eleyer Thouſand Pound Sterling ;-and' was kept ſeveral years a Priſfonerin © : 
Edenburg: Caſtle, ani! was a frequent and a long Petitioner for his Liberty, and .  * 


and could not find for a long time the leaſt Inclination in any of the Conſpi- - 
rators ; nay, Application was made to the King, but from your incenſing the 
King againſt him, his'Petition was rejected. 
Belides all theſe illegal Impriſonments, the King your Brother, and your ſelf, 
had Rogues of a deeper-Dye ;- they were Officers in your Cut-throat Army in 
Scotland; theſe carried with them General Warrants for the apprehending 0 any 
As ey br the Conſpirators hadaſpite to, though under no iegal Cenfure, nor 
bavebeenſomuch as cited to appear, which put many of the poor | Proteltants 
to very great Feaxs as alſo. to, great. Expence (Juſt, Sir, as your Atterburys and 
the reſt of your curſed Meſſengers did. here in ;Emgiong.in the time 0 [Your 
Tyranny.) TOE. : 
N71. o K Captain 
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Captain Caftaires, a notable Villain, and fit for a Nragooning —_— for the 
Devil's Service and yours, did intrap one. Kirkron an onted Miniſter of Jeſus 
Chriſt, into his Chamber at —— and did violently abuſe him and de- 
ſigned to have extorted ſome Money from him ; the Noiſe of this coming to the 
Ears of one Baily, Brother-in-law to the ſaid Kirkton, he came to the Houſe, 
and hearing him cry Murder, Murder, forced open his Chamber Door, where 
he found his Brother. in-law and the Captain grapling ; the Captain pretended 
- he had a Warrant againſt Kirktom, and Baily defired him to ſhew it, and Pro-= 

miſed that all Obedience ſhould be given to it ; but the Captain refuſing to do 
it; Kirkton was reſcued. This was only delivering a Man from one: of your 
Robbers according to the Law of Nature. The Captain complained of this 
to your Conſpirators, and the Lord Hatton, with others of the ſame Kidney, 
were appointed to examin the Witneſſes ; and when it was brought before the 
Council, the Duke of Hamilton, the Earls of Aforton and Dumnfrize, and: Kin- 
cardin, the Lord Cecheren, and Sir Archibald Primroſe, then Lord Regiſter, deſired 
that the Report of the Examination might be read ; but that not ſerving the 
Deſigns of your Conſpirators, was denied : Thereupon thoſe Lords delivered 
their Opinions, That ſince Caſtaires did not ſhew any Warrant,nor was cloathed 
with any publick Character, it was no Oppoſition to the King's Authority, in 
Baily to reſcue the ſaid Kirkton: But for this Opinion, the King your Brother, 
and your ſelf, and Lauderdale. put theſe Lords out of the Council, and. out of 
all Command in the Militia, and though it could have been made appear that 
he had no Warrant at all againſt Kirkton, but procured it after the Violence com- 
mitted, and it was antidated on deſign to fervea turn at that time ; yet the

3. Now, Sir, I pray remember how your Conſpiracors uſed the poor Pro- 
teftants when they had them in Priſon. There was fourteen Men taken at a 
Field Meeting, who, without being legally convict of that or any?other Crime, 
_ were ſecretly and in the Night taken out of a Priſon upona Warrant ſigned by 

the Earl of Linlithgo, and the Lords Hatton and Collington, and were delivered to 
Captain Maitland, who had-been Page to Duke Lauderdale, but after, a French 
Officer, and was making his Levies in Scotland, and were carried over to the 
Service of the French King, in the year 1676. 

Your Confpirators in Scotland did, for your Brother's Service and yours, up- 
on many Occaſions proceed to the moſt unreaſonable and arbitrary Fines ci- 
cher for ſlight Offences, or for Offences where the Fine is regulated by Law, 
which. they have never conſidered when the Perſons were obnoxious to them. 
So the Lord  Cardros was fined 11000 1]. for. his Ladies keeping two Meetings 
in his Houſe, and Baptizing a Child by an outed Miniſter, without his Know- 
tedge ; the Provoſt formerly mentioned, and Baily, and many others were alſo 
fined without any Regard had to the Law, * | 


4. Give. . 
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4. Give me leave, Sir, to put 'you in. mind of a fourth Piece of Villany 
acted by you and your Brother upon the Proteſtants ef Scor/and. Your Conſpi- 
rators, by your Brother's Authority, and your Procurement, * did ſeveral 
times proceed to take away Gentlemens. Dwelling-houſes from chem, and to 
put Garriſons into them, . even in the time of Peace, contrary to all Law, Ju- - 
{tice, and Reaſon. In the Year 1675, it was deſigned againſt twelve Proteſtant 
Noblemen and. Ggntlem<n, . 3nd executed upon the Houſes of the Earl of * Cal. 
Jandar, the Lord Cardroſs, the Lady Lumſden, &c. and. it was again attempted 
in the Year 1678. upon the Houſes belon ing to the Lairds of Cheſnock, 
Blaghan, and Rowallane, and they were pofleſſed by Souldiers and declared ' 
Garriſons: Nor did it reſt here, but your Conſpiratorsſent Orders, and required 
the Countries abotit thofe Houſes, to furniſh them for the'uſe of your Souldiers, 
and to ſupply them with Neceſſaries, contrary to the Laws of that Kingdom ; 
it was againſt this, that Sir Patrick Hume, now a Peer of Scotland, applied him- 
ſelf to the Conſpirators to have Redreſs; and common Juſtice being denied 
him, he uſed a legal Proteſtation in the ordinary Form of the Law of that 
Kingdom, and was thereupon kept.many Months in Prifon, and declated un- 
capable of all Publick Truſts. 


5. I muſt put you in mind how you by your Confpirators endeavoured to 
kindle a Flame amongſt the Scorch ; for ſince you had diſobliged ſo many of 
them, and had begot ſuch a Diſaffe&ion in them againſt you and your Bro- 
ther,;. your great Defign was to keep that Diſaffe&ion alive, and not only fo, 
bur ſo. to-increaſe it, as to make them riſe and take up Arms in their own de- 
fence : therefore in order to this in the Year 1677, April .9, the Letters of 
your Confpiring Jeſuits, to the Procurator-General at Madrid, gavehimnotice, 
that your Confpirators at London, the Fathers of the Society, had ſent for Scor- 
land, three Jeſuits in Maſquerade to give the poor provoked Scots to underſtand 
theſe three things: 1. That all the Miſeries, under which they groaned, was 
from the Biſhops and their Clergy, which Doctrine they were inclinedenough 
to believe, they naturally hating the Government of the Church by that ſort of 
Men, as being againſt the expreſs Ward of God, and tending to Tyranny. 
2. That there was no other way to recover their Liberty and Religion, but by 
the Sword ; and this was certainly true, for they had made all the humble Ap- 
plications that could be made by Men, both to the King your Brother and the 
Council in Scotland, and could find no Rddrefs of their Grievances; for as 
theſeVillains were/ſent to exaſperate them onthe one hand,ſo youand yourTrai- / 
tor Lauderdale augmented their Miſeries on the other hand, and all in Order to 
make them take up Arms in their own Defence. 3. That the King your 
Brother was ſo addicted to his Pleaſure, that he neither would nor could take 
care in that Concern, but left them to be redrefſed by thoſe that cruelly oppre{- 
ſedthem; which was as notoriouſly true : and you wanted/not your wicked 
Inſtruments to accompliſh the great Don you had in hand, of illarjng ho 
$:1977 ; 2 | _ r0- 
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Proteſtants of that Kingdom, ſo that the Method you took, by your Jeſnits, 

by their Inſinuations, and by your Task-maſters to oppreſs them, you did very 

_ incline them, to take up Arms againſt your Conſpirators in their-own 
efkence. 

Sir, Your Jeſuits in Scotland laid not aſide their Attempts there, to make the 
diſtreſſed Proteſtants riſe; for the whole Popifh Party was at Work:to- ſtir up 
the Commotion, by them deſigned, . in that Kingdom, as appears by - Letters 
from thence, from your Incendiaries of the 11th: of:"Aug»f, 1678. Nay, 
that the Work might take effe&t, Eight thouſand Scots that were of the Romiſh 
Religion ſhould be ready, For what ? to joyn with-rthe diſaffeted Scots : Such 
Sots you employed, as if che diſafte&ted Scots .would joyn with them. Bur the 
Truth of it was, to pillage and deſtroy. the Habitations of thoſe that ſhould 
riſe in the defence of their Lives, . Liberties;and Religion; for that was the In- 
tent, whatever Imaginations your Cut-throat Jeſuits had in their empty Nod- 
dles, that appears in” their Pacquet of Augy# 1cth. 1678. directed to Fohn 
Grove: For you muſt remember that was your Deſign, and Lauderdalz's, tho 
your Jeſuites thought, that tne poor Proteſtants might be brought to join with 
the Popiſh Party, ro make a Commotion there : for when your Secretary peru- 
{ed the Contents, he laughed at the Folly of the Scotch Jeſuites, but ſaid, IF 
the-Scotch would riſe, he cared not with whom they joyned ; for their Riling 
was the thing that was deſired, 


Your deſign had its effect ; for their Provocations were fo many, and their 
Oppreſlion ſo great from Lauderdale, and his wicked Party, who were ſerving 
your Brother's, and your Popiſh Deſfigus, to bring that People under a deſpo- 
tick Power, and the Infolencies of your Impudent Clergy wes ſuch, that-they 
could no longer bear ; and therefore in the Year 1679. they did raife Forces, 
and armed them ; and by their Declaration they were far from carrying on a 
Popiſh Deſign ; for their Deſign was the Extirpation of Popery, and Popiſh 
Prelacy, out of Scotland, which had been a great Grievance to that Kingdom. 
And becauſe, Sir, you may have forgotten their Declaration, I will give 'it 
Word for Word, and is as follows : | 


: A* it is not unknownto a great Part of the World, how Happy theChurch 
: of Scotland was whilſt they enjoyed the Ordinances of Jeſus Chriſt in 
* Purity and Power, of which we have been deplorably deprived, by the Re- 
* eſtabliſhment of Prelacy: ſoit is evident, not only to impartial Perſons, but to 
* profeſſed Enemies, with what unparalell'd patience and conſtancy the people of 
* God haveendured all the Cruelty, Injuſtice, and Oppreflion, that the Will 
* and Malice of Prelacy and Malignants could invent, and exerciſe; And be- 
"ing moſt unwilling to a any thing which might import Oppoktion to lawful 
* Authority, or engage the Kingdoms in War, although we have been all along 
Eroanung under the Over-turning the”'Work of Reformation, Corruptions of 
oarine, ſlighting of Worſhip, deſpiſing of Ordinances, the Changing theAn- 
| * cient 
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© cient Church-diſcipline and Government, thruſting out ſo many of our Faickfu.! 
* Miniſters from theirCharges,confining ſtraightly, Impriſoning,Exileing,yea,and 
* putting toDeath many of them, and intruding upon their Flocks a Company 0 
* inſufficient ſcandalousPerſons,Confining,Impriſoning, Torturing, Tormenting, 
* Scourging, and Stigmatizing poor People, plundering their Goods, quartering 
* upon them rude Soldiers, ſelling their Pertons to foreign Plantations, Horning 
* and Intercommuning many of both Sexes, whereby great Numbers, in every 
* corner of the Land, were forced to leave their Dwellings, Wives, Chiidren, 
*and Relations, and made to wander as Pilgrims, ſtill in hazard of cheir Lives, 
* none daring to Recer, Harbour, or Supply, (though Starving ;) or lo much 
* as to ſpeak to them, though upon Death-bed, wichout gnaking themſelves ob- 
© noxious to the ſam2 Punijſhmer.ts. And theſe things acted under colour of 
* Law, in effec tending to banith not only all Senfe of Religion, bur allo to 
* extinguiſh all natural affection, even amongit pertfons of neareſt Relations, 
* and likewiſe groaning under the intolerable Yoak of Oppretlion in our Civil 
* Intereſt, our Podies, Liberties, and Eſtates ; fo that all manner of Out aes 
* have been moſt arbitrarily exerciſed upon us, for a Tract of ſeveral Years 
* paſt, particulariy in the year 1678. by Gnding us an armed Hoſt of Barbarous 
* Savages, contrary to all Law, and Humanuy ; and by laying on us ſeveral. 
* Impolitions, and Taxes, as formerly, fo of late, by a Meeting of Prelimited 
* and Over-awed. Members in the Convention of Eftates in Fuly, 1678. for 
* keeping up of an armed Force, intruſted (as to a great part of it) into the 
* Hands of avowed Papiſts, or Favourers of them, by whom ſundry Invaſions 
* have been made upon us, and moſt exorbitant Abules, and incredible Info- 
* lencies committed againſt us ; and we being continually fought after, while 
* meeting in Houſes for Divine Worſhip, Miniſters and People frequertly appre- 
* hended, and moſt rigorouſly uſed ; and fo being neceſlitated to attend the 
* Lord's Ordinances in the Fields, in the moſt deſert places ; and there alſo of- 
* ten hunted out, and aſſaulted, to the effuſion of our Blood, and killing of 
* ſome, whereby we were invictably conſtrain d either to defend our ſelves by 
* Arms at thoſe Meetings, or be altogether deprived of the Goſpel preached by 
* Faithful Miniſters, and made abſolute Slaves : At one of which Meetings, 
* upon the firſt day of - Zune inſtant, being the Lord's Day, Captain Graham 
* of Claverhouſe, being warranted by a late Proclamation to kill whomſoever he 
* found in Arms at Field-Conventicles making Reſiſtance, did furiouſly aſſault 
* che People aſſembled; and further, to provoke, did cruelly bind, like Beaſts, * 
*a Miniſter, withſome others whom he had found that ſame morning in Houſes; 
* and ſeveral being kill d on both ſides, they Knowing certainly that by Law © 
* they behoved (if apprehended) to dye, they did ſtand to their own de- 
* fence, and continue together ; and there, after many of our Friends. and 
Countrymen being under the fame Oppreſlion, expecting the ſame meaſure, 
* did freely offer their Afliſtance. We therefore thus inevitably, and of abſo- - 
© lute Neceſlity, forced to take this laſt Remedy, ( tho Magiſtrates having ſhut 
* the Door by a Law againſt Application, that whatever our Grievances be,gi- - 
j thee.cc 
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© ther in things Civil or Sacred, we have not the Privilege of a Supplicant) do 
© judge our ſelves bound to declare, that theſe, with many other horrid Grie- 
©vances, in Church and State, (which we purpoſe to manifeſt more fully here- 
© after) are the true Cauſes of this our Lawful and Innocent Self-defence: And 
© we moſt ſolemnly, and in the preſence of Almighty God, the Searcher of alt 
© Hearts, declare, that the true Reaſons of our continuing in Arms, candidly 


* and ſincerely, are theſe: 


© Firſt, The defending and ſecuring of the true Proteſtant Religion, and Preſ- 
© byterian Government founded upon the Word of God , and ſummarily compre- 
* hended in our Confe/Mw15 of Faith and Catechiſm, and eſtabliſhed by the Laws 
© of this Land, to which King, Nobles, and People are ſolemnly ſworn and 
© engaged in our National Solemn League and Covenant ; aud more particularly 
* the Defending and Maintaining the Kingly Anthority of ow Lord Teſus Chrift 
* Over his Church, againſt all ſoul ſupremacy derogatory thereto, and incroaching there- 
© #pon, 


© Second , The freſerving and defending the King's Majeſly, his Perſon and 
: Authority in the Preſervation and Defence of that true Religion and Liberties 
* of the Kingdom, that the World may bear Witneſs with our Conſciences , of our 
* Loyalty ; and that we have no Thoughts or Intention to diminiſh his juſs Power 
* and Greatre(s,

meral Aſſembly in Order to the Redreſſing of our foreſaid Grievances for the 

* preventing the eminent Danger of Popery , and extirpating Prelacy from a- 
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© This therefore being the Cauſe we appear for, and reſolve, in God's Name, 
* to own, hereby homologating all the Teſtimonies of faichful Sufferers for 
* the Truth in Scotland theſe eighteen Years by gone. We humbly requeſt 
*the King's Majeſty to reſtore all things as he found them when God 
* brought him. home to his Crown and Kingdoms ; and if that cannot be 
© obtained, then we heartily and humbly invite and intreat, beſeech and ob- 
*teſt, by the Bowels of Jclus Chriſt , all who are under the ſame Bonds with 
us, to occur in this Common Caule and Intereſt ; and that they will not 
* ſtand ſtill and ſee not only us oppreſſed, bur this forcſaid Cauſe ruined , 
* Adverſaries proudly and highly infult againſt God and all good Men, Friends 
* of the Truth diſcouraged, yea, the Proteſtant Cauſe in Britain and Ireland, 
* and even your ſelves within a little time made a Prey of, or elfe forced, 
* when we are broken, (which the good Lord+prevent ) dreadful:y to wrong 
*Four Conſciences. Finally, becauſe we delire no Man's hurt or blood, we 
* requeſt our Country-men, now the ſtanding Forces of this Kingdom, fome 
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" of them being our Friends and Kinſmen, not to fight againſt us, leſt in fo 
* doing they be found fighting againſt the Lord, whoſe Cauſe and Quarrel we 
*are ſure he will own and fignally countenance, ſeeing we fight under his 
* Banner who is the Lord of Holſt. 


This, Sir, you know, was the Declaration of theſc Bleſſed Servants of God, 
but you had not filled up the meaſure of your Sins, and therefore God was 
pleaſed to deliver theſe miſerable enſlaved wretches into your hands, and they 
were made a prey to your never to be forgotten Cut-throats ; and ſome of 
them ſealed their Teſtimony of Jeſus with their Blood: You may remember 
what Havock your Popiſh Crew made of chem both in their Eſtates and Fami- 
lies, that Scotland was a Field of Blood, through many Barbarous Murders that 
vou by the Hands of your Party Committed there... 

Some of your b!oody Crew here, efpecially the Tyrant Lauderdale, were. 
exceeding glad of tie. News of thete poor Proteſtants Riſing, and your Po- 
piſh Confpirators and their Motly Proteſtant Admirers and Abettors - did 
prick up their Ears at the News, and concluded the Day was their own. Our 
Engliſh Popiſh Army was to cut their Throats firſt, and then the Throats of 
all Engliſh Men that ftood in their way afterwards. And Lauderdale highly” 
valued himſelf upon this Riſing ( for Poſts came every day to Ihite-hall to 
bring the News of their Increaſing ) boaſting that now the Fanaticks had : 
ſhewed themſcives in their Colours ; and that it was by thar ſtri&t hand that 
he had kept over them in Scotland that had been the Cauſe of their being quiet - 
ſo long, hoping by this to get Honour for his prudent Management, when all 
Mankind knows that his Management was with adeſign to make them rake up 
Arms: And it was you and he that raiſed that Devil ; but, Sir, you know” 
whom you had appointed to betray them. Sir, you were in Flander;, thither 
the News was ſent to you, not becauſe you were ignorant of the Contri- 
vance; but it was a Watch-word for your Return : But that you might la 
this Devil, which you and your Conſpirators had raiſed, and kill two Birds 
with one Stone ; therefore you pitch'd upon the Duke of Monmonth, that he. 
might deſtroy the Proteſtants there, and that his Perſon might either fall in” 
Seotland, or his Reputation be ruined here at home ; therefore by your Advice: 
or rather Dire&ion, he is ordered for Scotland in all haſte, for it was the 
Grief of your Soul to ſee him the Darling of the Proteſtants of both King- | 
doms. Beſides, Sir, you knew, that if he went Armed into Scotland, without *

However he went by the general Conſent of the Council, and was well re-

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| In Scotland would have been prevailed with, with ſo little- difficulty to be com-

- Well, what then? The Duke of Monmouth engaged with theſe poor Crea- 
tures, but your Rogues, and Trickers, and Officers amongſt theſe your Souls, 
Toon left them, before.the Battle was begun ; fo that the pains of Reducing 
- them was not very great nor hazardous, and divers of theſe poor Proteſtants 
-were murthered upon the place by one Og/ethorp, an eminent Cut-throat, yet 
alive, notwithſtanding they cried for Cuarter, which was promiſed them ; | 
but how' well that promiſe was kept , was ſeen; mary hundreds of them 
having been murdered in cool Blood, under a Colour of Law as if they had 
Ebeen Traytors : So that the Duke comes home a Victor in the ſenſe of ſome , 
Fand a vanquiſhed perſon in the minds and affe&tions of others, who would 
Fat, out of Love to him, have had him engaged with fuch an ill Company 
fo Cut-throats in ſuch a thing in Scotland, they knowing it hazardous in ma- 
ny Reſpects; however, for his own ſecurity, he procured his Pardon for that 
Action. But that Pardon, though it was an A& of preat foreſight in the 
Duke, yet the Judgment of Heaven purſued him; for as he contributed 
to the Murdef of ſo many poor Proteſtants by the Help of Popilſh Cut- 
throats , fo he himſelf was murdered, and his Friends, by you and your T 
Popiſh Cut-throats. 6

-L Remember, Sir, the Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons to the King your 
Brother, on April 23. 1675. for then they found that ſome perfons in great 
Employment under that King had fomented Deſigns againſt the Intereſt of the 
Subject intending todeprive Great Britam of its ancient Rights and Liberties, 
that thereby they might the more eaſily introduce the Popiſh Religion and 
Arbitrary Government, to-the ruine and deſtruftion of the Subjefts thereof, 
amongſt whom they had jult cauſe to accuſe, for a promoter of ſuch Deſigns 
the Duke of Lauderdale, becauſe it had been teſtiied in their Houſe by ſeve-. 
ral Members of Parliament, That in a Hearing before the Conncil, in the Caſe 
of Mr. Pemnyſtone Whalley, who had committed Mr. John Fames contrary to the 
King's Declaration of the 15th of March 1671, the ſaid Duke of Lauderdale did | 
publickly affirm, in the prelerice of the King your Brother, and before ſeveral.” 
then attending the Board, that the King? Edicts were to be obey?d, for that they * 
were equal with the Laws, and ought-to be obſerv'd ; in the firſt place thereby 
juſtifying the ſaid Declaration, and the Proceedings thereupon, and declaring 
his Inclination to Arbitrary Councels, in terror of a!ll good Proteſtants. This, 
Sir, was not all, but they had a farther confirmation of this Opinion by rwo 
AQts of Parliamenr, of a very ſtrange .and dangerous nature, which they had 
found in the printed Statutes of Scotland, the firilt whereof was in the third 
Seſſion. of the firſt Parliament held under the King your Brother, Cap. 25. and 
the other in a ſecond Parliament, Cap. 2. the like had never paſled ſince the 
union of the two Crowns, and were contrary to an Act paſſed in the fourth year 
of the Reign of James the Firſt your Grandfather, which intended the betrer 
abolition of all memory of Holtility, and the dependencies thereof between 
England and Scorland, and the better repreſſing the Occaſions of Diſcord and 
Ditforders for time to come; and of a like At paſſed about the ſame time in 
Scotland; by the force of which ſaid late Atts there was a Militia ſetled in that 
Kingdom of Twenty thouſand Foot and Two thouſand Horſe, who were obliged 
co be in a readineſs to march into any part of the Kingdom of, England, for any 
iervice wherein your Brother's Honour and Greatneſs mightþ& concerned ; and 
they were to obey ſuch Orders and Directions as they ſhould from time to time 
receive from the Privy Council of that Kingdom : By colour of which general 
words the then Parliament did conceive that the Kingdom of Englan1 was lia- 
ble to be invaded upon any pretence whatſoever. And this was done by the 
procurement of that Lauderdale, he having been all the time of thoſe Tranſ- 
actions Principal Secretary of that Kingdom), and chiefly intruſted with the ad- 
miniſtration of the affairs of State there, and he being Commiſſioner for holds 
ing the Parliament at the time of paſſing the latter of the ſaid Acts, whereby 
the providing the ſaid Horſe and Foot was efteCftually impoſed upon that King- 
dom, and that extraordinary Power veſted in the Privy Council there; ſo that 
the Commons of England conceived they had juſt reaſon to apprehend the il] 
Conſequences of ſo great and an unuſal Power, eſpecially ſince at that time the 
Afﬀairs of the Kingdom of Scotland were managed by the ſaid Duke, who pub- 
liſh'd himſelf to be a Perſon of ſuch pernicions Principles; thereupon they 
pray*d the King your Brother todiſmiſs him from all his Employments, and _ 
K l 
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bid him his Preſence and Counſels for ever, as a perſon obnoxious and dangerous 
to the Government, 

This, Sir, is the CharaCter, and theſe are the Qualifications of a perſon that 
your Conſpirators judg'd meet for a man to ferve your Cauſe and Intereſt ; 
and how near he brought the People of Scotland to the French Government 
and [ntereſt, | mult leave an impartial Reader to judpe; he wanted nothing but 
a King to make an Example of him and all ſuch profligate Monſters of Mankind. 
But I will give you a ſecond Inſtance of the good Opinion that the Commons of 
England aſſembled in Parliament had of this Varler ; and thar is as follows. 

2, Upon the 10th of AZay, 1675, the Commons of Erg/and aſſembled in that 
Parliament repreſented to the King your Brother, the deplorable condition the 
ſtate of the Kingdom, thro? evil Counſelors, which, Sr, you know were your 
Conſpirators, and were deligning to overthrow the Proteſtant Intereſt in both 
Kingdoms, and were th2 Cauſe why the King your Brother follow'd not the Ad- 
vice of his Parliament for the redreſſing of Grievances, amongſt whom they 
reckon*d Jovn: Duke of Landerdale, and pray'd that the King would remove him 
from his Council and Preſence for ever. 

3. I haſten to athird Inſtance of the Opinion that the Commons of Ergland 
had of the ſaid Duke of La#arrdale ; and that was in a Parliament held in, ay 
10th, 1679, They tell the King in their Addreſs, Thatthey found the Kingdoms 
inyoPd in imminent dangers and great difficulties by the evil deſigns and per- 
nicious Counſels of ſome who had been, and were then, actually in high Places 
of Truſt and Authority about the Perſon of the then King, who, contrary to 
the Duty of their Places, by their arbitrary and deltruttive Counſels, tending 
to the ſubverſion of the Rights, Liberties and Properties of the People of Great 
Britain, and the alteration of the Proteſtant Religion, did endeavour to alienate 
| ' the Hearts of the People from the then King and his Government, amongſt 
4 whom they had juſt reaſon to accuſe the Duke of L au4eraa/e for a chief promo- 
ter of ſuch Counſels, and more particularly for contriving and endeayouring to 
raiſe Fealouſies and Miſunderſtandings between the Kingdoms of En(/and and 
Scoiland, whereby Hoſtilities might have enſued, avd might haye riſen between 
the two Nations. They took notice of the many repeated Addreſſes of the 
immediate precedipg Parliament ; and were much. concerned that notwithſtand= 
ing thoſe Addreſſes, they found that Duke {:uacrdale, with all his Qualifications, 
continued in the Councils of the then King, for that the Afﬀairs of the Kingdom 
required that none ſhould be put into ſuch Employments but ſuch as were not 
only of known Abilities, Intereſt and Eſteem in the Natior. but alſo were with- 
out all ſuſpicion of miſtaking or betraying the true Intereſt of the Nation. Upon 
theſe Conſiderations a new Parliament pray'd the then King to remove him the 
ſaid Duke Lauderdale from his Employments, and Perſon, and Councels for 
ever- 

You well know, that in the Month of February 1678, you were baniſh'd into 
Flanders, before the meeting of the New Parliament, ( for the good King your 
Brother parted with his old Penſioners, who lowed very loud for wayt of 
Fodder, and; to ſaye Charges, that ſtale Parliament was diſfoly*d and a new = 
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calPd ) whom your Conſpirators, by the inſight they had in the Eleftions, knew 
it would” be ſuch a Parliament as was not for their turns ; therefore a deep 
Conſult was held, how to make the Nation to believe that they were in &arnelt ; 
they reſolv'd to diſcover the Plot, and diſcourage / 07ery, tho? in truth it was the 
two things you and your Conſpirators aimed at to be ſtill ſupported. How- 
ever, to blind the Eyes of Mankind, it was reſolved, that all imaginable ſym- 
ptoms ſhould be publickly profeſſed, both for the diſcovery of the Popsſh Plor, 
and leaving you and your Conſpirators, for” you were to abſent your ſelf from 
your Brother, and go beyond Sea for ſome time, upon theſe Conſiderations ; the 
one was, That you being out of the way, might ſtop the further examination 
of the Popiſh Plot, then newly diſcover'd to the King, who was in every bit of 
it but that of his own Life, and it had a near relation to your ſelf : And by 
this means your Conſpirators thought to preſerve the Chief Conſpirator alive 
and ſafe. The other was for a gloſs, to make Mankind to think, that the King 
your Brother and the Court were ſuch mortal Enemies to P-pery, that he would 
not endure you his Pop:ſ} Brother near him, for fear of being influenc*d by 
Popiſh Councels. But, Sir, you may remember, that your ſelf and Conſpira- 
tors at St. James's were of a difterent Opinion, ſome of your Partiſans with 
all their might and skill oppoſed your leaving the Kingdom, for that it would 
weaken your Party extreamly, and make perſons more bold to come in and give 
Evidence againſt you when you were abſent, than if you were preſent, and that 
if you were abſent, tho? by the Royal Command of your Brother the King, yet 
the People would be ready enough to ſay you fled for fear, and that it was in 
effeCt to own your ſelf guilty. Such Arguments as theſe were uſed by your 
Conſpirators, but the Whore Portſmouth carry'd it for your going ; therefore 
a Command was ſent to you all of a ſudden, T hat it was your Brother's pleaſure 
you ſhould be gone, 

This, Sir, fil'd many with amazement, who knew not for what ends ſuch 
Counſels had been taken; and ir filled others with great Joy, they now belie- 
ving that the King your Brother, and his Court, would have been purg'd from 
Popery and his Popsſþ Councels, and the Popiſh Fabrick, which had been ſo long a 
building, would again tumble down, when they ſaw you that were the chief ſup- 
yorter of it had left your ſtation. - 

Well, Sir, away you go for Flanders, as if you had been going into another 
World ; but your Conſpirators were not a whit daunted, out reſoly'd to ſtick 
as faithfully to you as you had done before to them. And tho” by this depar- 
ture of yours many of your Conſpirators, for whom the Kingdoms were too 
hot, and who ought to have danced a Gambrel at Tyburz, under the pretence 
of being your Servants, yet notwithſtanding, the hardieſt and boldeſt of your 
impudent Crew ſtaid behind, and watch'd Afﬀairs at bome, letting nothing: be 
done that was material but what was done by your Advice and Direction and 
theirs; and by your being abroad, they had the opportunity of ſtudying and 
adviſing what was fit to be done at home. 

This, Sir, I muſt obſerve to you by the way, that before you conld be pre- 
yailPd upon to go, you were faithfully 1499 that nothing of value or mo- 
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ment ſhould 'be done or 'atted without' you ; nay, the Speech that was ito be 
made at the Opening of the Parliament. was concluded ' on before you went: 
Yet for all this, at the Meeting of the New Parliament, which was now become 
almoſt a Wonder in this Nation, a great panick Fear was ſtruck in all or moſt 
of your Crew, and they certainly had fo much Fear upon them, from the leaſt to 
the greateſt, that they were even ready to cry Quarter, or at leaſt to offer terms 
of accommodation, tie Nation being in a very great ferment ; and your Party, 
that had rely*d ſo much upon the*mighty Mind of the Frerch King for Mony, 
began to curſe him for driving them upon tlieſe Extremities ; nay, you your 
ſelf did not ſpare to revile him for the tame. _ 

The King your Brother happening to be indiipos'd at Winſor, which being 
poſted over to you, you return with all ſpeed, and anexpettedly; and being here, 
you had but a little inclination to return to Flanders again; but the King plea- 
ling you with ſome private Reſolutions of his, you cid ſubmit ro return again 
to Flanders, where you was as coldly received as at fit{t; but your ſtay was rot 
long there, for the Coaſt being then clear, you reſolved upon returning home, 
and did accordingly return ; and the detign, you know, was then to fix the Shan: 
Proteſtant Plot you and your Conſpirators. had contriv'd: But that would rot 
keep you in Ernglara, for it was reſolv*d that you ſhon]d go to Scorlazd, ro ſettle 
the Proteſtant Religion there, where you receiv'd the jad News of the baffling 
the Sham-Plt that you and yours had thought to charge upon ſome 7r reſtarts, 
which made you take new Meaſures, and you reſolv*d to part with a ſmall 
ſpel] of Mony to get the Parliament prorogued for ſome longer time, and a 
greater Sum was preſſed from France, but without ſucceſs; ſor the Duke of 
Bucks ſpoild that Deſign, for which piece of ſervice you owed him a Cake, and 
mas reſoly'd if it had not been timely prevented, you would have beſtow*d upon 
him a whole Loaf. But that by the way- 

Well, you arrive in Sccrland, | pray how were you receiv*d ? with great Joy 
to your Banditti there; Nay, the moſt excellent Proteſtant Biſhops receiv*d you 
with tokens of Welcome, and highly reſented the Afﬀront that the Parliament 
of England had put upon you, when they went abont to exclude you, and very 
honeſtly declar'd againſt it ; and tho? the Commons of England were fo dim 
ſighted, as not to ſee that the only way to ſettle the Proteſtant Religion was by a 
Popiſh King, yet they could ſee it, 2nd declare it as an undoubted Truth. Now, 
Sir, it was expected that you ſhould admire. the Fabrick that your old Friend 
Lauderdale had ſo delicately contrived, and in reward of his good Service ad- 
vance his Intereſt : No, no, you no ſooner got into Scotland, but you were de- 
Gening againſt Lauderdale, he being the great Inſtrument of ſending you thither, 
for you never forgave. him that Affront; ſo that after your arrival in Scotland 
his Iatereſt much dwindPd away. Thus you rewarded one.of your old Friends 
who had ſold Bady and Soul and all to the Devil to ſerve you and your Cauſe; 
he. is gone to his place, I fear, in ſure and certain expettation of Wrath and 
Vengeance, for the many Villanies he had. committed againſt. the Religion, Laws 
2nd Liberties of his Country... | 

Whilſt; 
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Whilſt, 5/7, you were in Scot/and, you and your Conſpirators made your 
Defignsto go on to your full content, tho? much diligence was uſed, and pains 
were taken in the point : And, to give you and your Accomplices that which is 
your due, you never did ſpare your pains for the bringing on your wicked De- 
vices to perfection; and you thought it good Policy and your beſt way to make 
ſure of ſomething, that if Ezgiand ſhould be too hard for you, yer you reſol- 
ved to make ſure of- Scorland;; and, to repeal thoſe Laws that were in force, 
which did debar a Popsſb Prince from inheriting that Crown, therefore you got 
a Parliament call'd; and your ſelf made High Commiſſioner. Upon this you la» 
bour the Point, for the choice of the Commoners that ſhould be fit for the pur= 
poſe; and to cajole ſome of the Lords, you entice #Za»:ilron to come in to your 
Intereſt. You mounted the Throne as High Commiſſioner, without regarding 
the Law, or due Qualifications neceſſary in taking the Oaths, for that was bulow 
you : And the King having furniſh*d you with Letters, you are admitted into the 
Council without taking the Oaths: Bur being got into the Houſe, you carried 
al} before-you, and got your Succelſion to the Crown of Scet!znd ſecured by an 
Aft ; and you got a Teſt paſſed, by which all were to ſwear rot to endeavour 
to alter that Government either in Church or State; and all ſuch as refuſed 
were to loſe their Employments. In a word, you made every thing to paſs that 
you and your Crew had a mind to, 

As you were a Privy Councillor in that Kingdom, you wheedled in the Duke 
of Hamilton, and admitted him one of the Council, who was very zealous for 
the Proteſtant Religion formerly, but then began to be very cool : And ſo were 
the reſt of the cajoled Lords, they all put on the Temper that Scorchmern uſually 
are attended withal, that is, to be falſe to the Cauſe that is perſecuted ; for, 
u7on the riſing of the Parliament, they ſuffer*d the poor Diflenters to be ſqueez- 
ed to death, and ſuffer'd all imaginable Severities to be uſed tywards them. You 
ſucceeding ſo well in Parliameat, you uſed great Endeavours for a ſtandinz Ari 
my, under the notion of ſecuring the Peace againſt thoſe Diſſenters and Field- 
Meeters; but-tho* you had laboar'd hard in that point, yet the ſucceſs did ot 
anſwer your expectation 1o fully,as to give you content. 

Well, S:r, what becomes of od £1uderdale, your faithful Servant and dear 
ly beloved Favorite, for | do not ind him in this Parliament? No, he's forced 
to ſtay in England, not daring to pear in Scotland, for his Hel-hounds were 
not able to weather the Point, beauſe the ſtream ran ſo ſtrong againſt him 
(not that you had made any change<f his Meaſures in the Conſpiracy 32ainlt 
the Proteſtant Intereſt and Religion, mieſs it were for the worſe); and very de- 
ſirous you were of getting him into Surland, 2nd no doubt you would have fer- 
ved him-a Scotch Maiden-Trick : Why ſo ? Becauſe that Old Dog had been 
heard to ſay, That All you had done in cotland was nothing, inregard the Oaths 
were omitted ; and, That the Parliamen was but a Conventi:n, and what you 
had done was in itſelf void, and of n0 eff, Theſe were bloody words, and 
highly reſented by you ; and afterwardsyon had an Eye upon Argyle, who be: 
gan to ſnort at the Teſt; and though hehad been a Dog in a ſtring to your 
Brother and your ſelf, ſome Qualm came cnfſs5 his Conſcience ; he therefore be: 
gail: 
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gan to make his Interpretations upon it, which were ſuch as cut the Throat of 
the thing ic ſelf: And altho? the Interpretation he gave could be no other than 
the genuine ſence of the thing, and plain to be underſtood, that it could mean 
no other than what he intended to take it in, yet it was ſo much diſliked, that 
he was then to have been made a Sacrifice, under the notion of being guilty of 
High: Treaſon, only for explaining the Telt ; he was accardingly ſeized and li- 
belled againit, and found guilty of the Fact, and he was then in a lair way to 
have loſt his Life for his Ingenuity ; but he, with a great deal of dexterity, made 
his eſcapes, and ſo ſaved himſelf for that time from being murder'd by you and 
your Cut-throats there. 

Scotland, Sir, you bridled and ſaddled, and brought the Government there to 
be ſomething like the French Mode, differing nothing, but that you had made 
the Scuts the greater Vallals of the two: And the People of that Kingdom car- 
reſs'd you highly for the grace and favour of their Vaſſalage, notwithſtanding 
which, you were not wiling to ſtay any longer therez your Friends adviſing 
you by all} means to return to £-g{.md, to ſecure your Intereſt in England, you 
having ſetled Scotland to your content. And this remember, Sweet Sir, that the 
Whore Port/mouth, wit! her Baftard Son, was by your Royal Brother ſent to 
Frace, to renew the Dover Treaty, in which ſhe was more ſucceſsful than your 
Siſter of bleſſed memory; for ſhe was carelſed by the French King, and her Ba: 
ſtard honour'd as a Prince of the Blood, and ſhe ſetled a firm Correſpondency 
between Lew: of France and Charles of Great Britain, purſuant to the Treaty at 
Dover, This you heard of, and you judged the Strumpet was undermining you, 
and obtaining the Succeſſion for her Son, which made you, after your arrival at 
Whiteball, more unwilling to return again for Scor/and than before : And you 
preſſed the then King your Brother for your ſtay here ; but you were told, That 
you mult return to Scotland, where your ſtay ſhould be but ſhort. You obeyed, 
and went by Sea, with your chief Favourite /4uzper, who with you was like to 
have been loſt, but you ſaved your ſelf and the Curr, and loſt ſome Treaſure, 
with a great part of your Retinue, who drank your Health, and went to the 
bottom. But You arrive in Scot/ard, and the Mony being loſt, your Intentiors 
of having a ſtanding Army there were ſunk alo. 

Your ſtay was to be ſhort in Scotland, and ſoſhall mine ; therefore ſince I have 
put you in mind of your bridling and ſaddling that poor Kingdom, as a Subject 
and a High Commiſſioner for King Charles, zive me leave to remember you of 

our Carriage when you pretended to and rurped that Crown, as King of Scot- 

and ; for by the Laws of that Kingdom al}Popiſh Princes were uncapable of that 
Crown. And becauſe of your Omiſſion the Oaths that were to be by you ta- 
ken, all that you did in repealing them vas null and yoid, and to no effect ; ſo 
that thoſe Laws were ſtil in force aganlt you, notwithſtanding the aforeſaid 
pretended Repeal, for without thoſe Gaths the meeting together of Lords and 
Commons was no Parliataent, but a Ccmvention, which cannot repeal any Statute 
there. Upon your taking that Crovn» the Earl of Argyle, upon the 20th of 
May 168;, well knowing bow the Prec/#ant Religion mult ſuffer in Scotland, lands 
in Scotland, near a place called Xert/e, and on the 21ſt ſent forth his Declarati- 
ON, 
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-on, wherein he tells the Scors, That the End of his coming was the defence of 
the Proteſt axt Fw oye the Laws and Liberties of the Proteſtants of Scotland, 
againlt Popery and Arvitrary Gover?nient ; and therefore he required all perſons 
from ſixteen to ſixty to come and joyn with him, with Arms and Proviſions ne- 
cellary. One of his Sons ſent Letters to ſeveral Gentlemen upon the ſame ac- 
count, ſo that in few days his Army was encreaſed to 2500 Men. But, Sir, your 
Trappan that betray*d the poor Proteſtants at Bothwell Bridge, 1 679, eſcaping the 
Gallows, liv*'d to betray this poor Gentleman, in the year 1685 ; for, inſtead of 
ſhewing him the true way wherein he ſhould have marched, provided Rogues, 
who led him into a bogg, from whence he returning towards Clyde, was felten 
upon by ſome Scots, and taken; and. Sir, by your Arbitrary Order he was 
ba ely murder'd at Edinburgh on the 3oth of Fane following. 

This man had all-along tought in your Brother?s Cauſe and Quarrel, and was 
an inſtrument to betray his Father to your Brother, and was murder'd in the 
beginning of his Reign after his Return. T his man had ſerved your Cauſe and 
Intereſt in Sc-r{and many. years, and had run in the ſame exceſs of Riot with 
your Conſpirators, but God open'd his Eyes to fee your baſe Deligns againſt 
the Religion and Liberties of his Country, and therefore nothing would tarisfic 
you but his Blood, and the ruine of his whole Family. Well, he is dead, but 1 
muſt ſay of him, he deſerved better Fortune in the World, and more Favour 
from your Hands and his that is gone to his Place. 

Scorland did another time become a Ficld of Blood ;, and til} it was, you were 
not contented. But the Scots being weary of theſe perpetual Diſappointments, 
they ſubmitted to your Government ; and you then declar*d, by the Advice of 
your Villanous Conſpirators, eſpecially the damn'd Biſhops, that you were 
clothed with an Abſolute Power, and that all your Subjefts of that Kingdom 
were bound to obey you without referve; upon which you did aſſume an Ar- 
bitrary Power both over the Religion and Laws of that Kingdom : From all. 
which it's apparent, what you did when you were Duke of Tork was in order to 
compleat the Work when you came to be King James. 

Theſe great and inſufferable Oppreſlions of the poor Prote/Fants of that King- 
dom, and the open contempt of all Law, Juſtice, Sence, and Reaſon, together 
with the fad Conſequences that moſt certainly follow'd upon ir, did put thoſe 
poor People under great and juſt Fears, and did thrice make them offer at ſuch 
lawful Remedies as were Allow*d by the very Law of Nature, tho? it was not 
with that effe& that was deſir*d, Landerdale and your other Conſpirators did en- 
deavour to make all men to apprehend the loſs of their Lives, Liberties, Hos: 
nours, and Eſtates, if they ſhould go about to preſerve themſelves from your 
great Oppreſſions by Petitions, Remonſtrances, or other means the Law did 
allow of : So you did by feveral Scorch Noblemen and Gentlemen, to their utter 
ruine ; therefore what Obligation you have laid upon the Kingdom in general, 
or any one Proteſtant inparticular, both before and ſince your pretended Reign 
there, I leave it to your (elf and Confſpirators to judge ; And therefore, bleſſed 
be God for delivering that Nation from your Tyranny and Oppreſſion: 
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KN TOW we have ſeen your particular Projects that you and your Conſpi- 

rators purſued to ruine Holland, Ireland, and Scotland, I think it will not 
be unnecellary to put you in mind of the Pranks you and your Party play*d 
both before and lince you uſurped the [mperial Crown of this Kingdom, and 
thea you will ſee whether you can expect that any honeſt Enz2/iſbhman ſhould 
ever engage for your return again in Peace to this Nation. Therefore I ſhall 
ule this method : 1. I ſhall ſhe.v you how tar you were engag'd in the Conſpira- 
cy of turning the Tivil Government into dowaright Frezch Slavery, and our 
Proteſtant Religion into Popery, before you took the Crown. And, 2. 1 ſhall 
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ſhew you what you contri no lt after. 3. Iwill ſhew you the unreaſonable- 
neſs of the attempiing z our return hicher: On which Particulars, I hope, you 
have leiſure enongh to reilect, 4:4 .dviſe about with your worthy Miniſtry you 
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|. | will ſhew you how far you were engag'd in the Conſpiracy of turning 
the Civil Sovernment into downii,ht French Slavery, and our Proteſtant Re- 
ligion into Popery, before you took the Crown. When God was pleaſed to 
reſtore you and your Bro:hers, you may remember that you came into a Land 
"owing with Milk ard H. 1, for its Pieiity, aad a well-govern'd Country, for 
Religion and Virtue. But this agreed not with the Complexion of your Souls, 
you had another Game to play ; and this I found in a Letter of yours from Breds 
to old Conrtrey the Jeſuite, That you would tollow the Directions that /1ax i= 
7ine nad given you, and then you queſtion'd not but to bring the People to re- 
ceive the Roman Cathyul:ck Religion, This, Sir, was your Project ; and how you 
-2urſued it, Jet all the World judge. Therefore, 

1. Your Conſpirators were reſolv'd to remove all thoſe who had been emi- 
T1cnt in Virtue and Sobriety, from any Command or Place of Iruſt ig the Go- 
vernment. I muſt not forget the Uſage of thoſe who had been great Inſtru- 
nents in that Work, cz. Two thouſand Miniſters in one day laid aſide, that 
r00m might be made ſor thoſe whoſe Doctrine ſhould enſlave the People, and 
»noſe profligate Lives ſhould render Men Atheiſts enough to be of any Reli: 
2ion, but of that which was according to Godlineſs ; Jake them Atheiſts, ſaid 
PAazarine, and you will ſorn make them Papiſts, Nay, the love of Debauchery 
created ſuch a Prejudice in your Brother the King, againſt the Marquiſs of A-r- 
2yle, that it was the chief Obſtacle to his being pardon®d, for he had reprov'd 
C-arles for offering Violence to a ſaber Lady in Scar{ard, in the year 1650, for 
which Reproof he never forgave Argyle to his dying day. Nay, give me 
leave to remember you, that when that unfortunate Lord was in Cuſtody, and 
numbly requeſted but to ſpeak one word with the King before he was carried 
for Scotland to be murder'd, you took upon you to reprove any that ſhould 
moye the King, with this Jeer, 7 bar Argyle w4s one of the Godly Party, it was 
not for ſuch Fellows to fee the King, Or to that purpoſe: And the King your 
Bro» 
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Brother was pleas'd to ſay, Let my Lord Argyle be coment, be ſball ſee t..e 
Maiden Ore long, bis own dearly beloved Invention, And nothing was a greater 
Argument for his Deſtru@tion than his Piety. : 

Sir, I can prove, that thoſe men who were concern'd- in Judging and Con- 
demning your Father to death, tho? that was the Pretence or Handle you took 
to have them cut off, yer the great reaſon why they were nor ſpared, was, 
that if they lived, and as long as they lived, they would have been great Ovulta: 
cles in your way of debauching the People; and that was the reaſon of their 
being cut off : For old Cowrerey being at London, and admiring their demeanour 
and deportment in their Confinement, gave you an account of their Piety and 
Devotion. And ſodid old Hitchcock the Monk ; but what Anſwer you made 
them was remarkable : Your Brother and your ſelf would never have had them 
excepted, had you not been fully ſatisfied, rhat as long as they lived you could 
have no manner of -proſpect of ſettling the Government, and adyancing the 
Catholick Religion ; both which have told me of their ſtedfaſtneſs and reſo- 
lution to the laſt dePree, and conld not forbear ſhedding of Tears when they 
diſcourſed that matter to me; and if you remember, it was the weaker part of 
thoſe men-that-had their Lives given them; not but thac ſome of them were 
worthy perſons, but they had not arriv'd to thole Experiences of God and true 
Religion -as the others had done, that laid down their Lives in that Cauſe. 
But the truth is, I never found many of them had ſo lictle Grace as to repent of 
what they had done. | 

Nay, your Rage did not ceaſe here; for you, by all the Wrong imaginable, 
pack*d a Parliament together of preenheaded young Gentlemen, the Sons of ſome 
Cavalicrs, whoſe Parents ſuffer'd inthe late War,and ſowere haters of D ſenters, 
from whom an AQ was obtained to impower Commiſſioners to diſplace all Ofh- 
cers that they ſhould judge not to be firm to the King's Intereſt and Proceedings: 
By this Knack you had, all Juſtices of the Peace, and Corporation Magiſtrates, 
that had been forward in puniſhing Prophaneneſs and Ungodlineſs in their re- 
ſpective Places, and had been great Promoters of Religion and Holineſs of Life, 
turn*d out, and in their rooms were pur all prophane and ungodly Wretches, 
Swearers by and Blaſphemers of the Name of Almighty God, theſe being Men 
for your Turn, that you might the more caſily enſlave, and ſo pervert the People. 
And it was come to that paſs, that none could have any Employment, unleſs he 
could ſwear and damn for the Church, tho? they never came within the inſideof 
one all their days. Of theſe, Sir, you made moſt excellent Papilts in proceſs of 
time, or at leaſt Favourers of the Pcpiſh Party. 

Your Conſpirators had an Eye upon the City of London, and therefore, that 
none might ſtand in your way of debauching that City, ll the ſober old Offi- 
cers of the Army was not to come within 20 miles of it. This was done by the 
Advice of your old Friends the Prieſts, who viſited all your Soured Cavalzers,and 
your Conſpiring Villains, and never left urging to chem the danger the Govern- 
ment was in, till they were diſarm*d and baniſh'd Zordon, ? 1 is true, the great 
Argument was, the Safety of the Government ; but the true one was, your 
making your progreſs.in perverting the People _ the Popiſh Religion ; _ all

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Virtue being diſcourag'd, both in Church and State; they had the fairer op- 
portunity of proſelyting the prophaner part of Mankind to the Religion of the 
Church of Kone. | | 

I muſt confeſs, that ſome few that were ſober men had the fortune:'to be 
prefer'd both in Church and State; but what Joy you and: your: Confpirators 
conceiv'd when they were remov*d either by Death or Age, is not forgotten- 
Thoſe Stateſmen that oppos*d' Popery or Arbitrary Power were ſoon remoy?d, 
and if they had the hap todye in their Offices, they could do no more againſt 


Popery and Arbitrary Power than tell their Friends what Care you took to. 
bring it in. But this1 ſay, it any were but zealous, he was commonly laid. 


alide as uſeleſs and dangerous to the Government ; for as long as they lived or 
continued in Power, you and your Party could not go on ſo ſmoothly in your 
Practices againſt our Religion, Laws and Liberties. 

2. It is well remember'd how your Conſpirators carried a Villanous Deſign 
of putting on Sham Plots upon Men, in order to take away their Lives and 
Eſtates, to the utter ruine of. their Families and Poſterity for ever. Theſe 
were ſo many, that. to enter into the Particulars of them wonld be enough to 
fill a Volume ; but 1 will therefore reckon theſe that follow as the. Chief of 
them, 

z, If you pleaſe, I pray you, Sir, to callto mind the riſing of the Fifth- Mo- 
narchymen on the 6th of Jar, 1667. Who drew in thoſe men to that fooliſh and 


wicked Attempt but your old Acquaintance Dr. Gf, and- Srranze the Jeſuite,. 


and Gray, and anather Jeſuite that went by the name of St. George, and 4{bby, 


that was afterwards ' Rector at St. Ome”s, who counterfeited themſelves Fifth. 


Monarchy-men ? For an Uncle of mine, one Mr. Thomas Butt:vant was engag'd 
with'them, and had been in the Riſing, if the Three hundred Horſe had come 
they promiſed- ſhould joyn Fifteen hundred Foot ; and this Zattivant was to 


have been Commander in chief of the Horſe : He was ſo intimately acquainted: 
with this Gray, that they called Brothers ; this Gray [ having ſeen to often. 


with that Uncle of mine, that when [ came to be acquainted with the Jeſuits, 
notwithſtanding it was ſo many years after, | found this Gray to be a Jeſuite, 
who had pretended to Fifrh Monarchy Principles; and renewing my acquain- 
tance with him, he told me, That he, and Srran.e, and others of the Society 
with this Gef, uſed to preach to them in Swan- Alley in Coleman-ſtreer, and at 
Mr. Buttivant's Houſe in Cob2%s Yard in Pertticoat:lane, and that they had drawn 


in ſeveral of thoſe poor Dogs, as they termed them, to be hang'd, bnt they. 


themſelves were protected by you at St. Famess, and in Whitehall ; and ”tis true, 
that Gray had the Fifth-/onarchy Notions to a Hairs breadth. In this Afﬀair 
the Society were at fome Hundreds of Pounds charge, for they were liberal of 


their Mony, and poſſeſſed theſe poor Creatures of your Brother's and your being 


Papiſts, and that your deſign was to deſtroy the Intereſt of Chriſt in the three

Koainlt ſuch ſtrange: Praftices the poor Diſſenters did at that time, in their 
Aaarefſes and Declarations to the Government, poſitively, without any Equivo- 
cation or Mental Reſervation, declare and proteſt their abhorrence, and dif- 
avowed all ſuch Principles as might tend to ſuch irregular and diſorderly Practt- 
ſes, as tending highly to the diſhonour of GoD 2nd the Proteſtent Religion; yet 
you and your Jeſuites and Prices made great uſe of this, to beget a diſeſteem of 
them in the future Parliament. | 4 bo 

2. Another Conſpiracy-was formed and contrived by yon and your Bandittz, 
againſt Proreſ? ts, and this was in November 1661. A doubty Knight of your 
Friendſhip forged ſeveral Letters {rom ſeveral Miniſters of the Goſpel about 
Worceſterſhire, and ſeveral other Counties z and in conjunttion with this Villain 
ſeveral Jeſuites acted, 'amongit whom was Father F:tz- Patrick and Father Ferer 
Talbot, afterwards the pretended Arcitbiſhop of D=blir, and old Conrtney ; all 
of theſe were employ*d by your ſelf, as I have ſeen in ſeveral Letters, wherein 
they complained of your delaying their being ſatisfied for that Service : But the 
Intrigue did not hold Water, tho? ſeveral honeſt men ſuffer*'d Impriſonment for 
the ſame. But the Forger, and Framers of this Helliſh Conſpiracy in this pre= 
tended Plot had an aim at the rewarding Mr. Baxter for the great Service he did 
in your Brother's Reſtauration and yours, 

3. Another of the ſame nature was invented by your Conſpirators in Oxfors, 
wherein the Names of ſeveral men of note and value, to the number of above a 
Hundred, whoſe Lives were delign'd to have been made Sacrifices to Hell and 
Rome ; but neither did that Cheat take any other effeCt than to continue the then 
Parliament exaſperated againſt poor Proteſtant Diſſenters, as men of reſtleſs 
Spirits, that were always diſturbing the Government, 'S0o that by theſe Artifi- 
ces you did not only find away to throw them out of their Livings, but endan- 
7er'd their Lives alſo. 

4. Your Prieſts and Jeſuites not making their S!am- Plots, to hold upon the 
D:ſſenters, your Conſpirators try what they could do with two Pillars of the 
Church of England, one Hill and Kigos, both highly 'carreſs'd by three ſpecial 
Guardians of the Church of Eng/axd?s Intereſt, that is, oId Coſers, old Hinche 
man, and Szeldon, three of the DeviPs Brokers. Theſe two Villains ' Hit and 
Kiggs, both Parſons, they pretend to diſcover a Fanatick Plit, as they calFd it, 
againſt the King's, yours, and old 4onk's and Turncoat Brown's Lives, and this 
Plot was ſworn againſt ſeveral Honeſt Men, for which ſome loſt their Lives; the 
one got a preferment: to a Living, «nd the other was preferred to eat Salt Beef 
and Pork and Peaſe at'Sea, and ſometimes he ated as = Chzplainin a Ship, with 
great Promiſes of being preferred, but God cut him off, whilſt Zi ſlept in a 
pocky:Skin. Now, Sir, to lay/open to you and the whole World the truth of 
this matter, I pray obſerve, that-this Z:4-and this Riggs were in your Pay, to 
be Spies upon the Converſations of ſeveral Honeſt*men, as Bur/er and Seely was 
afterwards in your Brothers's for the ſame purpoſe , &1g77 and Hill pers intothe 
Company of ſeveral Diſſerters, and'in their hearing did 'ralk at a ſtrange = 
L 2 againl 
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azainſt the Government,.and what a ſecret Cabal-there was meeting in £0ndory 
for the change of the ſame ; and how that the King your Brother and yourſelf 
were for introducing Popery.and Slavery. But to preveht your Attempts of that 
ſaxts the ſaid K:ggs and Hill told them, That Arms and Ammunition. were pro- 
vided, and that a number of honeſt men were left to riſe, and defend the true 
Religion, Laws, and Liberties of the Kingdom ; and that Deale Caltle and Wind- 
or Caſtle were io be lurpriz'd. This tort of Talk they had with ſome ſew ho- 
nelt men, who in the Integrity of their Hearts confeſſed, that they heard Hil 
and &:, gs talk at this rate. Nay, theſe Devils could nat deny, but that they 
did uſe this ſort of Talk, and iatimared, that they had a Licenſe ſoto do. Not- 
withſtanding theſe poor Creatures denied that ever they had any hand in any 
fuch Conſpiracy, nor indeed was any thing proved, but what H:l and Rirgs 
ſwore they had ralk'd to them, yet they were condema'd and baſely murder'd, 
and their Families ruin'd by your procuement, and # 4 and Kizgs eſcap'd with 
impunity, tho* not without Infamy. Your Jeſuites would have courted them 
both to the Church of Rome ;. but they appearing to be ſuch Rogues, they were 
afraid they would be a Difgrace tothem, who from their riſing up in the World 
had themſelves beena Scandal and Diſgrace to the Creation ot God, 

5- You having ſome Succeſs in this, your Conſpirators.would not be idle, but 
drew in ſome warm Men into another Coſprracy:in the North, The then Sheriff 
of the County of 707k, and a great man whoſe, Name I will omit, becauſe he did in 
part afterwards make Eng/and fome amends for that picce of Villany; you know, . 
at.that time, to pleaſe the Court, he was reconciled ta the Church of Kome ; 
and, no doubt, whilſt ſo, he was a fit Tool to carry on ſo wicked a Deſign, which 
was, to diſcourſe of the Oppreſſion the Nation lay under thro? the Duties of Ex- 
csſe, &c. and the diſturdance that the Lawyers had made in the Kingdom ; that 
your Brother aud you wee bringing in of Prpery and Slavery. At which theſe 
poor Creatures were enflam'd ; and being promis'd a ſupply of Mony.andby the 
High Sheriff the Aſſiſtance of Poſſe Comrarss, they were drawn in to engage ; But 
alas it was but a.l ra5pan, they were taken and executed upon the Evidence of 
ſome of them that were engag'd with them ; but how. you rewarded that Perſon 
of Quality afrerwards it is wel} enough known- This was another of your Pro 
jets, as the Perſon of Quality you .employ'd hath told to ſeversl Fr eads with 
2reat Grief, ſoine of whom are alive to this day, 

But not to farget one pailaze, let me tel} you, that you -and-your Conſpirators 
zaade at the. Tryal of Mr. Alured two Witneſles of one Man ; firſt, he appear*d 
in a ſtrange.diſguiſe, with one Eye, and gave his Teſtimony under one Name, 
aud then withdrew, and appear'd in his common Dreſs, and gaye his teſtimony 
by .his own Name, and ſo Alured was murder'd by the Canſpirators- 7 bis can 
be prov*d\/by good Teltimpny.. , 

6, 1 will,give you a ſhort Truth of the Fire of - London, how- that Eight Men 
were executed for having a deſign to fire the- City of London on the third of. 
September.1666, And great care was taken to lay it upon the Fifth- Yonarchy- 
mes, and the old Officers of the Army, that ſerved under the Parliament, but 
in truth. it was contrived by your ſelf and. yaur wicked Pop: Party, and by you 
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and them carried on todeſtroy that great Proreſtane Ciry,thut with more caſe you 
aad your Accomplices might introduce Popery and Siavery among us; for London 
was the Bulwark of the Proteſtant Keligion and Engliſh Liberties, and therefore 
ſhe mult be made a Burnt- Offering to your ſclf and Helliſh Popsjſh Crew. 

7. Another Inſtance of your Conſpirators ſhamming their Plots upon poor 
innocent #r:reft ants, and thar is the Caſe of the Lord Claypool, and by this caſt 
30 Odium upon the whole body of Protejtanr Diſſ-mrers; For in the Month of 
{'uguſt, jalt. abour the time that your Conſpitators were to execute ther 


wicked Deſign to deſtroy. the King, then you deal with Secretary Cooverrry, tO 


clap up that poor innocent Gentieman, for deſigning to ſeize the King as he 
went to NewmnA2rict; and you had two Wirnelles ready at hand to have ſworn 
that Delign againſt him the ſaid C /aypoo/, who was by the Secretary's Warrant 
arreſted for High Treaſon : But he the ſaid Clzypool knowing nothing of the 
matter, demanded to know his Accuſers; that was ( according to that Villain”s 
uſual way ) deny'd him, and he frown'd upon as it he had been the greateſt Knzve 
io England next to Coventry himſelf, Claypoo! was as ſtour as that Knave.of a 
Secretary was proud and inſolent and as for Clayjoo!, he would ſcarce anſwer 
any Queſtion, io away he was ſent tothe /ower a clole Priſoner. This ſtartled 
every one except the Conſpirators and my ſelf, who was privy to the whole 
buſineſs, by the repeated Orders Coleman receiv?d from, Sir, your ſelf, for his 
Proſecution, that wheii the Blow was given upon the King, it might be charg'd 
upon the Fanat:cks : Ard to that end Sg and Throgmorton, two virulent Papilts, 
and Hatler and Secly, two Popilh Spics of your Brother's and yours, both preten- 
ded Fanaticks, the lait, I think 1s a Corniſh man, and was a Major in the late 
Protectors Army ; ſo that you and all your Popiſh Conſpirators intended as ons 
Man to revenge the Death of the King on the Dſcnting Party, concluding that 
the Vermin of the Church of Erg/a-@ would ſtrike inwith the Popiſh Party, fince 
they hated a Difſenter worſe than a Papi/t, tho? diflering from them only in a 
few ſcoundre! Ceremonies not worthy to wipe a Porter's Tail withall : Theres 
ſore, as a Prologue to that curſed.Delign, you could not think of a man fittes 
than this Lord C!aypol, he being So0-in- Law to that Lord Proteftor Cromwell; 
but you and your Villains were diſappointed for atime fromdeſtroying the Kings 


ſor when the true Plot. was diſcoyer'd, your deviliſh Witneſles agaioſt the Pros 


teſtant Party diſappear*d. And ſo much for © {aypov!. 


8. Another Inſtance of your implacable Hatred tothe Preeeſt ants, and of your: 


deligning to ſham.a Plot upon them, was your cld and very good Friend 
Mr. Thomas Blood, whom you. and your Brother ſet npon 1ay ſelf, to bring 
me into a Conſpiracy with Richard J}ate Lord Protector, and him the ſaid 
Blood, to dethrone your Brother and your feif; which, Sir, was a great mi- 
take, for your Crimes were. ſo plain and notorious, that-an honeſt man would 
have thought the Laws of the Land and publick Juitice would have reach? . you 
beth without ſuch irregular Methods astheſe were z but 1 diſcover'd the Letter, 


2nd the Trappan eſcap'd for awhile, .and thea.God.cut bim-off with.lnfamy , 


and Diſgracc. \ 
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9, [mult entreat your patience to remember another Inſtance, and that 1s 
the particular. Caſe of Mr, Thomas Dangerfield, wha was maintained by yog 
and your Cohfpirators with Twelve pounds per week, to'invent # plot againſt 
the Proteſtants, the better to colour of hide your own, "What Papers you and 
the reſt of your Conſpirators contrived to be put upon the Duke of 5uchngharn | 
The Gentleman of his Horſe was /1ansfield, and he was prepared to be a ſecond 
Witneſs againſt the ſaid Duke, as Dangerfield was ſuborned to be the firſt, 
ſo that you might have the Blood of that great man, as being one in a Con» 
ſpiracy to Leſtroy the King your Brother- But Dangerfield had not been ſo 
mindful of his Leſſon as he ought, and fixeth himſelf upon one Maxſel, who 
had been a Retainer to the Earl of Efcx, who at that time was carried away 
with the diſlimulation of the Popiſhly-aftefted Party, but inſtead of leaving 
them in 41ansfiela's Chamber, left them in MManjes Chamber. In theſe Pa- 
pers there was a Liſt of Noblemen and Gentlemen that were to-be ſworn againſt, 
as being in a Conſpiracy againſt the Life of the King-your- Brother, and your 
telf, and Church of England: And, to make the World believe that theſe Pa- 
pers were not forged, this Dangerfield repairs to Secretary Coventry, your old 
League-breaker, and informs the Secretary ( who was privy to the whole Con- 
cern )of adangerous Plot againſt the Government, and-that there were dange- 
rous Papers in the Chamber of Coll. Mar/cl, that would make the ſame out : 
but the fellow, tho? he had been a Rogue all his days, as God would have it, 
ſcrupl'd the Oath ;_ tho? if he had ſaid in 1arsfela's Chamber, he ſhould 
have had a Warrant without an Oath; but mentioning the Name of Mar /el, 
the Secretary was ſtartled, becauſe that /4Ja»/el was a Fayourite of the Earl 
of Eſſex, againſt whom this Conſpiracy -was not at firſt to appear, therefore 
Coventry would do nothing without an Oath in relation to /4anſel, becauſe of 
the Earl of Efer, who was then actually a Privy Councillor ; therefore Dan- 
gerfield was reſolv'd ro have the Papers brought to light, and therefore gets an 
Officer or Officers of the Cuſt omhouſe to ſearch Man/e!*s Chamber for prohibi- 
ted Goods, and then theſe Papers were ſeiz'd : And arc hearing of what 
was done, when he came to his Lodging, and that Papers of dangerous conſe- 
qnence wes found in his Chamber, behind. his Beds-head, where he had never 
laid any, he immediately repairs to the Conncil, and complains of his uſage be: 
fore Daneerficld had told his Story- 

Well then, what becomes of this Afﬀair, ſo fooliſhly miſcarrying in its firſt 
birth? I mult obſerve to you, that Dazgerfield is called in queſtion ; and 
tho he had many Friends in the Council, and. many that knew the Deſign well 
enough, yet the Blunder that D-rgerfi:ld made was fo great, and his Story 
hung fo ill together, that the Conſpirators that were at the Board began tobe 
confounded, and were much dejeCted that their Tool had ſucceeded no better ; 
for, beſides all his ſelf-contradiCtions, ſhrewd Proofs were brought againſt him, 
Yet notwithſtanding the aforeſaid blunder, and his being ſo confronted with 
Major Richardſon and others, Dargerficld was as bold as his Folly was great, 
and ſtood in it, That the Papers taken in Manſe”s Lodgings were not put there 
t bim ; till at Jaſt the Proof of the Cuſtomhouſe Officer that ſearched, and 
Dan- 
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Dargerfield's own words, the Cheat ard the Roguery was moſt maniteit'; ſo 
that the Council; tho* many of them your Conſpirators and his intimate Friends, 
were of neceſſity obliged to commit him to Newgate, whb being there, was ſtill 
upheld by that Whore. Cellier, and the reſt of your-Conſpirators, who had 
redeem'd him out of Newgate, for this very end and purpoſe, and had forbad 
him to diſcover; but: ſome Letters being diſcover'd, and he being out of all 
hopes, made his application to the then Lord Mayor, to take his Diſcovery ; 
which was done, and upon that Diſcovery it plainly app2ar*d who ſet him 
on work to frame ſuch a piece of Villany. You were fo nettÞd at the Diſ- 
covery, that inſtead of the Lord Mayor's having Thanks return'd him for 
his Service to the King and the Nation, that he met with a Check at Court 
for meddling in that which concern'd him not. But by this Trick the 
Earl of Ef: x*s Eyes were open'd, ard he fairly left you and the Council, 
abhorring ſuch Villanies as never was to be parallel'd in future, nor heard of 
in paſt Ages. 

Your $S/ «n-Plot thus miſcarrying» and the Book found in the Meal- Tub,, 
ſhewing who they were that was to be ſworn out of their Lives falſely, appea- 
ring, you know, Sir, that you were, with your Accomplices, at a ſtand; for, 
Sir, you know that this Villany, it it had been placed with A4an5ficld, the 
Duke of Buckingham's Servant, who was to have been a ſecond Witneſs with 
Dangerfield, and both theſe to have been corroborated by 3!o9d, Butler, and 
Seely, you would have cut off, by a Form of Jaltice, all ſuch perſons as 
had ſtood in oppoſition to your wicked Defigns and Practices ; fo that a 
New Parliament would have been open'd with the noife of a Presvyrerian Plir, 
therefore you know the Parliament was prorogued for a longer time, and your 
ſelf forced to part with a ſmall Spell to get this thing done, and the French 
King preſſed for a bigger Seam, which was happily. prevented by the Duke of 
Buckingham, 

10, I muſt beg your Pardon, if I put you in mind of another picce of Ro-- 
guery your reſtleſs Conſpirators under.ook 3 for a New Parliament being to - 
meet at Oxford, in the year 1682, they were reſolv'd to welcome that Par- 
liament with a Proteſtant Plot in good earneſt, to the end that with more eaſe 
yon might bring your curſed Deſigns to paſs In order to this it was agreed 
by your Crew, that Papers containing Trealonable Marters ſhould be got to- 
be written, and lodg'd in the Houſes of private Men, acd ſhufled into Gen- 
tlemens Pockets at Oxford, and before the meeting of the Parliament they 
ſhould be feiz'd with ſuch Papers about them ; and one Fitz: H2rris, who was - 
to be their Tool, was well acquainted with one Evcrard, that was a Vilain: 
much of the ſaid Fitz- Harr:gfg ſtature or ſtandird ; for it wasa. hard mat- 
ter to know which was the greateſt of the two. This Everard had been 
countenanc'd by the Earl of Shaftsbury, and therefore the ſaid Everard was - 
jadg*d the molt fit to joyn with hun in the Rognery :* And Everard: had 
agreed with this Fitz-Harris to be ſeizd with theſe. Papers about him, 
when they had diſperſed as many of: them as would do the- buſineſs ; but 
thoſe that employ*d. theſe Raſcals in. this Aﬀair were ſach, .that it would fill 
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an Enzliſpman wich Confuſon to name them. Firz- Harrs had lis InſtruQtions 
from your Brother and Port/montb, and when Accels could noc be had to them, 
then they received them from Nell ial, a notorious W hore, that from a poor 
Wench that waſhed down the Stairs, was made her Miſtreſſes Woman, and pri- 
vy to the whole Intrigue. 

The Writing was drawn up, and much approved by the King your Bro: 
ther and the Dutcheſs, and their Approbation ſignified to this Friz- Harres, 
by this Whore Nell Wall, and the ſame told to this Everard by Fitz- Har. 
r#s ; but no Mony conſiderable appearing, unlels it were one T hircy pound, 
Everard diſcovers this Intrigue to one S472, commonly called Narratzve 
Smith, and Sir Wriltamm Wailr, They are planted in a ſecret Room , where 
they might not only hear, but ſee the Tranſactions between £virard and 
this Firz- Harris ; fo that Fitz: Harris was apprehended and commit:ed up- 
'on Everard's Teſtimony, and try'd and condemn'd upon the Teſtimony of 
Smith and Walter, and Everard, and fairly hang'd » that he might not tell 
Tales. So Shaftsbury and ſeveral others eſcaped that one time from being 
made a Sacrifice to your Will and Pleaſure, The Story, Sir, is too long to 
be fully repeated; bur when any of your Curſed Crew ſhall Anſwer 7h, 1 
ſhall tell che whole ſtory at length ; bur this ſhall ſuffice for this Parti- 
CQ1ar, 

11. Be pleas'd to remember how many 1-iſ--m2?n were ſuborned to ſwear 
222inft the Life of the ſaid Earl of S»afrsvury, and how diligent your Con- 
ſpirators were to ſuborn others that were of the ſame ſtamp for Roguery 
and Villany ; but G O ©, by the Induſtry and Care of his Friends , deliver'd 
him: And what theſe Villains ſwore againſt him was ſo inconliſtent with 
either the Principles or declared Judgment of that Noble Lord, and the 
Particulars of their Teſtimony ſo contradictory one to the other, that the 
Grand Jury would not return a Billa v*ra upon the Teſtimony of theſe Rogues, 
tho? the Court uſed all the indireft Methods with that Jury to have the Bill 
found. 

12. Sir, I muſt deal plainly with you and your Tribe, that my Heart is 
ready to bleed, when | muſt name to you the Murther of the Earl of E/- 
/ex, whoſe Throat you procured to be cut that very Merning, that a way 
might be made for the Horrible Murther of the Lord &#fſcl, who was by 
your means baſely murder'd by a Form of Law; And the great Collonel 
Sidney, what Juries of common Rogues .and Villains were pack*d upon them, 
by the contrivance of Murdering &:c» and North, your two pretended She- 
riffs of Lond: and Middleſex, Fellows that valued not the Blood of a Pro:

| maſt not forget poor Stepyen Lolirdge, who was baſely murder'd at Oxford 
hy a ſett of wicked Judges, and a Pack'd Jury at Oxford, whoſe Blood cries to 
' Ljzaven for Vengeance againlt To and your Cut-throat Party. 
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We have a Cloud of Inſtances againſt you and your Party of your fuborn- 


-jng Wiinelles againſt Mr, Colt, Mr, Arnold, Sir Samuel Bernadiſton, Mr, Covets 


Mr, Culiiford, Mr, Braddon, Mr, Johnſon, Sir Thomas Pilkington, and Mr, Hanp» 
acn, my ſelf and others ; what a long and tedious Impriſonment we all ſuffer*d 
through the Teſtimony of your ſuborned and perjur*d Witneſſes But this 
may ſuſhce for this ſecond Particular, how you and your Conſpirators, from the 
very time of your being reftor*d to your Native Country, which was in the 
year 1660, to the year 1655, that you took the Crown. 


ll. A third Project that you and your Popiſh Crew had on foot was, to 
ruine our Trade, It was not enongh that you fired our Ci ies, and abuſed 
the Profeſſors of the Proteſtant Keiro ion, by the many Murders that were by 
you and your Parity committed, by the help of your Mercenary Judges and 
Hackney Jury men, but you alſo labour*d heartily co diſtrub che Trade of the 
Nation that you might with more eaſe enſlave it, and bring in P:pery upon 
us, I will but give you only one or two Inſtances; Many might be given, to 
your Shame, and the Shame of your Party, if there was any ſuch thing remain- 
ing with you. 

1, The firſt Inſtance I ſhall give you is, the countenancing the French King 
to take to many of our Merchants Ships by his Pyrates and Rovers in our 
Seas; and ſeveral Letters were written by your Secretary Mr. Coleman, to 
Sir Elys Leyton wherein ſeveral Merchantmen, whoſe Owners and Merchants 
had been obnoxious to you and your Party, by oppoſing Popery and Slavery; 
he was by your eſpecial Order to fee their Ships and Goods condemned, to 
the utter undoing of ſeveral Families. And your Servant Coleman, when any 
thing of a Tradeſman was mentioned, he uſed to ſay, Damn them, they are a 
fort of Fanaticks that have no kinan fs for my Maſter, or our Religion, arid it will 
te never well till we make them poor, then they wil! be brought toobey, Nay, Sir» 
this was your Language too, or elſe you would never haye been ſo much of 
the Opinion of the French King, your moft Chriſt:an Brother. 

2, A ſecond Inſtance is tzken from the Letters that were written to the 
Rector of St. Omers, Richard Aſhby, from 1komas White and Joh: Kunes, and 
others of the Society in Londn, in which Letters from them and others were 
encloſed Letters to / hamas Stapleton, then Procurator at bruxels, to perſwade 
the Father Confeſſor of Duke de Yill: Hernofs, then Governor of the Spaniſh 
Nethboyl.mds, to inform him the ſaid Duke, That the King your Brother did 
not intend to aſſiſt the King of Spar, but would ſtand a looker on tu he 
was rulnd by the French King. Which Letter being nor ſealed, I ſaw it; and 
that in caſe the Father Confeſlor to the ſaid Governor ſhould nor. be ready to 
comply with the ſaid Stapleton, that Meſſengers ſhould be forthwith fent to 
Father Swiman at Maarid, to inform the King of Spain of the ſaid Concern, 
and to make the ſame relation of the buſineſs to the Popiſh Archbiſhop of 
Tuam, of the Kingdom of Ireland, who was then at the Court at Maarid, 
that he the ſaid Swiman and the ſaid Tirular 'Archbiſhop, might jointly give 
an account of the Motion made or to be myo: to the ſaid Father Cn - 

uxe 
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Duke de Villa Hermeſa, and alſo to adviſe the Spaniſh King to ſeize the Eſtates 
of the Engliſh Merchants 1n their feveral FaQtories in his Dominions, for that 
they had endeavonr'd-to tranſport their Eſtates, and did tranſport them to 
Eneland, ard all, or moſt part, in the Coin of Spar», to the great Prejudice 
of the Kingdom of Spain, And for the confirmation thereof, they procur'd 
Letters from one Fonſeca, ſometimes an Agent in £12407, to artreſt the ſame, 
this Fonſeca willingly complying with your Conſpirators, and ſent his Letter 
to St. Omers that the Fathers there might give their Approbation to the 
ſaid Letter, in order to be ſeit to the Court of Spain; which Letter was 
long and large, Atteſtaiions therein made againſt the Merchants of the ſeve- 
ral Faftories concerning the Matter of Fa@t before mentioned, and other 
Letters were* diſpatch'd to Daricl Armſtrong at YValladolyd, and Fobn Criſs 
then at Madrid, in which they were order'd to confirm this Atteſtation made 
or to be made by the Fathers in England, and of the Engliſh Seminary at 
St. Omr's and of the ſaid Szapletor, together with that of the ſaid Fonſeca, 
the abovenamed Spaniſh Agent, who then lived at Brzzes in Flanders, Theres 
fore 

1.. In this Villanous Contrivance to diſturb the Nation in the Spaniſh 
Tiade, your Servant Coleman was very active in your Name, and on 
your behalf, and engaged that your Letter to Yilla Hermoſa ſhould be pro- 
Cured. | 

2, It is well known that your Brother and your ſelf wore ſo engag'd 
with the French King, that it was all one to you what became of the King 
of Spain's Concerns in Flanders, but you were both grieved to ſee the 
Engliſh Nation enrich'd with the Trade it had with Spain; for, during 
the time of the Riches and Plenty of England, it would be very diff- 
cult for you and your Conſpirators to bring in Popery and Slavery upon 
us. | 

3. What Agents you make uſe of to carry on this Wicked Deſign to- 
ruine Trade ! Even Fonſeca, that hated the Engliſh Nation, and much en- 
vied her Greatneſs, and that ſhe might be in a condition to be brought un- 
der the French Yoke, you tamper with him, that tho? a Spaniard by Nation, 
yet he was wholly in the French Intereſt. 


3. A third Inſtance that I ſhall remember you of, by which you intend-. 
ed to ruine our Trade, and that was in the adulkterating, debaſling, and clip- 
ping the Coin of this Kingdom. It may be ſaid by you and your Partiſans, 
That it is very hard you ſhould be charged with this vile Act; but, Sir, it 
can be prov'd, that the Merchents, Goldſmiths, Brokers, Bankers , and the 
other Traders that the Jeſuites dealt: with, alk was by your Advice and 
Diretion , and that your Servant Coleman had in your Name promiſed them 
the Management of the Mint: So that your Conſpirators were to be the 
Judges of good and bad Mony, and were to manage the ſame to the beſt 
advantage for your Cauſe, and ſeveral Materials for Coining..was provided 
by Smith your Agent, and lodged at Mr- Langhorn's Chambers in the Temple. 
And 
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And this, Sir, I muſt obſerve to you for publick Goad, that there hath beeu 
few or none that ever hath been executed bur hath been of your Religion or 
Intereſt. That our Mony hath been abuſed, is notorious. And all this you 
did in order to impoveriſh the Kingdom, and deſtroy its Trade. 

4- A fourth Inſtance of you and your Traytors to diſturb the Trade of the 
Kingdom, was the Fire of Lond n, | have treated of that already. AS it was 
the Habitation far ſeveral thonſands of gaod Proteſtants, that ſtood in oppo» 
ſition to Popery and Slavery; and as by the Ceſtroying this City you endeavou- 
red to weaken the Pror:/t.x-:t Intereſt, ſo now give me leave to tell you, it was 
with this deſign, -to ruine the Trade of the Nation ; for you know, that £5- 
don was the M:tropolis and Fountain of Trade, and when (he was deſtroy'd, 
you could not but conclude, that the Trade muſt be diſturbed (with which the 
other pirts of the Kingdam were made happy) through the great devaſtation 
that the Fire, that was carried on by your Wicked lnltruments, had made. 

IV. A fourth Project that you hal ro accompliſh your Wicked Deligns, was 
the Attempt of maintaining of a ſtanding Army, contrary to the Laws and 
Liberties of England in the times of Peace, aid labour'd that Point much 
with the King your Brother, to lay down the legal Force of this Kingdom 
(viz. the Militia) as uſeleſs to the Government ; and therefore you and your 
Party advis'd him to lay them down, and to have Forces in every County un» 
der Pay, and they were to be your Conſervators of the Peace. And, Sir, 
had the Revenue of the Crown bcen able to have born the Charge, you your 
ſelf projetted a ſtanding Army), to keep the People in due Obedience. Now, 
what that due Obedience was, I ſhall not need to explain to you, for it was 
a ſtanding Army al unode de France; nay, they were to have the Power of the 
Civil Watch in the Night, which you ſaid would excuſe many ancient uſeleſs 
Men from that Service, And for the accompliſhment of your wicked Enter- 
prize, you advis'd, that the greater part of the Ariny ſhould conſiſt of French 
and Iriſh, and that the Oſkcers of this Army ſhould conſiſt of as many Komarn 
Catholicks as could well be gotten to ſerve in that Army ; and you had ſeveral 
of that ſort of Cattel that you kept in half-pay, in readineſs whenever your 
Brother ſhould have agreed to your Advice. It was not for want of Good-will, 
but for want of Mony, your Deſign did not then take. 

5. Afifth Projeft that you had on foot to enflave the Nation, and that was 
the adviſing and contriving with your damnable Corſpirators the ſeizure of 
the Charters, Franchiſes, and Liberties of che Citics, Towns, and ancient 
Corporations of the Kingdom. It was, Sir, your ſelf and your Conſpirators 
that invaded the Privileges, and ſeized on the Charters of moſt of the 
Towns that had a Right to be repreſented by their Burgeſles in Parliament, 
and by over-awing ſome of them, you procur'd Surrenders of them tobe made 
to the King your Brother, by which the Magiſtrates deliver'd up all their Rights 
and Privileges, to be diſpos'd of at his pleaſure, and the pleaſure of your ſelf 
and Conſpirators, Upon this you procur'd new Magiſtrates to be placed in 
thoſe Places as would carry on your wicked deſigns and purpoſes of advancing 
Popery and Slavery. . |

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6. It was your Advice, together with your Conſpirators, that put the late 
King your Brother to turn out of the Commiſſion of the Peace and the Lieu+ 
tenancy of the Counties, all ſuch who had'been zealous for the defence of the 
Proteſtant Religion and Liberty, and had appear'd vigorouſly againſt Popery 
and Arbitrary Power, as perſons diſaffeed to the Government both in Church: 
and State, and repreſented them as-Fanaticks, and Fayourers of ſuch ; by which 
means you got in men of Villanous Morals, and ſuch heartily joyn'd in with your 
Conſpirators, to ruine the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to overthrow the Laws ard Li- 
berties of Eng/avud. T his was done in the year 1679- 

7. Notwithſtanding ſome of your Conſpirators repreſented 'you as a perſon 
whoſe-Judgment was for Liberty of Conſcience, yer becauſe the Proteſtant Diſſen- 
ters appear*d earneltly in the aſſerting the-Laws and Liberties of England, and 
gave countenance to the Diſcovery of the Popiſh Plot to King Charles your Bro- 
ther, who was in it in every part and parerealar thereof, excepting that of his 
own Murther; you and your Conſpirators ſtirred up that King to raiſe a ter- 
rible Perſecution againſt thoſe men, by which means you were the ruine of 
ſome Thouſands of Families, who by the ſeverity of the ſaid Perſecution were.

8, Another Project you had for the ruining the Intereſt of the Proteſtang

What a Sett of Villains had you made Judges of the Land, by which means f 
you brought all] the Matters of Civil Juſtice into great Uncertainties, by [

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you employ*'d !- Therefore how miſerable was the Nation, who were obli- 
ged to Anſwer to ſach Jadges, that were forced to comply in all things 
with the DireCtions that were given by you and'your Wicked Cut-throats, or 
elſe to be turn*'d out at yours and their pleaſure ! 

If we look further, you had, in your. Brother*s time, the diſpoſing of all. 
Military Employments ; And; how you did fhew your Hatred to the. Proteſtant . 
Religion and the Ereliſh Intereſt! You did in his time raiſe'a great many. 
Perſons to the greateſt Military Truſts both by Sea and Land, Strangers as 
well-as Natives ; ſo that by theſe Meaſures your Confſpirators became Mar 
ſters of the Aﬀairs of the Gayernmeat of the Nation, and of the courſe of 
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Juſtice ; and- you had all the Church Vermin;engag*d+ with-you to ſubjett the 
whole Kingdom to a deſporick Arbitrary Power ; and all theſe joyn'd together 
” _ ig your wicked Deligns, to enſlaye and debauch the People of the 

and; | 

9. To: compleat the Work, that nothing might ſtand in your way of 
Eſtabliſhing your Popiſh Religion, you murder'd your Brother, who was un*» 
certain in his Engagements in-the Conſpiracy ; for when he found it was not 
ſafe for him to appear in promoting Popery, he ſoon left you. Or, if a Sum 
of Mony could be gotten from a Parlament, he commonly bleſs'd the Nation 
with a Proclamation or two againſt Popiſh Prieſts, Jeſuites, and Popiſh Recuſants, 
ar paſs a Bill or ſo to the prejudice of the Popiſh Party ; as he did in 1673, 
when the Teſt- Bill paſſed ; as alfo another in 1678. This obliged you and your 
Conſpirators to haſten his\DeftruCtion, which' you had long contrived.

your Way clear, by their Doftrine of . Paſſive Obedrence and Non- Reſiſt ance, 
and the Divine Rigit of Smcceſſion, and the pollibility of preſerving the Glory: 
and Grandeur of their Church of England by a Popiſh Prince, and thac there 
was more danger from. Fanaticks than from Papiſts, and. ſuch like ſcoundrel . 
Notions. | 

You cannot but remember, that King. Charles your Brother, , haviag receis- 
ved the deadly Doſe your Conſpirators had- prepar'd for him, on February - 
the 6th, 168#, he went to his Place ;, that very day, Sir, you were proclaim's :

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mency and Tentlcrneſs to all bis People : That you had been reported tg 
have been a man for Arbitrary Power, tho' that had not been the only 
Story that had heen made of you ; That you would make it your endea- 
wour to preſerve Government, both in Church ard State, as it was by Lam 
eftabliſh'd: That you knew the Principles of the Church of England were 
tor Monarchy, and that the Members of it had ſhewn themſelves good and 
loyal Subjets, and therefore you would take care to deſend and ſupport it : 
That you knew the Laws of England were ſufficient to make the King as 
great 4 Monarch as you could with ; and therefore, as you would never de- 
part from the Juſt Rights and Prerogatives of the Crown, ſo you would 
never invade any Man's Property : And that you had wventur'd your 
Life very often in the defence of the Nation : Ana that you would ga 
as far gs any Man in preſerving it in all ts Juſt Rights and Liber- 
ties. 


This, Sir, is the ſum and ſubſtance of what you were pleas'd to ſay at 
the Council-board-; and one would have ſworn that you would have taken 
up the Trade of being Spzechwrigzht- general to the whole Band of your Con- 
ſpirators. I am confident your old Friends the Jeſuites, that had been hang'd 
but a little before, could not have outdone you , though it had been to 
have ſaved their Lives. Well, it was a Speech, and how true you were to 
bhis Speech you ſhall judge, and your Conſpirators too, if you will but con» 
fider. as 

1. You ſaid, You would not inv.ide any man's Right and Property, and that 
you would preſerve the Nation in its Faſt Rights and Liveriies, And fo you did, 
for you, the next day after your acceſſion to the Crown, publiſh'd a Procla- 
mation for the continuing the payment of the Cuſtom and Exciſe , which 
were expir'd by the death of the King your Brother for ſeveral weeks af- 
ter.

what Value you had for the Rights of the Nation, for whom you had ven» 
tur'd your Life in a Coiled Cable; and what Regard you had to its Laws, 
that at your firſt ſtep in your pretended Government you bring ina Procla- 
mation equiva'ent to thoſe Laws that expir*d as aforeſaid, by which the Exciſe 
and Cuſtoms in the time of the Reign of your kind and loving Brother had been 
ietled and paid ? . 

2. You ſaid, That you wwwld follow the Example of your Brother, in his Clemen- 
y and Tenderntſs to the People of England. What your Brother's Clemency 
and Tenderneis to the People of England was, I am yet to learn, What 
was his Clemency to his old Cavalicrs, that had ſerv'd .both his. Father and 
him in the Wars, to the Ruine of- themſelves and Families, ſpending their 
Subſtance in both their Services, and not ſo much as look*d upon when you 
were Reſtor'd? After that Sir Job» Webſter, a Merchant, had Lent him 
1 $0000 
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150000 /, Sterling, 'did not he, after much Importunity, reward the faid 
Sir Fob» with the Refuſal of a' £.:d-warers Place, and graciouſly ſu1%d 
the poor man to ſtarve, as a Reward of his Loyalty ? Was not his Cle- 
mency ſuch, that within the compals of a very few years all his whole latercſt 
was melted down into a ſmai} Regiment of Pimps, Whores, and Bawds, on 
whom he laviſhly conter'd great Honours, and on them he profuſely ſpent the 
Treaſure of the Nation, 

Remember, Sir, how his Clemency was extended to thoſe Miniſters that 
brought him home, and to that Party of Men thar reſtor'd him to his Crown 
and Dignity. Mr. Jenkins is a notable laſtance of his Clemency, who ventur*(4 
his Life for his Reſtoration, in that Cauſe that Mr: Zowc loft his. Whata Ten- 
derneſs he had for Mr. Jenkins vyas ſeen in his murdering bim in Priſon, not- 
withſtanding all the humble application made to your tender Brother for his 
releafe, in order to preſerve his Life. 

His Clemency to Sir Henry Vane was admirable; for rather than YVane ſhould 
not be ſent to Heaven, he broke through an Att of Parliament, leſt his Martyr 
ſhould find delay in his paſſage thither. What can you ſay of his Clemency to 
Great Eſſex, and Noble R«fe!, whom he baſely and barbarouſly murder'd ? 1 
think that Sir Thomas Armſtrmmg is another Inſtance of his Clemency. And 
ſo you were as good as your word, in following the Example of his Clemency 
and Tenderneſs to the People of England, 

For, upon your entering into the Regal ſtate, you let England have a taſte 
of your Clemency. | muſt begin with my own Caſe, I ſufficiently taſted of 
your Grace and Fayour, after that with the hazard of my Life I had diſcover?d 
a Damnable Conſpiracy, carried on by the Popiſh Party, for the deſtruction 
of the King your Brother and the Proteſtant Religion, and the Government of 
the Nation; how you uſed me, let all the World judge, notwith{tanding the 
Credit the Parliament had given me; as you may remember in the Vore of 
March 15. 1679. 

Reſolved, Nemine Contradicente, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled, That they ag declare that they are fully [atite- 
fied, by the Proofs they have heard, that there now 8s, and for divers years laſt paſt 
bath been, an Horrid and Treaſonable Plot and Conſpiracy, continued and carried 
cn. by thoſe- of the Popiſh Religion, for the murdering of His Majeſty's Sacred 
Perſon, and for ſuoverting the Proteſtant Religion, and the Ancient Eſt abliſh*d 
Government of this Kingdom, 

Notwithſtanding all your Clemency and Tenderneſs to the Er9/;ſh Nation, 
produce ſuch a Vote for the Juſtifying your Reputacion in the Nation, and for 
ought | know, you may perſwade your ſelf that the Nation may be inclin'd to 
receive you into fayour again, and admit your tender Government of them once 
more. 

But to return to the Point, Notwithſtanding the Power of Truth, and the - 
Credit of this Vote, with what implacable Malice did you and your Bandits 
purſue me ? How often did you attempt to take away my Life by the Teſti: 
mony.of Falſe.Witneſſes ? * With what Importunity did you preyaiff upon the 
King. 
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King your Brother to withdraw that Protection and: Subſiſtance that the ſaid 
King allow'd me at the requeſt of ſeveral Parliaments, fo that I might ſtarve 
for want of Bread ? Nay, to expreſs your Clemency and Terderneſs, how 
warmly did you proſecute me in an Action of Scandalum Magnatum, for ſpeaks 
ing this Notorious Truth of you, © That you were reconcil'd to the Church of 
*© Rone, and that it was High- Treaſon to be ſo reconciPa ? And. what a noble 
Verdict a pack'd Jury of your Conſpirators, upon the Proſecution, brought 
in againſt me, of 0c hundred [ hvaſand Pounds Damages ? And thereupon you 
generouſly Charged me in Execution In the King s-bench Priſon. ' 

And was you afrars that | was Able to have paid the Debt and Charges, 
and as Willing as Able ? Wel}, to prevent it, you reſfolv'd that I ſhould nor 
want your Clemency and Tenderneſs; you therefore, to juſtifie thoſe Vertves 
to be inherent in you, you prevaiPd with King Cares the Second, to give 
you and” your Conſpirators'Leave to prefer two ſeveral Indictments of two 
Pretended Pcrjuries in my Evidence concerning the Popiſh Plur ; but your-Vil- 
Jains would not let the Kinz your Brother live to ſee thoſe Indictments try'd, 
therefore they were brought to tryal in your tender Reign. What ſort of 
Witneſlzs did you produce againſt me, but thoſe very men that had been in 
no leſs than three Tryals prov'd and judg'd to be Falſe Witneſſes, the Reli- 
gion they profeſſed no ways admitting them to be Crediblc; and therefore, 
as they were not believ*'d when they gave their Teſtimony without an Oath,

Theſe, Sir, were your Witnelles ; and you had two Juries of Men that had 
as large a Faith to believe as the Rogues had Conſciences to ſwear ; and ſol 
muſt averr Juries and Witneſſes to be alike, for he is as criminal, and is as 
much damn'd, that believes a Lye as he is that makes ore and ſwears it too ; 
for the Rogues your mercenary wicked Judges, and the Villains that were Wit- 
neſles, and your pack*d Hell-born Jury- men, were all in (as it were) a. Confe- 
deracy, to be reveng'd on me for the diſcovery of the P»yp:ſ» Plor, and to caſt a 
Reproach upon the Wiſdom and Honour of four ſucceſſive Parliaments, and 
upon the publick Juſtice of the Nation: 

Well, Sir, I was convicted, notwithſtanding the Witneſſes I brought in, who 
were brow- beaten, abuſed by that Villain Jefer:es, who had neither Law nor 
Sence, nor Manners, but had the Impudence of ten Carted Whores ; there- 
fore nothing now remained for me but Judgment, which was your own aP- 
Pointing, with the Advice of your twelve Viljains that were of the Lambskin Or- 
der, and others of your Conſpirators, as a mark of your Clemency and Tender- 
neſs towards me. The Sentence was as barbarous and inhuman as it was un- 
juſt ; for I was to pay to you Two thouſand Marks, to be diveſted of my Cana: 
nical Habit, and brought into Weſtmirter-hall with a Paper upon my Head wich 
this Inſcription ; Titus Dates, convitted, upon full Exidenre, of two Horrid Per; 
Juxics ;, to ſtand in and upon the Pillory for two ſeural days ; on Wedneſday 10 be 
Whipd from Aldgate ta Newgate, a#d on the Friday following ſrom Newgate tq 
Tybura ; 


Tyburn ; 4nd to ſtand in and upon the Piftory five times every year of my Life, and to 
remain a Priſoner during Life. | 

This Sentence ſounded ill in the Ears of moſt Men, and filled many with 
Horror and Amazement, when they confider'd the great Clemency and Tender- 
neſs that you did in your Speech but a little before mention to the Council, and 
therefore {ome perſons of known worth and quality made application to you 
ro mitigate the Sentence, but were refus'd with the gracious Saying, That 7 
{bould go through it if I had breath in my boa, And then, judging that your 
[talian Comrade might have this Clemency and Tenderneſs of yours under her 
Lock and Key, application was made to her Ladiſhip, bur they found that ſhe 
was reſolved upon my Deſtruction; they return'd home, holding up their Eyes 
and Hands to Heaven with a Lord bave mercy upon us. Truly, Sir, it was their 
Good-will to me, but it was their Inadvertency to make any Application to you 
or your /talian Pigg ; for it was the Example of your Brother's Clemency and 
Tenderneſs that you were reſoly'd to follow. 

Since it was ſo, not only I, bur all thinking men, did then judge that your 
nnparzlle!'d Sentence thus pronounc'd was to murder me; and therefore to 
juſtife the inherent Clemency and Tenderneſs that you had for a poor Engliſh 
Proteſtant, the ſaid Sentence was execured with all the Circumſtances of Barba= 
rity, for I ſuffer'd ſome thouſands of Stripes, by which I was put to unſpeaka- 
ble Tortures, and lay ten weeks under the Chyrurgeons hands. Bur, Sir, your 
Malice and Malicious Clemency and Barbarous Tenderneſs did not ceaſe here 
bur becauſe I, thro? the great Mercy of Almighty God ſupporting me, and the 
extraordinary Care and Skill of a Judicious Chyrurgeoa, outliv'd your Cruelty ; 
for ſuch were your tender Mercies to me, you ſent ſome of your Cut-throat 
Crew, whilſt I was weak in my Bed, to pull off thoſe Piaſters applied to cure 
my Back, and in your moſt gracious Name they threatned me with all Courteſie 
and Humanity to deſtroy me. 

Surely, Sir, a Man would have thought that by this time you had given 
Teſtimony enough of your Tenderneſs and Clemency, but 1 found to my Colt 
that I was to taſte a little more of your Grace and Mercy; for by your own 
Command | was loaded with Irons of exceſſive weight, for the ſpace of one 
whole year without any intermiſſion, and of your Princely Compailion they 
were not ſuffer'd to be taken off even when my Legs were ſwoln with the Gour. 
Nay, that I might appear to partake of the utmoſt of your Mercy, 1 was by your 
order ſhut up in the Hole or Dungeon of the Priſon, whereby I became impair'd 
of my Limbs, and contrated Convalſion Fits, tothe hazard of my Life. But 
when you had filPd up the meaſure of your Sins, and the Nation came to its 
ſelf, you were by the juſt Judgment of God driven out of the Kingdom, and a 
Parliament freely choſen did fit, obſerve the Judgment they m2de of your Grace 
and Clemency and Tenderneſs; in order to which read the Vote of the Houſe of 
Commons Fure 11. 1689, which. was this ; Keſolved, | hat the Proſecution of 
Titus Oates, «por two Inditt ments of Perjury, in the Court of King's Bench, was 4 
Deſign to ſtifle the Popiſh Plut ; and that the Veras:1s given thereupon were corrupt 1; 


and that the Judgments given thereupon were cruel and illegal. Do you get ſuch 
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another Vote to juſtifie your Clemency and Tendernefs, we will keep a Day 
for you, tho? through the Bleſſing of God we may never ſee your Face again ; 
but if we ſhould, give me leave to tell you, that the old Window of the Ban- 
guetring Houſe Rtands in the ſame place where it did you know when, Burt leſt 
you or any of your curſed (Crew ſhould ſay, Thar altho? 1 taſted not of your 
Grace, and Clemency, and Tendernets, yer ſtill your Clemency did appear to 
others that had offended you, this makes me haſten to ſome other Inſtances 
wherein the World may judge whether or ro your 7 erder Mercies were not 
Cruelty in the higheſt degrce. 

2, Give me leave therefore to ipſlance to you of the Uſage of the Duke of 
Mu mouth, and thoſe Men that were with him in the Weft, whoGdid rife to have 
deliver'd the Nation from your Deſigns of Pepery and S:avery, which you had 
for ſo many years with your Cut:throats carried on with ſuch Succeſs. That 
Noble Duke was your kind ard loving Brother's Son, and your own Nephew, 
and one that for many years together had been very obſequious to you, and 
was, tho? ignorantly, in the Conſpiracy with you to ruine the Nation, and ven- 
tur*d his Life in that wicked War againſt the Dnrc', to oblige you and his Fa- 
ther ; but God had no ſooner open'*d his Eyes, to make a true Judgment of your 
wicked purpoſes, but you ſought his Ruire, and took all Opportunities to be 
reveng'd upon him and his Party, which, you know, once was ve. y.confidera- 
ble. And when God deliver*'d him into your h::id, youu were pleas'd upon 
Tower-hillto murder him, Fhis ! ſay becauſe that he being a-Peer of the Rexlm, 
notwithſtanding his pretended Attainder, he ought to have iiad the liberty of 
zn attainded Peer, that is, to have been heard at the Bar of the Houſe of Lords, 
and to have ſhew'd Cauſe why. he ſhould not be executed according to the Te- 
nure of that At by which he ſtood attainded. But you, I conceive, was re- 
folv'd to have his Blood, and. therefore you would not complement him with 
that piece of Juſtice which is due to every man that is found guilty of any 
capital Offence : So that he being deny'd of this piece of Juſtice, I do affirm, 
that he by your Clemency and Tenderneſs was baſely berray*d and murder'd, 

We, did the buſineſs of the Weſt end ſo? No, for remember how many of 
them by your Villanous Kirk were murder'd and hang'd up in cool. Blood, 
without any manner of proceeding according to the form of Law and Juſtice ; 
and this being taken notice of by your own Crew, that had heard of your pre- 
tended Clemency and Tendernefs, as a thing that would not ſound well in the 
Nation; therefore the remainder were confined, and your Villain Jefferies and 
his murdering Brethren were ſent down to try theſe poor unfortunate wretches, 
from many of whom a Confeſſion was extorted upon the Promiſe of Pardon, 
and then they were condemn'd and murder'd, they being innocent of what they 
had confeſs'd againſt themſelves ; others that had been in aCtual Arms hundreds. 
of them were hang'd in the principal Towns, and their Quarters. hang'd up in 
the Highways, as laſting Monuments of your Grace and Compaſſion. 

And you being glutred with Blood, you then thought of other Puniſhments 
for ſome other of thoſe Offenders; many Men and Women were order'd to 
be whip'd publickly in the Market-Towns, others had their Eſtates ſeiz'd, and. 
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a great number were ſold into Amer:ca, to ſerve all days of their Lives; ſo 
that there was nothing but the Yoice of /amentation and weepins to be heard. 
In a word, your Grace, Clemency, and Tenderneſs was ſuch, that feveral of the 
Weſtern Counties were made ſo many Fields of Blood and Butchery: Nay, Sir, 
thoſe who eſcaped your Mercy by vertue of your Proclamation, were forced to 
retire to the Woods and deſolate places, their neareſt and deareſt Relations not 
daring ſo much as to harbour or relieve them, ſo that ſeveral ſtarved to death, 
or periſh*d with cold, for want of things neceſſary for the preſervation of hu- 
man Nature : Some fled to the D#tch for ſhelter, and were not only kindly re- 
ceiv*d, but as civily entertain'd, till you began to have ſome Shame in you, and 
pardon'd ſome, in hopes that they would be of uſe to you ; and otherscame over. 
with the Prince of Qrange, who, by the juſt Judgment of God upon you and your 
Adherents, baniſh'd you the Kingdom, and the Lords and Commons of England 
depoſed you, as uſeleſs ro GOD and Man. 

But, Sir, this 1s notorious, that you never entertain*d the leaſt Remorſe of 
Conſcience for the murther of theſe Men in the Weſt ; for thoſe you pardon'd 
paid a Price ſufficient for their Pardons 3 or if you gave them Pardon freely, it 
was tO Prevent their ſecting up their Trades in other Countries, And Fefferies 
your Tool, that you ought to have hangd, you let him go off with no other 
Puniſhment than to be made Lord High Chancellor of England, who alſo did 
enrich himſelf with the Sum of 1 5000 [. exroried from one perſon who wanted _ 
a Pardon, for nothing elſe but rhe not delivering his Country, which he might 
have done for half the Mony. I am more ſorry that Wferie got the Mony,than 
for that Gentleman's loſing that Sum. Truly, Sir, I was in hopes that the Time 
of that Villain F-F-r7:es had been come, in which he ſhould not only have paid his 
Debt to Nature, but tohis Faults too; but he is gone to his Place, and thereby 
he bath ſav'd the Hangman a Labour ; but had he liv*d,he would, in my opinion, 
have been made an Example for all his Villanies that he had committed, both as a 
Corrupt Judge and a Trayterous Chancellor. 

3. Yon were pleaſed, in the years 1687, & 1638, topubliſh a Declaration for 
Liverty of Conſcience, and profeſſed in both the ſaid Declarations, Z hat it was 
always your Fudg ment that no mars Conſcience ſhould be reſtraiid sn Matters of Relie 
gion, Now, Sir, if that were true, why then did you perſecute the Proteſtant Diſ. 
ſenters for their Conſcience, from Feb, 6. 1684, till the latter end of the Year 
1686 ? Andif it were not your Judgment, why then did you proclaim Liberty 
of Conſcience as your Judgment ? Bur, Sir, to deal truly in the point, you had a 
Popiſh Fabrick to erect, and you wanted Liberty of Confcience to be the Scaffold ; 
and when you had done your buſineſs of ſettling Popery, you would have Jaid 
Liberty of Conſcience aſide, as your Brethren abroad of the Popsſh Religion haye 
always done. And this was the Clemency your Brother was pleas'd to ſhew 
te D:ſſenters, and afterwards he and you could with great Tenderneſs ſuffer 
them to periſh in Priſon: And you your ſelf, when you were in the Chair, per- 
ſecuted them, to the ruine of ſome Thouſands of Families ; you ſurfeited your 
ſelf and Party with the murder and ruine of ſo many Men, and yer you pretend 
to Clemency and Tenderneſs, To ——_—_ this particular, your Brother and 
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you made two Declarations for Liberty of Conſcience, for no other intent but to 
cheat the People of England into Slavery and Popery, to the end that you might 
damn the Body and Soul of the Nation at once. From ſuch Clemency and Ten- 
derneſs l truſt God hath deliver'd this Nation, and will preſerve her under the 
preſent Government, all your Pretences to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

4. What ſhall I ſay of thoſe worthy perſons that you kept in Jayl for the pre- 
tended Damages of 100000 /. and others of 10000 /. and others for one Fine or 
another ? What ſhall I ſay of the Murther of the Lady Liſle, and Alderman 
Corniſh, Mr. Aylif}, and Mr. Nelthrope, and poor D:/zey ? Theſe were Monu: 
ments of your Clemency and Tenderneſs. 

3. You promis'd in your Speech to the Council, That you would maintain the 
Church of Enzland as it was eſtabliſh'd by Law. Nay, I think, if you had not 
wrong done you, you ſwore it roo at your Coronation, And, Sir, (if you pleaſe) 
call to mind how you kept your Promiſe and Oath in relation to the Church. 
of Engla'id, and the Proteſtant Jntereſt , nay, you gave a reaſon for your Promiſe, 
it being the only reaſon that you ever gave in your life, I will put you in mind 
of it, Becauſe, ſaid you, Her Members hd ſhewd then ſelves Loyal Subjetts, and that 
the Principles of the Cyurch of England had been for Mnarchy, Therefore, 

1. How did you maintain the Church of Er9/and as by Law eſtabliſh'd ? 
Were there not Laws in force for the preſervation of the Church of England, 
that had been enacted in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes that were your Predeceſ- 
ſors, amongſt which Laws, as a ſecurity of the Church of England againſt Popery, 
That all perſons whatſoever, that were advanced to any Eccleſiaſtical Dignity, or 
to bear Office in either Univerſity, as likewiſe all Civil and Military Officers, (hould 
declare they were not Papiſts, but of the Proteſtant Religion, and that by taking 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and the Teſt : Yet you and your Conſpi- . 
rators annulled all thoſe Laws, that were made to ſecure the Proteſtant Religion 
againſt Popery. Was this to defend the Church of Eng/and, and to maintain 
Her Laws? | leave it to all men to judge. Bur you and your Villainous Com- 
miſſioners thought your ſelves ſo wiſe, as to reconcile Contradictions, and there- 
fore you were reſoly'd to try your Skill vpon the Church and the Nurſeries of 
Learning ;- which prov'd fatal toyou and your Party, by the juſt Vengeance of- 
Almighty God. 

2. Did you not, againſt expreſs Law, and againſt the Promiſe of your main- 
taining the Church of Eng/aza, ſer up an Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion, and impower. 
the Perſons named in that illegal Commiſſion to take cognizance, and to give ar- 
bitrary direCtions in matters Eccleſiaſtical, in which Commiſſion there was one: 
who profeſs'd the Popiſh Religion, and others that were Abetters of Popery and 
Popiſh Superſtition ; rherefore to what deplorable condition was the Church of 
England reduc'd, that a Commiſſioner for the Church of Englands Aﬀairs ſhould:: 
publickly abjure the Proreſ#ant Religion, by which means he was not only very un- 
fit, but alſo uncapable of holding any publick Employment !. And, did not-the 
Ban4itti give you ſuch Proof of their ſubmiſſion to your Popiſh DireCtions you: 
gave them, that they had continued in their Places to this day, had not God *of 
his. lofinite Mercy deliyer*d us from them and your ſelf? For they were men'of. 
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an agreeable diſpoſition.to have further*d your Deſigns of Popery,notwithſtand- 
i8g all your Promiſes to maintain the Church of England, for they took care that 
none ſhould be prefer*d that had any zeal for the Proteſtant Religion; for if you 
will be ſerious in conſidering who they were that you prefer*d to the Dignities in 
the Church, and upon what terms, you mult own, that they were men of ſuch 
Morals and Principles, as render*d them a very ſcandal to that villainous Defis 
that you and your Conſpirators were carrying on againſt the Church of Ezgt41a. 

Z* [ pray, Str, was the ſuſpenſion of the Biſhop of L9ndoa another demonitrati- 
on of your Purpoſe and Reſolution to maintain the Church of Engl..nd ? Jet any 
of your Trayterous Crew [tand forth and anſwer for you ; Was not that Prelate 
ſuſpended for refuſing to obey an Arbitrary Order ſent to him by your 5anditts- 
Commiſſioners for the ſuſpending of Dr. Sharp, now Archbiſhop of Tork, for 
Preaching againſt Popery according to his Office and Calling,without ſo much as 
citing the ſaid Dr. Sharp before him to make his defence, or obſerving any com- 
mon forms of Proceſs commonly us'd in ſuch caſes: The Biſhop comply*d with 
your Suſpenſion, and what damage it was to him he can tell betrer thaa I; bur ic 
did work for our Good,and haſten*d our Deliverance,but it ſhew*d that-you had bur- 
little regard to your Oath and Promiſe to waintain the Church of Englard, 

4. Another Specimen you gave us of your pious Reſolution of maintaining the 
Ch. of England as by Laweltabliſh'd, was the dealing with IZagdalen Colledge in 
Oxford. 1n the firſt place you turn'd ont the Preſident, who was legally choſen by 
the Fellows of the Colledge, who, if I miitake not, are ſworn to chuſe one from 
among themſelves to bear that Office; then you turn'd out all the Fellows for re- 
fuſing to chuſe one of your recommendation, without ſo much as citing them to 
appcar before any Court that could take legal cognizance in that aftaire, or ob- 
raining any Sentence againſt them by a competent- Judge ; and the only reafon'you 
gave for the turning them out, was, becauſe they had refus'd a perſon that was a 
Papiſt, who was not only uncapable by the Laws of the Land, but alfo by the Sta- 
tutes of that Colledge, of bearing the Office of a preſident or Fellow of that Com- 
munity.. And having expePd both Preſident and Fellows,you put the (aid Colledge 
into the, hands of Pap:/f, that you might the better maintain the Rights and Li- 
berties of the Ch. of England, as by Law eſtabliſ'd. But I hope it may be a war- 
ning to that Community, and. to all others of that Univerſity, bow they advance 
the Prerogative of the Crown ſo high, and nouriih thoſe two peſtilent Doftrings 
of Paſſive Obedience and Non- Reſiſtance, and the Divine Right of Succeſſion, leſt 
thoſe Doftrins do expoſe them toa greater Danger than the laſt. - 

5. Another demonſtration that was given by you of your ſtedfaſt Parpoſes of 
ſtanding by and maintaining of the Ch. of E2g!ad, was your proceeding againſt 
the Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge, 1687. You tad a great Favuur for one Eran 
a Benedittine Monk, a Rogue that was fit for any Villany that you could put him 
upon to aCt : him you ſent to Cambriaze to corrupt the Youth there, and no doubr 
but for bis time he did the buſineſs for which you ſent him. You planted him in 
Sidney College, where you had placed one Baſſer a Papilt in thar Houſe as Maſter, 
but-your Mank had.an. Apartment, wherein he perform'd the!Office of a Prieſt 
according to the Ch. of Romez: but being 2a. Fellow that had takenno Degrees in: 
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any Jaiyesſity either at hamear abroad, you were reſoly*d that he ſhould be a 
Maſter-of Arts in the Univerſity of Cambridge z and in order to this, you ſent a 
Letterto the ſaid Vice-Chancellor, to admit the ſaid Father Francs to be a Ma- 
ſer of Arts without taking the Oaths ; which the Vice-Chancellor refus?d, as 
. contrary tothe Law of the Land and the Statutes of the Univerſity : Upon this 
you caus'd the Vice-Chancellor and the Delegates of the Univerſity to be ſommo- 
ned before your Commiſſioners of Eccleſialtical Aﬀairs, where that. Villain Feffe- 
ries, contrary to all Law or Reaſon, pronounced Sentence, That t::e Vice:Chan- 
cellar beirg guilty of great Diſobedence to the King*s Commands, ard other Crimes 
and Comempts, ſhould be depriv?d of the Office of Vice-Chancellor, and ſuſpended of 
his Headſhip of Magdalen College in the ſaid Univerſity of Cambridge, Thus, Sir, 
you were pleas'd to maintain che Church of Englana, by ſuffering the Learning 
and Gravity of that Univerſity to be trampl'd upon, and by letting in a parcel of 
filly, impudent, and illiterate Popiſh Prieſts and Fryers, who were to joyn with 
you in ſupporting ghe,f oteſt aut Religion, as it was then by Law eftabliſh*d- Un» 
leſs your Commilſſohers of Eccleſiaſtical Afﬀairs judgd, that to deſtroy the twa 
Univerſitiesas to Learning, and to break in upon their Laws made to preſerve 
their Communities, would be a means to preſerve the Church of Englard,] cannor 
bur wonder at thoſe extravagant Proceedings in the laſt years of your Tyranny 
againſt them, ſince they had ſo highly eſpouſed-your Cauſe when you were Duke 
of Terk, againſt the Sence of the whole Nation. 

6. Another Reaſon you give us to believe thar yon did deſign to ſtand by and 
ſupport and maintain the Ch. of Exg/and, was your proceeding and cauſing to 


be ſummoned before your Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners all the Chancellors and- 


Archdeacons of Ezgland, and requiring them to certific the Names of thoſe Cler- 
gymen who had read the Declaration of Liberty -of Conſcience, as well as the 
Names of thoſe who had refuſed the ſame, without conkdering that the reading 
of it was not enjoyn'd the Clergy by the Biſhops, who are their Ordinaries : So 
that this was another way you intended (even by thefe extrajudicial Proceed- 
ings in your Court of Commiſſioners Eccleſiaſtical) to maintain the Liberties of 
the Church of England, This was one great cauſe why ſeveral Perſons of Quality 
both in Church and State refuſed to be concern'd in this Commiſſion, for they at 
laſt clearly ſaw, that this damnable Commiſhon tended to nothing leſs than the 
total Subverſion of the Proteſtant Keligion, for.you us'dit tono other end and pur- 
poſe, than to oppreſs ſuch perſons as were eminent for Learning and Virtue, that 
ſhould at any time or ſeaſon preach againſt Popery and Saperſtirion, And it was-Gods 
great Mercy to the Proteſtant Proms that they did at laſt ſee, for fure I am that 
in the latter part of your Bfother's time, and inthe beginning of your time, they 
were given vp to ſach a ſecure ſtate, and judicial blindneſs, that the Proteſt ant 
Religion was in greater danger of being ſuppreſt than ever ir was ſince the Refor- 
mation, notwithſtanding your Promiſe of maintaining and preſerving it, 

7. Another Indication of your Care for the maintenance of the Ch. of England 
was the breaking thro? thoſe Laws which forbid the erefting Churches and Chaps 
pels for the exerciſe of the Popsſb Religion, and alſoagainft Mohaſteries and Con- 
vents, and more particularly agajaſt the Order of the Jeſuites3 for you did, con- 
trary 
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trary to your Oath and Promiſe made to ſapport the Ch. of England, giveont ar- 
bitrary and'illegal Orders to erect Monalteries z and in contempt of the Law you 
| ſet up ſeveral Colleges of Jeſuites to corrupt the Youth of the Nation. Nay, Sir, 
thar you might not leave your ſelf without Witneſsof your ſtedfaſt Reſolution of -_ 
maintaining, ſupporting and defending the Church of Eng/ard,you rais'd upa Je- 
ſuite that was in the Pojz/h Por, in which the death of the King your kind and 4o- 
ving Brother was plotted and contriv'd, and the ſubverſion of the Government 
both in Church and Staie, to be a Privy Councillor, and a Minifter of State : By 
all which you did evidently ſhew, that you were reſtrain'd by no Laws, and there- 
fore the Ch. of E-g/ana mult periſh, you being ſo well ſeconded in your Popilh 
Progreſs by your moſt excellent Commilſoners of Ecclefiaſtical-Aﬀairs. Bur to 
conclude this Paragraph,how thoſe Villzias that aQted in that Commiſſion of yours 
can look Mankind inthe face,after.they have done ſo many things againſt all Laws 
Honour and Conſcience, | do not underſtand: The truth is, thoſe that are yer 
alive bave wich the Whore in the Proverbs wiped their Mouchs,and ſay, / bey have 
done no Wickedneſs 3 and, without all doubr,if they might be trulted, would with as 
great earneſtneſs appear againſt your Ca#/e and /ntereſt, as they did wicked!y in 
your time eſpouſe it; but they would be ſuch a Reproach to an honeſt Govern- 
ment.as would render the beſt and moſt honeſt Cauſe ſuſpicious, if engag'd in it, 

IV. I come now to conſider a 4th Paſlage in your Speech to the Council, where- 
in you were pieas'd tO ſay, Th t you had been reported fy have been A mai! f r Artie. 
trary Power, but you 41d aſſure them that you would preſerve the Government in Charih 
4 andState, as by Law eft abliſd , And 1hat you knew that the Laws of England were 
ſuff-ient t) make the King as great a Monarch as he could wiſh, How you preſery*d 
the Government of the Church, is plain enough z nothing indeed is more plain 
than this, 'that you intended its Deſt: uftion and utter Subverſion, and that no- 
thing leſs would ſerve your turn,notwithſtanding its Principles were for Monar- 
chy, and its Members had ſhew'd themſelves Loyal Subjects. How fared ir then 
with the State ? Surely the Cvil Govrrnment was preſery'd, ſince the Laws of 
Engla'd were ſufficient to make the King as great a Monarch as he could wiſh $:: - 
In truth, Sir, there was but a lamentable account to be given to your more than 
Glorious Succeſſor of your management of Aﬀairs in the Crvil Government, all . 
chings were out of order at his acceſſion to the Crowr, which you may have for- 
gotten; thereſore, Sir, be pleaſed to remember, in the fir {t place, your Villains - 
of your Comncil, and of your Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion : As they were in a-Con- 
ſpiracy againſt the Ch. of Englaza, toturn our Religion into downright Popery,ſo-: 
they were ina Conſpiracy againſt the State, to turn the well. eſtabliſh*d Govern- 
ment of this Land into downright Slavery,and this not ſecretly.as if thoſe Ka{czls 
were not aſham*d of what they did, for they had that matchleſs [Impudencetoact:: 
in an open and undiſguis'd manner; and to carry on your villanous purpoſes, yott » - 
and your Accomplices ſet up-the D:ſpenſing Power, by vertue of which you might : 
ſuſpead and diſpenſe with the execution of the Laws at your pleaſure: and in or- 
der to give this deviliſh Maxim of yours and your Conſpirators countenance and-. 
credit, you ſo manag'd that matter,that you obtain'd an Opinion from the Judges, . ; 
- moſt of which were mercenaryRogues, whodeclar*d their opinion, 7 hat this Di. , 
* Jeqnſing Power was inthe Kings of England ;, as if. it were inthe power of theſe - 
| ; Vile;- 
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Villains to offer vptl.e Laws and Liberties of the whole Nation to your ſelf,to be 
diſpos'd of by you arbitrarily, at your pleaſure, and expreſly contrary to thoſe 
Laws that were enacted for the Liberty of the Subject. 

[n order to obtain this Judgment, your Conſpirators did beforehand examine 
ſecretly the Sentiments of the Judges, and procur'd ſuch of them as could not in 
Conſcience concur in fo villanous an opinion or ſentence to be turn'd out, and 0- 
thers thar had neither Law nor Conſcience were ſubſtituted in their rooms,ſo that 
by changing of hands they found out 12 matchleſs Rogues, from whom you ob- 


tain'd that wicked Judgment which, if my Memory fail me not, was laid down in * 


theſe 5 particulars : 1, {hat the Kings of England are Soucrargn Princes, 2,1 bar the 
Laws of England are the Kiiig*s Laws. 3, That it is an inſeparable Prerogative of the 
XK. of Engl. «9 af, penſe with Penal Laws upon neceſſity and urgent occaſions, 4.T hat the 
K. 15 the [ile Tud e of that neceſſity. 5. That this is not in Trnſt given to the K, but "tis 
the ancient Remains of the Crown, which nt'r was nor can be taken from him, Give me 
leave, Sir, to examin theſe Particulars,and let the World ſee how you were abus'd 
and how you abus'd the Government by the Op#nz0n5 of theſe 12 mercenary Rogues, 
1. Th. the Kings of England were Soveraign Princes, What then? Mult you by 
a D:ſpcnſing Power do what you liſt ? were you not ſubject to thoſe Laws which you 
were ſworn to keep? Andif you had not lled, might you not have been call'd to 
42 account ? Might not the People, from whom you deriv'd your Authority, have 
had any Power over you? And was it not dangerous both to Church and State, to 
have a Popiſk Prince ſo mighty, that no Proreſtant Houfe of Peers or Commons dare 
controul him ? Truly,Sir, I own that the Kings of England are ſoveraign Princes, 
yet the Nation by their Repreſentatives did ne'r allow the Kings of England todo 
what 12 mercenary Judges ſhould deliver as their Opinions; for,Sir, itiwas ner in- 
tended when you aſſum'd the Government that your Will and Pleaſure ſhould ſand 
for a Law,for the Laws that ſupport theGrandeur of the Crown limited your W4 
to Reaſon,and ty'd your Commaras to the Word of God, the Laws of the Kealm, and 
the Weal of the People. And ſince,Sir,you regarded not theſe things, but follow'd the 
Sentiments of your corrupt Judges, your Will was unlawful, and Commands unjult. 
The Kings of England always have been,and ſtillare Soveraign Princes,but what 
makes them ſo ? Is it not the Law of the Land ? And doth not the Law ſet a boun- 
dary to their Goverament as well as to the Peoples. Obedience? Is there not a mutual 
Contratt between King and People ? Now,when any King ſhall by a S»ſpending or 
D:ſpenſi-g Power diſſolve this Contract, and break in upon our Laws,and overturn 
the Government, the People ceaſe to be his Subjects,and he to be their King. lt is 
your own caſe, Sir, by your Diſpenſing Power you did not only pretend to be above 
Law, but alſo-that you were not bound by Law ; tho? by your Oath you wereas 
much bound to obſerve the Law as a King, as your People were bound to obſerve 
the Laws as your Subjects. But the People of England ſeeing that it was in vain to 
expect any Juſtice or Righteouſneſs from you, (for means of reformation was pro- 
pounded, but was denied to be complied withal) ſeveral noble Lords ſaw them- 


ſelves lighted, their Counſels rejected, and the Proteſtant Religion upon its laſt 
Legs, they therefore did implore the help of the Prince of Oranze;:now our Gra-- 


cious King z hecomesover,ſeizeth your Treaſure,your fortified Places, Navy.and 
Naval Stores, and with one Conſent of the People of England was made our Sove- 
raign Lordand King, and hath his health very well, without the help and aid of a 
Diſpenſing Power 3 God ſend him a long and proſperous Reign- | 
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- 2+ The Laws of England are the Kings Laws3z if your Diſpenſing. Vermin 
did mean by the Laws being your Laws, that is, that you were intruſted with 
the Conſervation and the Execution of them, then we agree with the Rogues ; 
but how doth this Traſt repoſed in the King, © for the time being, intitle him to 
Suſpend and Diſpenſe with theſe Laws : but if by the Laws being yours they 
underſtood that they were your Property, either to Execute or not Execute, el- 
ther to keep or break at your pleaſure: I pray, Sir, to what end were they 
made, and to what end were you Sworn, to keep and maintain theſe Laws, 
why was there the trouble of an Oath to keep the Law ? But Sir, here they 
laid down a notorious falſhood, for the Laws of England are the Laws made by 
King and People as the Rule of the Government of the King on the one hand, 
and of the Obedience of the People on the other. 

3. That it isan inſeparable Prerogative of the King of England to Diſpenſe 
with Penal Laws upon neceſſity and urgent Occaſions, this was laid down as 
good Law. But, Sir, I pray conſider, were not all the Laws of England En- 
acted by the King and the People of England, met in Parliament, for the ſecu- 


. rity of the Government and of the Subjeft? how then could theſe Villains 


give you a Power of annulling theſe Laws at your Will and Pleaſure, ſince you 


. could not ſuſpend or diſpenſe wich them, but by the ſame Authority by which 


they were made? It is true, the King of Exgland, for the time being, may par- 
don a Puniſhment that a Tranſgrefſor bath incurred, and to which he is con- 
demned, as in caſes of Fellony ant! Treaſon, yet it cannot be inferred from 
hence, with any colour of reaſon, that you or any other King could intirely ſuſ- 
pend the Execution of thoſe Laws relating to Fellony or Treaſon, vnleſs, Sir, 
your villainous Judges could have proved by any other Authority,; than barely 
their Opinions that you were cloathed with a Diſpotick and Arbitrary Power, 
and that the Lives and Liberties, Honours and Eſtates of the People of England, 
did depend wholly upon your good Will and Pleaſure, and were intirely ſubject 
to you, which muſt infallibly follow on your having a Power to ſuſpend the Exe- 
cution of the Laws, and to diſpence with them. 

It may be Sir, ſome of your Diſpenſers may ſay, T hat you were not well infor: 
med when you took the Coronation- Oath to maintain the Laws of the Land, and 
that you bad prejudiced your ſelf greatly by yielding to the Oath, and that you 
had weakened your Authority too much in ſubmitting your ſelf to the obſerva- 
tion of thoſe Laws. 

Theſe things were much talked of by ſome of your Bully Conſpirators,when they 
little dreamed of your taking the Air at St.Germains : Nay, ſome of the Devils Bro- 
kers roared this out of their Pulpits by the direction of 0/d Hedge their Guide. But, 
Sir, | pray, inform me how it could be that you ſhould not; be well informed, when 
you yielded to take the Oath at your Coronation to obſerve, and keep the Laws 
of the Land ? Ir i: impoſſible that you ſhould be ignorant of - thatwhich all the 
World knew, and all your Predeceſſors before you z as. it was almoſt impoſlible 
that you ſhould not be acquainted- with the Oath, that, you were to take, -and the 
Laws youwere topreferyeby that, Oath .., $9 tht, know that-ypui were bound to 
thoſe Lays)immediately upon> taking, the Qath;z :30d;h wonder, mugh.thak you 
ſhould bea ſtranger ta,the Cpranatrien,Danen i the Laws: by, which you were 
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to defend your Government that had been twenty four Years a looker on in the 
Reign of your Brother. Therefore this Plea is as frivilous, as the Opinion of 
your never-to- be-forgiven Judges was impudent and againſt Law. But this is 
one of the maddeſt Thoughts that ever you, or your villainous Judges could be 
guilty of, that it was a blcmiſh to the Sovereign Power of the Kings of England 
to ſubmit to the Laws. I pray, Sir, What blemiſh would it have been to your 
Sovereign Power to have ſubmitted to the Laws of your Countrey, which your 
Predeceſſors were contented to acknowledg and obſerve? You derived your 
Authority to your ſclf by virtue of the Laws? Why th:n was the Obſervation 
of the Laws ſuch a prejudice to you and your Sovereign Power ? But we ſaw the 
Laws broken, and you forſworn, and your Subjects depoſed you. In this, I am 
ſure, you have found a greater blemiſh and prejudice, than the obſervation of the 
Laws would have been. 

But to be ſhort, you may plead for your Self and your Judges that were under 
a neceſlity and an urgent occaſion. Well, What was that neceſſity ? What 
were thoſe urgent occaſions that could put you upon forſwearing your ſelf, and 
bringing your ſelf under the guilt of Perjury ? In truth, Sir, your neceſſity you 
lay under, was the ſubyerſton of the Proteſtant Religion, and bringing in Pope- 
Ty, and the ſubverſion of the Civil Government, and bringing in Tyranny and 
Slavery. Is not Perjury a moſt grieyous Offence, but much more grievous when 
it is voluntarily committed ? And then a King committeth Perjury willinply when 
he doth ahy thing willingly againſt the Oath he hath taken, not by force but by 
freewil, not unadviſedly but with great conſideration, not to his hurt but to his 
advantage, not to perform a thing that was impoſlible or diſhoneſt, but to bind 
bimſeifto a condition that is honeſt and poſlible too. Now whena King breaketh 
ſuch an Oath, there can be no colour and pretence of neceſlity, or urgent occa- 
fions to excuſe his Perjury. 

4. That the King of England is ſole Judge of that neceſſity. I never took you 
fo much behind hand in Senſe and Reaſon, but that you might plainly ſee that 
this is but a Bantre of theſe Rogues, for they neither ſtated the neceſſity and the 
. Urgent occaſions you had to forſwear your ſelf, and never inquired whether any 
neceſſity, or any urgent occaſions could excuſe you from lying under the guilt of 
Perjury. Then they came off with an impudent Lye, and fay the King is ſole Judg 
of that neceſſity. He is ſole Judg of nothing but what he is intitled to by 
the Law ; where the Law makes him a ſole Judge there I do, and own my ſelf 
bourd to obey him as ſuch. But once more, Sir, Where was this neceſlity of 
which you were to be ſole Judge? When did it ſpring ? Out of what part of the 
World? Ibelieve, if you could have convinced the Nation of this neceſſity, and 
theſe urgent occaſions, they would not fo readily concurred to your going to 
St. Germains. Were your Popiſh Friends opprelled ? And did the neceſlity ariſe 
from thence ? If it did, Why did you not tell the Parliament of this Oppreſlion ? 
Were they in want of Places at Court, and Imployments under you, which they 
could not hold ? Truly a great many Proteſtants went. without them, notwith- 
ſtanding their being qualifhked. Oh? but the Prieſts of the Church of Rome were 
in danger of the Law. - I never could yet ſee that day, ' if they would be quiet. 
and the Religion of the Church of Kome-was your Religion ; Well, if it __ 
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Had you not better to have refuſed the Crown rather than to have taken it with 
ſuch Incumbrances and Clogs, as ſhould expoſe you to ſuch neceſlities and ur- 
gent occaſions of Perjuring your ſelf, and Damuing your Soul, and Ruining of 
three Kingdoms? lr was well you were the ſole Judge of the neceſlity ; forif an 
honeſt Engliſh Parliament had far in the time of your neceſſity and urgent occa- 
ſions , they would have made theſe Rogues have ſwung for their villainous 
Advice. 

5-. That this is not in Truſt given to the King, but the Antient Remains of 
the Crown, which never was, nor can be taken from him; you, nor no King 
in England, ever had any thing but what you received in Trult from the People 
of England in Parliament aſſembled, therefore this was the greateſt of Impu- 
dence that, theſe Twelve ignorant Devils could be guilty of, for what Authority, 
Power, or Riches, have the Kings of England, but what they received from the Peo- 
ple : and itis plain the Power and Authority that you received was for the benefit 
of the People, and not for the ruin and deſtrution of the Laws-you conſented 
to; you were intruſted with the Conſervation of them, not to Suſpend, or 
Diſpenſe with them at your will and pleaſure. 

But what King of England was there, ſince the pretended Conqueſt, that was 
not Sworn to keep the Laws, and defend the Rights and Liberties of the 
Church and People of England ? and who Adminiſtred this Oath to them ? but 
one or more, in the behalf of themſelves and all the People of Exgland. Your 
Brother, thongh bad enough, took the Government as a truſt repoſed in him 
by his good People of England, what part was it then that was not a Truſt ? 
they truſted him with vaſt ſums of money, they truſted you but with :a very 
little, I pray Sir, would your Scoundril Conſpirators but tell me what parts 
were the Remains of the Crown, and how they came fo to bes if they cannot 
It is all Cheat and Nonſence. By your management (notwithitanding all that 
might have been ſaid to the contrary, even in your Reign, without the dan- 
ger of being hanged,)* you obtained from your Judges this wicked Opinion. 
I ſuppoſe you were nor Idle, but was reſolved to proceed accordingto this Judg- 
ment of theirs; for you preſently invaded the Liberties both of Church and 
State. I have given you ſome inſtances of your Invaſion vpon the Rights of the 
People of England, in relation to Matters of the Church. Now let us proceed 
to ſee how you carried your ſelf in reference to the Civil Rights and Liberties 
of the People of England, which brings me to a ſecond Inſtance of your invading 
our Civil Rights. 

2. As your Brother did begin, and made a very great Progreſs in, ſo yon 
went on to invade Privileges, and to ſeize the Charters of the Towns that had 
a right to be repreſented in Parliament 3 and by your Tools procured Surrenders 
of them to be made to you, eſpecially where they were poor, and not able to de- 
fend them. And a Gentleman that valued himſelf upon his Oath that he had 
made to a Corporation, whereof he was a Magiſtrate, and therefore refuſed to 
deliver the ſame 3 you rewarded him with a two or three years Impriſonment, 
and had nat God interpoſed, it had been tothe ruin of himſelf,” his Wife and 


Children. By theſe Surrenders, Sir, you cauſed allthe Magiſtrates to give up 
O 2 their 
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their Rights and Priviledges,/ to be diſpoſed of at your pleaſure, and thepleaſure 
of your Villains the Conſpirators z and by this means you placed in ſeveral of 
theſe Towns Popiſh Magiſtrates, notwithſtanding their incapacity, or ſuch as 
were Popilhly affeCted, and willing to coucur with you in all your evil Deſigns 
and Purpoſes, aſſuring your ſelf, that when neceſſity , or your urgent Occaſions 
ſhould force you to call a Parliament, you might have ſuch a Parliament re- 
turned as ſhou!d at once ſet up Popery and Arbitrary Power. Nay, Sir, our 
danger in your time, and in the time of your loving and: kind Brother, *did 
molt (and doth 1:11) ariſe from thoſe Beggzrly and Paltry Borroughs that 
either are by Charter or Preſcription enabled” to ſend Members to Par- 
liament. 

3. That you might not fail in the Counties of obtaining your wicked ends, 
you gave Orders to Examin all Lords Licutenants, Deputy Lieutenants Sheriffs, 
Jaſtices of the Peace, and all other that were in any Publick Employments, if 
they would Concur with you in the Repealing the Teſt and Penal Laws ; and 
thoſe whoſe Conſciences would not permit them to comply with your wicked 
Deſigns and purpoſes were turned out, and others who you found would be more 
compliant to you. in your iatentions, in defeating the End and Execution of 
thoſe Laws which had been-made with ſo much Care and Caution, to preſerve 
not only the Proteſtant Religion, but alſo our Civib Rights and Liberties ; and 
'into many of thoſe places you put in Papiſts, and other perfons of Arbitrary Prin+ 
ciples; notwithſtanding the Law had incapacitated the former, ahd the other for 
want of Reputation and Intereſt could do their Country but little Service z un- 
leſs. like Devils, they could do miſchief by ſerving your Deſigns, and the 
Purpoſes of yout Conſpirators : ſo that this Nation was in a deplorable Condi- 
tion, and mult have periſhed had not God raiſed up the Prince of Orange, now 

our King, tocome over and deliver us out of your Hands. 

'- 4+. As your Brother in his time hated the People Pectitioning him for the re» 
dreſs of their Grievances, and had a Set of Men ready to Abhor and Deteſt ſuch 
Popular Petitions, though it was the Subjefts Right to Petition the King for the 
redreſs of Grievances, under which they groancd in his Reign, So you was 
pleaſed to ſhew your averſnels to Petitioning ; witneſs your proceeding againſt 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the other Biſhops, who offered a moſt humble 
Petition to.you in terms full of Reſpect, and exceeded not the number limited 
by. Law, in which they ſet forth their Reaſons for which they could not obey a 
certain Order ;. which you, by the Advice of your Popiſh Villains, ſent them to 
appaint their Clergy to Read in their Churches, the: Declaration for Liberty of 
Conſcience, they were ſent to Priſon ; and afterwards brought to a Tryal, as if 
they. had been gui'ty of ſome enormous. Crime, they were not only obliged to 
defend themſe!ves-under this Perſecution 3 but alſo to appear before four Villainss 
one profeſſed Papiſt, and the other three had not taken the Teſt; and by. Con- 
ſequence, were Men whoſe Intereſt and Inclination too. led them to Condemn 
them-. And the Judges that gave their Opinion in. favour of thoſe Prelates 
were turned: out ;.. thus you may ſee-a fourtit Inſtance you haye given ys of your 
igvavir g. our Civil Rights. 
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But, Sir, while I ſpeak to you of theſe things, give me leave to- plead withyor» = 
What King was there that ever reigned that was too great to be petitioned by. - 
the meanefſt of his Subjects ? It cannot be pretended that any Kings how great 
ſoever their Power, hath been, and how Arbitrary and Diſpotick they have been: 
in the exerciſe of this Power, have ever reckoned it a Crime for their Subjects to- 
come with all ſubmiſſion and reſpect, in a due number, not exceeding the limits- 
ofthe Law, to repreſent Reaſons why they could not execute ſuch; or fuch an 
Order. Deal ficely with the World, ſend to your Diſpenſing Rogues, and ask: 
them whether it were one of the remains of the Crown that impowered you t6: 
wreſt out of the Hands of the Subject this undoubted Right of Petitioning: the: 
Prince for the redreſs of Grieveances ? F* 

5. How did you treat a Peer of this Realm ? Was he not uſed by you; and: 
your villanious Confpirators as a Criminal, only becauſe he ſaid, That the'Sub= 
jects were not bound to obey the Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of the Peace ? Tho in 
was evident that ſuch being by Law rendred uncapable of all :fuch Truſts: No» 
regard was due to any of their Orders. This being the ſecurity which the People: 
of Exgland had, and ſtill have by the Law, for their Lives, Liberties, Honours- 
and Eſtates, that they are not ſubjeCted to the Arbitrary Proceedings of Papiſts; 
and werecontrary to Law put intoany Imployment Civil or Military. This was 
another inſtance of the invaſioh you made upon us, in reſpect of our Civil Rights 
and Liberties, and manifeſted your ſelf to bea Man for Arbitrary Government 
in ſubjeQing our Perſons and Eſtates to the Arbitrary Proceedings of Popiſh 
Magiſtrates and Officers under you. 

6. You apprehending that the great Remedy of your Grievances, 'and” Secus< 
rity of our Religion was a Free Parliament ; and leaſt you might lie uuder ane-- 
ceſlity of calling one, you and your Accomplices did endeavour to make it itn-- 
poſſible, or at leaſt very difficult to be obtained ; for you could not but 'appre- 
hend that a Lawful Parliament being once Aſſembled, would call -you and-your- 
Villains to an account for all your open Violations of the Law, and for your Plots: 
and Conſyiracies againſt the Proteſtant Religion, and the Lives and Liberties of 
the People of England, you endeavoured, under the ſpeciouspretence-of Liberty- 
of Conſcience, firit to ſow Diviſions between the Proteſtants of the Church of Eng-- 
land, and Proteſtant Dillenters ; the Deſign being to engage all Proteſtants - 
that are equally concerned to preſerve themſelves from Popth Oppreſſion inta 
mutual Quarrellings. So that by theſe ſome Advantages might be taken by you - 
to bring about your Villainous Deſigns and Purpoſes, and that both in the Ele&is- 
on of Members of Parliament, and afcerwards in the Parliament it ſetf; for you: 
could not but ſee, that if all Proteſtants did enter intoa mutual good underſtand--_ 
ing one with another, and concur together-in the preſerving our Civil Rights= 
and Liberties, that it would have been poſlible for you and your Bandirti-tor ac- 
compliſh your wicked Ends.. What could we expect from you, when youſtruck- 
at the Foundation of all our Civil Rights and' Liberties, in the hindring the Na-- 
tion of the Choice ofa Free and Lawful Parliament ? For did you not require all* 
Perſons, in the ſeveral Counties of Zng/and, that either were in any Imaployment . 
os were:in-any conſiderable Eſteem; to-declare befors handthat they yould"con-- 
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cur in the repeal of the Teft and the Penal Laws, and that they would give their 
Voices in the Eleftions to Parliament, only for ſuch as would concur in it ? 
ſuch as would not thus Pre-engage themſelves were turned out of all Imploy- 
ments, and others who entred into theſe Engagements were put into their Pla- 
ces ; many of which are Papiſts, and contrary to the Charters and Priviledges 
of thoſe Barroughs, that bave a right to ſend Burgeſles to Parliament. You or- 
dered ſuch Regulations to be made as you thought fit and neceſſary for the 
aſſuring your ſelf, and your villainous Conſpirators, of all the Members that 
were to be choſen by thoſe Corporations; and by this means you gave your 
lf, and Tribe, hope to avoid the being called to an account for your Villanies : 
though it was then, and is ſtill apparent that all Acts made by Popiſh Magiſtrates 
are Null and yoid of themſelves ; ſo that no Parliament could have'been law- 
fal, for which Elections and Returas had been made by your Popiſh Sheriffs, 
and Mayors of Towns ; and therefore, as long as the Authority and Magiſtracy 
was in ſuch Hands, it was impoilible for usto have had a Lawful and a Free 
Parliament. 

You might have known that the Conſtitution of the Eng/sſhh Government and 
Cuſtom, time out of mind. All Eletions of Parliament Men ought to be made 
with an intire Liberty, without any ſort of force, or the requiring the Electors 
£o chooſe ſuch perſons as ſhould be named to them 3 and the perſons thus freely 
Elected ought to give their Opinions freely upon all Matters that are brought be- 
fore them, they having the good of the Nation before their Eyes, and following 
in all things the diftates of their Conſciences. Therefore you having uſurped 
an illegal Authority, and reſolving upon the utmoſt Violations of our Laws, 
you would not give us the leaſt hopes of having our Grievances redreſſed by a 
Free Parliament legally called and choſen. 

\ It is true, you would have called one in which all Eleftions ſhould have been 
carried by Fraud and Force, and might have been compoſed of ſuch perſons of 
whom you and your Trayterous Crew would have bzen well aſlured, in which 
all things would have'been carried on by their DireCtion and Intereſt, without 
any regard to the Good and Welfare of this Nation, which I prove to you and 
your Viliainous Crew, both at home and abroad, For did you not try the Mem- 
bers of the pack'd Parliament, that fat down in the Year 1685, to gain them 
to conſent to the repeal of theTeſt and Penal Laws? And did you not diſſolve that 
Parliament when you found that you could neither by Promiſes, nor by Threat- 
nings prevail with theſe very Members to comply with your wicked Deligns ; 
and thoſe who would not comply were branded, as if they were Diſturbers of 
the publick Peace? For you may remember, that though the Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange did endeayour to ſignifie in terms full of ReſpeCtts ard Duty to your 
ſelf, the juſt and deep regret all your wicked and ungodly proceedings had given 
them ; and in compliance to your deſires they had ſignified their Thoughts con- 
cerning your Repealing the Penal Laws and Tef, which though they didit in 
ſuch a manner that they had juſt Ground of hope, that they had propoſed an 
Expedient by whichthe Peace of England, Scotland and Ireland, and a happy 
Agreement among the: Subjects of all Perſwaſions might have bcen I 
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their honeſt and ſincere Intentions, as that you were not aſhamed to condemn 
them both as Perſons that deſigned to diſturb the Quiet ,and Happineſs of the 
Kingdom. But, Sir, the People of England always teſtified a moſt ſingular Af- 
fection and Eſteem for the Prince and Princeſs of Orange, as Perſons zealouſly 


affeted with, and concerned for the Advancement of the Proteſtant Religion and” 


Intereſt; and therefore many of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and many 
Gentlemen, and other Perſons of Note, laid our miſerable Caſe before them, 
and begged their Aid and Aſſiſtance. The Prince of Orange upon due conſidera- 
tion of our deplorable State, to which we were brought by you and your wicked 


Accomplices, found that in point of that Duty he owed to God, and inreturn of 
the great Value the People of England had for him, that he could no way excuſe- 


himſelf from eſpouſing our Cauſe or Quarrel in a Matter of ſuch high Conſe= 
quence, and from contributing tothe utmolt of his Power, for the maintaining. 
both of our Relig on, our Laws, and our Liberties, and to ſecure us in the per= 
petual Enjoyment of all our Rights. Therefore he came over with a Force ſuffi- 
cient, which through the Bleſling of the Great God, was ſufficient to ſuppreſs 
you and your villainous Confpirators. | 

You know, Sir, that as you and your Conſpirators were not only full of Cru< 
elty, and guilty of the greateſt Inhumanities and Barbarities : So you and they 
were full of Lies and Deceit; for upon the coming over of this Great Prince, yow 
were ſenſible of the Greatneſs of your Guilt, and had no great Confidence in your 
own Forces, which induced you to offer to the City of London ſome ſeeming Relief 
from their great Oppreſſion, you hoping thereby to beguile us of a firm Eſtabliſh- 
ment, and full Security of our Laws, Liberties and Religion ; and finding that 
the Kingdoms Eyes were fully opened, then you and your Hellborn Crew gavye- 
out, with as much Malice as Falſeneſs, that the Prince of Orange intended to Con- 
quer and Enſiave the Nation. No, Sir, the Deſign of that mighty Deliwverer was. 
the ſecurity of our enjoying our Religion, Laws and Liberties, and that there: 
might be no danger of the Kingdoms relapſing into the like Miſeries for the time 
to come, 

Well, Sir, you remember that the Prince arrives, and you fled before him. He: 
no ſooner comes but he was bid welcome by all True RR You rug away. 
A Convention was called, and he, to our great Joy, was choſen our King. A Par- 
liament ſits down, and his Majeſty joined with them in making ſuch Laws, as 


have ſecured us and our All; he fights our Battles; he loves our Nation 3 and . - 


we love our King, and we ſhall not refuſe any thing that may be for his Honour 
Greatneſs and Content. You are depoſed as uſeleſs in the ſight of Gods a 
driven from amongſt Proteſtants to graze at St. Germains, where you may take- 
your eaſe till the French King ſhall be as weary of your Company, as we were of 
your Wicked and Tyrannical Government. You have made many attempts. to- 
be reſtored; ſometimes you Threaten us, at other times you would Flatter us to- 
a ſecond Entertainment ; but that is but a fooliſh thought of your Counſellors 
at St. Germains, which brings me to the laſt point of my Memorial, which is to

ſettled, You and your Hellborn Crew put ſuch Villainous Conſtructions upon - 
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particular .I hope you have leiſure enough to refleft, and to adviſe about with 
your worthy Miniſtry yob have attending your Perſon there ; but leſt they ſhould 
not have Honour and Honeſty enough to deal plainly with you, I will lay down 
Six undeniable Arguments, why it-is morally impoſſible that you ſhould be ever 


-readmitted toreign over us. 1. Becauſe we cannot bind you by the ſame Solemn 


Oaths. 2. Becauſe we are Proteſtants. 4. Becauſe we are Engliſh-men. And, 
4+ Becauſe we are Freemen. 5. Becauſe we have a King of our own Religion and 
Judgment, to whom we have ſworn Allegiance, who goeth out and in before us, 
and fights our Battles for us. 6. Becauſe of your Attempt upon the Perſon of 
our King, in employing your Traiterous Allaſlins to murder kim. 

I. Becauſe we cannot bind you by the moſt Solemn Oaths ; we ſaw our Laws 
over-turned, our Liberties ſeized, our Religion corrupted and ſubverted, and 
you forſworn : The Laws of Nature taught vs to provide for the Defence of our 
All, which was at Stake. And can any Man think it hard, that the Kingdom laid 
you aſide? And we, laying you aſide for the Breach of your Contract and Oath, 
made to the People of England; Can you expeCt, that we ſhould, in the leaſt, be 
guilty of fo baſe:-a Compliance, as to ſubmit our ſelves to the Government of a 
Man, that, by his Abominable Perjury., diſlolv?d his own Government? You have 
time now to conſider, that Perjury in a King is a molt Grievous Ottence againſt 
Ged and his Own Crown and Dignity, but much more Grievous when it is vo- 
Juntarily committed : And when a Prince committeth Perjury willingly, when he 
doth any thing willingly againſt his Coronation-Oath, taken not by Force, but 
by Free-will, not unadviſedly, but with great Coniideration, not to his Hurt, 
but to his Advantage, not to perform a Thing Diſhonelſt or Impollible, but that 
which is both Poſſible and Honeſt : For when a Prince (not being forced there- 
unto by juſt Fear or irriſiſtible Neceſlity) breaketh ſuch an Oath as there can be 
no colour to excuſe his Perjury, it arguing him and convincing him of Fraud and 
Deceit, and gave occaſion to all thinking-Men that you had no manner of regard 
to your Coronation-Oath 3 ſo it puts you under an abſolute Incapacity of being 
Reſtored, {tince the both Houſes of Parliament, upon the breach you made of your 
Centract, have thought fit to lay you aſide, as a Perſon uſeleſs and dangerous to 
the-publick Weal of the Three Kingdoms. Your Preteaces therefore to the 
Imperial Crown of this Realm are very fooliſh and frivolous, for by the Laws of 
all Nations, you having been guilty of the moſt notorious Perjury, you are there- 
fore Infamous; and the Laws of your own Synagogue ſay that no Infamous Per- 
ſonis fit for the Execution of an Office of Honour and Dignity 3 a perjured Man 
is always repelled from bearing witneſs in any Cauſe whatſoever, becauſe that 
being Convicted to kave Forſworn himſelf in one Cauſe, it is not only a Preſump- 
tion, but a ſufficient Proof that he will Depoſe falſly in another : And this is 1o 
£rue> that altho he hath amended his Life yet he cannot be admitted for a Wit- 
neſs be it either ina Civilor a Criminal Cauſe, So, Sir, you having once For- 
{worn your Self in ſubverting our Religion, Laws and Liberties, by the advice 
of 2 parcel of Men that feared nat God, nor reverenced Men ? How do you think 
that we can eyer truſt you again ? For if the Nation ſhould be brought under 
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Pilture of the Lute King James. 


ſuch diſmal and deplorable Circumſtances, ( which God avert) as once. mo 


to ſubinit to your Adminiſtration of the Government ; it, would not only be a' 


ſtrong preſumptive Concluſion, but Proof that admits of no Objettion that you 
would run again into the ſame Enormities, if not worſe ; for I fear, and ſo do 
all Trae Proteſtants, that by your Crew that you have with you, you are poſſeſſed 
with ſtranze and very vile Opinions : And theſe are ſuch as have not only in times 
paſt, but are ſtill entertained by you, and your villainous Conſpirators both at 
home and abroad, about the Coronation Oath which you took when you entered 
upon the Adminiſtration of the Government of this Realm. And they are 
theſe Four, 1. That SubjeCts cannot receive an Oath of their Prince without 
the Authority of ſome Judge and that a Promiſe made before no competent 
Judge can bind any Man, much leſs a Prince; and they have affirmed that this 
was your Caſe, I would have you remember, Sir, that he that adminiſtred you 
the Oath was a lawful and competent Judge , becauſe that Law and the Cuſtom 
of the Realm had made him ſo; and therefore to him you Swore, and in Swear=- 
ing to him you Swore to the whole Nation that you would defend their Laws 
ard Liberties: In a word, this Coronation Oath you took was a lawful Oath, 
and not only fo but it was lawfully taken, as well b:cauſe general Cuſtom bath 
the force and ſtrength of a Law ; for the perſons preſent do ſtand, and are 
taken by general Cultom to have Power to give and receive that Oath. But a 
bold Aſlertor of your Cauſe was pleaſed once to tell me that there was no Par=- 
liament in being when you took this Oath; What then? When you took the 
Coronation Oath there were perſons (who upon your taking the Oath) that did 
take the Oath of Fealty and Homage to you in the behalf of themſelves, and all 
the Nobility, and Commons of England; and this Oath muſt avail them though 
abſent, as though they were preſent; and if they were to be bound by the 
one though abſent, then certainly you were bound by yours though they were 
not preſent. 

2, Theſe wicked Conſpirators of yours have Aſſerted, That Princes being aboye 
the Law are not bound to obſerve Oaths and Contracts, which have their full 
force and ſtrength from the Law ; and that Princes may alter and change their 
own Laws at their Pleaſure. This DoQtrine was carefully propogated by your 
truſty Roger and his inferiour Clergy by your DireCtion, in order to bring about 
that wicked Deſign of yours of Subverting of the well eſtabliſhed Government 
.of this Realm, and introducing French Slavery. Burt, Sir, this you muſt now 
know that the Princes of , England are not above the Law, and therefore cannot 
alter them at their Pleaſure without the manifeſt breach of their Coronation 


Oath. I confeſs. they may by their Judges interpret the Law in an Interval of- 


Parliament, and in time of Parliaments : The Parliament are the beſt inter- 
preters of the Law, and not only ſo but the Kings of England by and with the 
advice and conſent of Parliament, and by the Authority of the ſame, may Re- 
peal and Abrogate Laws as they ſhall think fir. But what you did was againſt 
Laws in force, to the manifeſt breach of your Oath, and you rendered your ſelf 
odious to God, and diſpenced with thoſe Laws that were for the preſervation 


of Perſons, Honours, Eitates, and Religion « the People of England; and vY 
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- this means you Aolved the Government, and for which Cauſe you were hated 

- of the People ; and at laſt the Kingdom departed from you ; you provoked that 
God that made you a Man, and that People that made you a King. 

But, Sir, your truſty Guide Hoage, with his inferiour Clergy, deceived you 
much, and thoſe who believed this DoQtrine, when they taught that your Oaths 
made to, and contract made with the People of England had their ful! force and 
ſkrength from the Law of the Land ; for they had their ſtrength and force from 
the Law of Nature which binds Kings, Princes, Lords, Pricfls, ard all Men 
whatever. Therefore, Sir, did you not againſt the very Laws of Nature break 
your Contract with the People of England, and the Oath you made to them ? 
Doth not the Law of Nature oblige all Princes to keep their Contracts even with 
their Enemics ? How much more ought you to have kept your Contra:t with 
your Friends and People ? How conld you expect to wear the Name of an 
honeſt Man, fince that the Laws of Honeſty charge Princes to keep their Oaths 
and Con trafts ? Fhere is nothing becomes them better, nothing commendeth 
them more, and nothing that Men require ſo much at their hauds, 

fn the laſt place, Princes Oaths to, and Contracts with their Subjets and 
Allies, are as good as Laws, they have the ſame force as Laws, they have the 
fame ſtrength and vertue againſt their Succeſſours which they have againſt them- 
felves ; nay let me tell you, that they are of greater ſtrength than Princes Laws ; 
for Laws may be Repealed, but Contracts can never be Revoked 3 and why ſo ? 
The Reaſon is plain, That Laws may alter according to the neceſlity of Aﬀairs, 
but Contracts and Oaths can never be Revoked, they admit of no Change, no 
Alteration ; if once perfe&ed they can neither receive Addition, Subſtraftion, 
Diminution, or Enlargement, they muſt not be wreſted but taken according to. 
the true meaning of King and People. But, Sir, you may ſay , Why may not 
Princes break their Oaths, and diſſolve their Contrafts made with their SubjeQs 
at their Coronation ? To this 1 give you this Anſwer. 

" Before you had Sworn to maintain our Laws, Liberties and Religon, you 
were free z and before you made a Covenant with us you were at your liberty : 
But when you had Sworn, and when you had Perfeted your Contract, then of 
neceſſity you were bound to keep and perform them , and you could not have 
added to or detractcd from any thing in ſuch a manner perfefted, without the 
conſent of the People with whom you made this Contract ;, for we were to have 
been benefited by this Oath and Contra&t of yours, and not deceived again. If, 
Princes may break their Oaths and Contracts made to,” and with their Subjects, 

How can we deal with fuch a King. ? How can we tell when we obey ? We mult 

be then at great uncertainties, and ſo by conſequence we cannot be ſafe. Fur- 

thermore, Did it not lye at your door to have preſerved your ſelf from Scandal 

and Fraud? Of which you took no care; therefore you made no Conſcience of 
of your Oaths and Contrafts. Again, Sir, we muſt ſuppoſe you to be a reaſon-. 
able Creature ; and'if ſo, we muſt alſo conclude you ought to have ſubmitted to | 
Reaſon, that you might have, at leaſt have had the reputation of a Man, and 
not be ſigna-lized with the CharaQter of a filthy Monſtrous Beaſt. Hence it is. 


that Tyrants, .in Sacred. Writ, are called Beaſts, becauſe they will not ſubmit to, 
nor. 
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nor be governed by right Reaſon. In the laſh 


the Rules of ace, Sir, other 
Man may in their Oaths and Contracts have an Eyeto their Profit but you ought 
-to -have had an Eye to your Honour, and to have had an eſpecial regard thereof. 
Now what can be more Diſhonourable in a King, than to break his Word, fallifie 
t bis Faith, and violate his Contrat? And was not your Word, Faith and Con- 
| tratt confirmed by a ſolemn Oath ? 

3. There wasa third DoCtrinethat was much promoted by your Conſpirators, 
that alchough Kings ſhould be ſtrictly bound to ſtand to their Contratts and their 
Oaths ; yer if they were induced to make a Contract, and to take an Oath in 
things wherein they were not well informed, or if the ContraCt and Oath do 
contain things too much derogating, or diminiſhing their Juriſdiction or Autho- 
i rity Royal, or ifthey have madea Promiſe that may be Prejudicial to their 
Greatueſs, they may then lawfully break their Contract, Faith and Oath. . 

This Doctrine was very induſtrioſly ſpread about by your Party, eſpecially 
by your Jeſuits and your Jeſuited Papiſts, and Paſlive Obedience Men. But cer- 
tainly, Sir, your Conſpirators repreſented your underſtanding to be but of Irih 
Standard, and to be of the ſame Scantling with their Honeſty. Give me leave 
to ask you this one fair Queſtion, Was you not well informed what you were to 
do, and what you did promiſe to do when you took the Coronation Oath to de- 
fend the Proteſtant Re'igion, and preſerve and maintain the Laws of the Realm, 
and by them to govern this great People you took the charge of? Can any Man 
think, Sir, that you ſhould be the only Man that was [gnorant of that which all 
the Nation knew, and what your Grand-father, Father and Brother had done be- 
fore you ? where, Sir , was the Diſhonour or Blemiſh that might fall upon you, if 
you had kept your Oath, and made the Laws of the Land the Rule of your Go- 
vernment ? If you had been a good King, you would have delighted to have been 
bound by the Laws of the Land, and have rejoyced the Hearts of the People of 
England ;, and then you would not have at this time have been obliged to France 
for your Subliſtance. 

But, Sir, God in his juſt Judgment gave you up to believetheſe Lies, and 
therefore you violated thoſe Laws by which you were Sworn to govern, to gra- 
tifie your Popith Hellborn Crew ; they have got you to themſelves. We have 
a Ki'g that thinks it no Blemiſh to his Regal Authority, to maintain and keep 
| : our Laws, he judges it no Diſhonour to preſerve the Liberties of his People, and 

their Honours and Eſtates : You have the Reward of your Unrighteouſneſs, I

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Admonition, id remain incorrigiblez then what could we do but mare 
your Actions, Cruelties and Tyrannies, and Perjury known to the World.” And 
we implored the Aid and Help, not of the French King, but #ill;am Prince of 
Orange, who came and ſuppreiled you as an incorrigible Oppreſlor and Tyrant. 
And your Party appearing bare-faced to murther our King, and invade the King- 
dom with a Foreign Force, in order to enſlave us, will be treated as Villains and 
Common Rogues, and reccive the juſt recompence of Reward for all their Trea- 
ſonable Conſpiracies againſt our King, and the well eſtabliſhed Government of 
the Kingdom, and the Proteſtant Religion. 

To conclude this point, How deteſtable and odious hath your Perjury made 
You, it hath excluded you from that great Honour to which you arrived, and it 
hath removed yon from your native Country; 1n a word it hath clothed you with 
Fo much infamy, that it is impoſſible for you to attain that Honour, Power and 
Authority, and Majeſty you have loſt ? And therefore it is highly unreaſonable 
for you, or your Conſpirators ever to attempt your Reſtauration.

of a perverſe Member of the i omiſh Synagogue. You in the time of your ſhort 
Tyranny made a fad Havock with the Proteſtant Religion ;. and can we expect 
better uſuage ſrom you, ſeeing you having Seven Devils more within you rage- 
ing againſt the Proteſtant Intereſt than you had before you left us. 

What I fay to you in this particular, I ſpeak not without Witneſs, for it is 
moſt certain that you have, and do to this very day entertain a very great averſ- 
neſs to any Man that bears the name of a Proteſtant. Therefore ſince by your 
late behaviour, to thoſe whoſe Principles have led them to eſpouſe your Intereſt, 
and have followed: you into France, if they have any Senſe of their Engliſh Liber- 
ties, and of the Proteſtant Religion, will abhor the thoughts of your return 
hither : For-if you appear ſo violent againſt our Religion now you are under 
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it great an eſtate of Sufferings ; What will your declared Hatred be againſt

; ment than Learning or Honeſty, but what can we expect of an Apoſtate ? 

4. We are Freemen, and therefore we can never be ſuppoſed eyer to admit 
you, who have always been a Perſon of Arbitrary Principles, to govern this 
Nation. You cannot but remember that the Engliſh Nation hath a very great Se- 
curity for its Liberties 3 and that is the Government it ſelf, with a good King at 
the head thereof, and that is our preſent Happineſs 3 for our King Rules not 
ypon the ſame Terms as your Brother of Fzance doth ; for he by Force Uſurps 
that ſhare which his People ought to have in the Goyernment, and for ſeveral 
Ages paſt hath been in poſſeſſion of an Arbitrary Power, ( which yet no pre- 
ſcription can make Legal ) and he exerciſeth it over the Perſons and Eſtates of 
his People in a moſt Tyrannical manner : - And this your loving and kind Bro- 
ther and you aimed at, Witneſs your Diſpenſing Power that you took upon you 
when you aſcended the Throne. But our King hath ſo ordered it, that his 


*Subjetts ſhall retain their Proportion in the Legitlaturez the very meaneſt Com- 


moner'of England is repreſented in Parliament, and 1s a Party to thoſe Laws by 
which our King is Sworn to govern himſelf and his People. *Tis true you Swore, 
but you made no Conſcience of your Oath, ner did you in the leaſt boggle at 
the Violation of our Laws 3 you hated that way of Government, which you had 
ſdlemnly promiſed to maintain and defend, Witneſs the Names you uſed to give 
the Parliament of England. Now according to the Laws of the Realm no Mo- 


'Ney is raiſed but by common Conſent : But you were pleaſed to raiſe Money 


-upon the People by your Proclamation. The very Day after you had promiſed 
to invade no Mans Property : Now no Man is for Life, Limb, Goods, or Liber- 
ty, at the Sovereigns Direction ; but how ſoon it would have been had not a pe- 
Tlod been pat to your Tyranny ? For your Sycophant Paraſites were very zealous 


-to have delivered up thoſe Priviledges in to your Hands, judging it would not be 


well with England till you were as Abſolnte as the Monſter of France, by which we 
might eaſily underſtand your Intentions. For, Sir, who knows not that the in- 


clination of a Prince is beſt known either by thoſe that are about him, and moſt 


Favour with him, or by the current of his own ACttions ? Thoſe who were neareſt 


to you, and moſt your Fayourites, were your Iriſh and French Courtiers, and your 


Popiſh Prieſts and Prelates, who theſe Men ſtood affefted to. Your Difcretio- 
nary Diſpotick Power can never be forgotten: No Man but may remember, 
that in their common Diſcourſe were for adyancing your Will and Pleaſure over 
your 
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was +hut- a Copy which- thoſe Villains had indv y taken ir .c 
Words and Attions. In Scotland you did publickly ſet upfor that Power, and 
opebly declared you would be obeyed without reſerve. 7 
The attempt you and your Conſpirafors made in thetime of the Lord Chan - 
cellor Hyde upon our Liberties, is never to be forgetten z a Bill was prepared to 
enable the King your Brother in the time of any interval of Parliament, to raiſe 
what Money he pleaſed upon an-extraordinary occaſion, as the Dutch War was 
pretended -to be. This had taken its much deſired effect, had not that Lord 
Chancellor been awakened by an intimate Friend of his, who, underſtanding 
what was doing in the Houſe of Commons, came to him and ſhewed him what 
the Conſequences were which ſuch an unheard thing would produce;and he uſing 
one Argument above all the reſt, in telling him he came to his Honour and Great- 
nes by the Gown, and not by the Sword ; and if that Bill paſſed, he adviſed 
him to conſider what his Gown, or all the Lawyers Gowns in England were worthy 
which that Lord Chancellor, though one of the Actors with you to enſlave the 
Nation, being a Man of Senſe, had that Honor as to think it no Diſhonor to re- 
treat from that Deviliſh Invention, which he to comply with your Ambition and 
Pride had fet on foot to deſtroy us at once : So that Bill, though once read in 
the Houſe for enabling the King, your Brother, to raiſe Money at pleaſure, was 
by the Providence of God, and the Prudence of that Noble Penitent Lord drop- 
ed ſo far, as that it dwindled into a Bill of 75000 {. not exceeding a Months 
Tax. No doubt but you had procured this Bill to be dreſled in the French Mode 
for emergent Occaſions ; yet had it paſſed in the ſame manner as you and your 
Accomplices deſigned, there would not have wanted emergent Occaſions, and 


'. extraordinary Services to have given Colour for keeping that Power on foot un- 


til Dooms Day in the Afternoon. 

The French King, whoſe Example you followed in this particular, got his 
Power by ſuch a villainous Stratagem ; but he hath not been at leiſure yer to call 
his Parliament to diſpute that Point. I queſtion not but that your loving 
Brother and you would have found other Matters of moment, to have + 
diverted you from that way of raiſing Money ; ſo Exglazd muſt have ta- 
ken leave. of Parliaments for ever, and we muſt have ſubmitted all we had *© 
to your French Diſcretion. But through the Bleſſing of Heaven, and the Care 
of our Legiſlators, we are delivered not only from your Government and your 
intended French way of Governing 3 for we continue to have the ſame Right 
( modeſtly underſtood ).in our Propriety that our Prince bath in his Royalty, ' 
and in all Caſes where the King himſelf is concerned we have our juſt Remedy, 
as againſt any private Perſon in the Nation, in the Courts of Weſtminſter-hall, or 
in the High Court of Parliament ; for his Prerogatiye is not like that you would 
have uſurped, but what the Law hath only determined. His great Seal, which is 
the legitimate Stamp of his Royal Will and Pleaſure, yet It is no longer currant 
than upon the Tryal it is found to be according to Law and Juſtice. The 
King cannot commit any Man by his own particular Warrant, he cannot be himſelf 
a Witneſs in any Cauſe whatever, tho your Brother would have been one againſt: - 


me. The Ballance of publick Jultice being ſo Celicate, that not the Head _ 
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x reath_ of rhe King would turn the Scale; nothing is left». 
Will of- the King, but everything is- ſubject to his legal Authority ;, þ {apbich 
means it follows, that as he can do no Wrong, nor can he receive Wrong. But 
you by your Diſpenſing Power put your ſelf in a ſtate of Wronging the Nation, 
and deſtroying your ſelf and Goyernment ; but had you kept to the Meaſures 
of an Engliſh King, you might have remained to this Day to have been the only 
intelligent Ruler over a rational People, your Perſon had- been Sacred and In- 
violable, and whatever Exceſs had been committed in your Reign, would not 
have been imputed to you as being free from the Neceſliry and Temptations : 
Your Miniſters would have been only accountable for all, and muſt have An- 
iwered it at their Perils. You had a vaſt Revenue, and if any emergency of 
Afﬀair ſhould have appeared, you had at your Call a number of Men t have ad- 
viſed with, a ſupply would have been readily granted. You were the Fountain 
of Honour, the diſpoſer of many profitable Places both in Church and State ; 
but this would not ſerve your turn, for you would not be abridged the Power 


of injuring the People of England, but againſt all Law invaded our Rights, and. 


deſigned nothing ſo much as enſlaving is and our Poſterity for ever : And we 
that have taſted ſo much of the ſweetneſs of Liberty, and on the other hand 
have ſmarted under your ſhort, but cruel Tyranny will never be intangled 


- again with the French Popifh Yoke of Bondage, but ſtand in defence of the King 


we have choſen, and the Liberty we have recovered as long as we have a Being 
in this World. Therefore conſider with your ſelf the impoſſibility of your re- 
turn, to that Government you abuſed, to the Adminiſtration of thoſe Laws you 
violated, to a Nation that you made a Field of Blood; and if you had remained, 
for ought I know, England might have been a Howling Wilderneſs. In fine, 
then I am ſure if you ſhould make any attempt to return it will be in vain, and 
appear vcry rediculous. 

$5. Wehave Sworn Allegiance to King William,who is of the ſame Religion and 


- Iatereſt with us, who delivercd us out of your Hands and the Hands of your 


villainous Conſpirators, and hath fixed us upon thoſe Foundations, againſt which 
France, "Rome, nor Hell ſhall prevail 3 he hath ſecured ns, our Liberties, Laws 
and Religion ; he hath brought himſelf and Government to that Perfettion, 
notwithſtanding the vexatious War which lies hard upon us, that he is capable 
of doing good to all Mankind, and he hath totally diſabled himſelf from doing 
hurt to any; he wants not the French King's Purſe, nor his Friendſhip. he 
wants not his Intereſt, for his {ntereſt is his Peoples, and his Pcoples his, by 
which they are ſo united, that the attempts of your Scoundrel Crew for your Re- 
ſtoration will be in vain ; the Hearts of the Nation are ſet againſt you, and for 
your perfidious dealing both in Church and State the People of England will truſt 
You no more. 

Sir, We have Sworn Allegiance to this King we choſe in your ſtead, and we 


are bound to ſtand*by him 3 our choiſe of him was from a Principle of Love to 


God and the Proteſtant Religion which he hath aſſerted, You kept not your 


Faith with us, and therefore our Allegiance ceaſed to you, your Actions have 
been very plain and open, and fo pernitious that it was a Wonder of Wonders, 
that 
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all your Attempts; and if you had brought your French Drazooning Apoltles- 
over to us, yet we would and ſhould have maintaimed our Ground, and deſtroyed 
'them and you. We value not your little Two-penny Stuff that you have lefg- 
behind you to plead your Caufe : your impertinent, ignorant Non juring Clergy- 
men can never preach us out of love to that Loyalty that we owe to K. Wilkiam x 
we have ſcarce a Wiliamite Cobler but can baffle them all. Theſe things conſi- 
dered, How can you ever expeCt any thing leſs than that Judgment the Pſalmiſt' 
prays for to be infliſted upon his Enemies ? Hath not God already ſet a wicked: 
Tyrant over ycu ? Have you not been Judged: by the Lords and Commons of* 


England, and Condemned? Was not your Reign ſhort ? And hath not another: . 


take your Office ? In time, Sir, the Judgment may be compleated upon you. 
There is of your [ſſue that have had no Hand in our Miſeries, and for this Cauſe - 
our Eyes are fet upon them for good, and we ſhall pray for their long Life : But as- 
for*you,, that God would cloth you with Shame and Confuſion of Face 3 and that 
tte would upon the Head of our Proteſtant King let the Crown long floriſh : And' 
Ido not queſtion but God will hear the Prayers of his Faithful Subjects, and will- 
by bis means bring the Nation to ſuch a Settlement that our Allegiance will be* 
firm to him and his Succeſſors, notwithſtanding all thoſe villainous Attempts that 
you and that Monſter of Mankind your Brother of France, by his and your Traite-- 
rous Accomplices, have made to deprive us of fo great a Bleſſing- Which brings: 
me to a Sixth Confideration. | 

6. The laſt Reaſon I ſhall give you, why it will be impollible for you to retnra-. 
to the Adminiſtration of the Enghſb Government, and that all Attempts of that' 


nature will be in vain, becauſe of your late barbarous and villainous Attempt you* 


by your Conſpirators have made upon the Perſon of our King, and your purpoſe + 
of backing that intended Murder by an unnatural Invaſion-; you had- ſome that 
Pittied you, but now our Hearts are ſhut up againſt you, and are hardned againſt * 
all/your Curſed' Adherents : For now your Plot is diſcovered, and itis a Plot and; 
a'Villainous One, nothing can be plainer; no Man of Common Underſtanding | 
but muſt ſee your Conſpiracy to bring in Popery and Slavery, and to deſtroy the> 
Proteſtant Religion and the Liberties of England. We know, Sir; the Dodrine * 
of your Popiſh and Non-juring Prieſts too well, and your wicked Practices; and* 
we are now aſſured that you will not ſtick at any thing that may bring your wick- - 
ed Deſigns about. You muſt excuſe meifI am plain with you, I would not aſperſe* 
you with hard Words if they were not very true, | ſhould not have been ſo Rot if: 
you had nor been concerned in the late wicked Deſign of murthering-onr King, : 


but if you hid ſucceeded it would have been nomore than you did to your Loving i - 


and Kind Brother ;. but all this as well as the other is owing to you and your Po-- 
pt Tra't-rous Crew, who have debauched Mens Underſtandings, overturned - 
all Morals, and deſtroyed all Divinity. What ſhall ſay of you and your villain-- 
288 Party ? Wha: i5 your Charity ſuch as to deſtroy.Kings? And where-was the: 
Jumility of infalciog over the Nation ? The Myſtery of Iniquity is revealed, and: 
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you are diſappointed : The Nation ſecs that you are no Changeling as to' your 
Vices, and you will find that Engliſh-men are no-Changelings: Therefore it will 
be in vain to make any. more attempts to be Reſtored agiin for the future. 

To couclate tnis Memorial, Sir, give me leave to tell you that l have thus far 
laid open the Coaſpiracy ajzainſt our Religion and,Government: and indeed it was 
morethan time it ihould be diſcovered, for | think here hath been nothing allertcd 
but what hath been and can bz-made out ; we ſee how the French have been cour- 
ted by you and your Party; with what Eaſe have they been alliited, and with 
what Difficulty the Dutch, both in your Brothers and your Reign : We ſee your 
Brother and you abandon the Prince of Orange, now our King, -in compliance 
with his and the Nations Enemies, How can any Man think upon the French De- 
predations and Cruelttes exerciſed at Sea upon the Subj.:&ts of England without 
Regret ? Call to mind your notorious Treacheries 1: that Affair: Remember. the 
conſtant Irregularities and Injuſtice from term to term of thoſe who ſhould have 

. adminiſtred Juſtice between King and People : Rem-mber che ſearch you made 
throughout th&whole Kingdom to fiad Men of Arbitrary Principles, that would 
bow the Knee to Baal in order to their h21n7 promoted to.all publick Commillions 
and Employments, and dilgracing and diſpl:cing all thoſe that durſt, in ſo uni- 
verſal a Depravation, be honelt and f:ithfil in their Truſt and Offices. We ſaw 
to our great Grief the Defettion of confidcrabie Perſons, both Male and Female, 
to the-Popilh Religion, 25s 1t they enter*d by Couplers, Clean and Unclean, into 
the Ark of that Curſed Synagogue, not m r-« 1n order to the'r Salvation than for 
their Temporal Advantage and Safety.
